REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  last  year  of  the  decade  was  typical  of  the  entire  decade  for  the  Town  of 
Weymouth.  The  ’’sixties”  left  their  mark  indelibly  imprinted  upon  the  three 
and  one-half  centuries  of  Weymouth’s  history  as  years  filled  with  enormous 
growth  and  constant  change. 

In  this  report  we  can  but  touch  briefly  upon  the  events  of  the  past  year  and 
comment  upon  them.  Neither  time  nor  space  would  permit  a  full  development 
of  each  area  of  activity. 

As  an  indication  of  the  measure  of  increased  activity,  a  record  number  of 
Town  Meetings  were  held  during  the  past  year.  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  in 
March  continued  into  a  Saturday  session;  and  Special  Town  Meetings  were 
called  in  May,  June,  July,  October,  and  December.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
was  deeply  involved  in  each  of  the  matters  which  necessitated  the  calling  of 
these  Special  Town  Meetings.  For  example,  the  July  meeting  was  called  be¬ 
cause  of  the  extreme  concern  over  the  revaluation  program  by  a  substantial 
number  of  taxpayers.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  felt  that  the  matter  should  be 
discussed  and  the  public  should  be  given  a  full  and  detailed  report  of  what 
was  happening  and  what  the  impact  would  be  upon  the  average  homeowner. 
Regrettably,  the  articles  which  were  prepared  by  the  petitioners  were  not  in 
proper  form  for  a  Town  Meeting  to  take  action,  primarily  because  the  Town 
Meeting  has  no  direct  control  over  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  or 
their  practices,  which  are  controlled  by  State  Law.  Nevertheless,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  was  then,  and  remain,  vitally  concerned  with  the  long- 
range  effects  of  the  revaluation  program,  not  only  because  of  the  burdens 
which  it  has  imposed  upon  the  homeowner,  but  also  because  of  the  adverse 
effects  it  may  have  upon  either  attracting  or  retaining  industrial  taxpayers. 

One  of  the  major  areas  of  public  concern,  both  at  the  national  and  state 
level,  is  the  so-called  "environmental”  problem  of  conserving  our  natural 
resources  and  combating  air  and  water  pollution.  Certainly  this  is  an  acute 
problem  in  the  Weymouth  area.  Over  the  years  the  Board  of  Selectmen  has 
been  concerned  with  complaints  regarding  localized  problems  of  air  pollution, 
and  repeatedly  have  sought  the  intervention  and  assistance  of  the  regulatory 
state  agencies.  In  1969  the  Commonwealth  took  direct  and  emphatic  measures 
to  control,  and  possibly  eliminate,  our  most  significant  air  pollution  problem. 

Of  even  greater  significance,  however,  has  been  the  threat  to  one  of  our  great¬ 
est  asset  -  our  waterfront,  shorelines  and  beach  properties,  which  suffered 
through  several  serious  oil  spills.  The  worst  of  these  spills  occurred  in  June, 
just  as  our  beaches  were  about  to  open,  and  caused  tremendous  damage  to  both 
public  and  private  property.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  spearheaded  activities  and, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Public  Works  Board,  Board  of  Helath,  Park  Com¬ 
missioners  and  our  Harbormaster,  took  immediate  and  effectual  steps  to  control 
he  situation  and  to  see  that  total  remedial  action  was  taken.  Subsequent  spills 
were  not  as  devastating,  primarily  because  of  early  detection  followed  by  prompt 
action.  In  this  regard,  the  Board  publicly  expresses  its  commendation  and  ap¬ 
preciation  to  Harbormaster  Thomas  Smith  for  his  outstanding  work. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  createdanOil  Pollution  Control  Committee,  which 
conducted  public  hearings  and  made  recommendations  which  led  to  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  protective  by-laws,  which  include  provision  for  the  punishment  of 
offenders.  Our  objective  has  been  prevention  and  correction  rather  than  pun¬ 
ishment,  and  we  have  been  heartened  by  the  cooperation  of  shipping,  terminal 
and  petroleum  companies. 
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The  restlessness  of  the  youth  in  our  community  and  the  highly  publicized 
problems  of  drug  addiction,  vandalism  and  crime  have  received  much  serious 
study  by  this  Board.  We  have  worked  in  close  cooperation  the  with  Police 
Department,  social  agencies,  the  Courts,  School  officials  and  teenagers  in 
our  efforts  to  evaluate  the  problems,  and  to  recommend  solutions,  or  even  par¬ 
tial  solutions.  In  all  areas  we  have  received  excellent  cooperation  and,  at  the 
request  of  spokesmen  for  the  youth  in  our  Town,  we  established  a  Youth  Study 
Committee,  which  hopefully  will  be  adopted  on  a  more  formal  basis  by  vote  of 
the  forthcoming  Town  Meeting.  We  have  worked  with  youth  groups  and  have 
endeavored  to  assist  them  in  finding  recreational  outlets  in  places  where  they 
can  legitimately  congregate,  away  from  the  insidious  elements  of  teenage  so¬ 
ciety. 

In  the  field  of  collective  bargaining,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  had  delegated 
their  responsibility  as  the  representatives  of  the  Town  to  the  Personnel  Board, 
but  we  have  continued  to  follow  with  interest  developments  in  this  area  and  to 
do  whatever  we  can  to  make  it  possible  for  all  Town  employees  to  receive  fair, 
adequate  and  equal  treatment  and,  at  the  same  time,  not  to  lose  sight  of  the  a- 
bility  of  the  taxpayer  to  pay  for  increased  wages  and  fringe  benefits.  The  Board 
was  a  party  to  several  grievances  and  was  directly  involved  in  the  only  arbi¬ 
tration  case  which  the  Town  has  experienced  since  the  collective  bargaining 
law  became  effective  in  1966. 

In  other  areas,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  took  immediate  steps  when  the  fu¬ 
ture  of  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station  was  threatened,  because  we  view 
with  alarm  the  possibility  of  either  an  expanding  public  commercially  operated 
airport,  or  the  use  of  the  facility  for  urban  housing  development,  or  any  other 
purpose  which  would  not  be  beneficial  to  our  Town.  We  have  kept  close 
surveillance  on  the  South  Shore  transportation  program.  Throughout  the  year 
we  have  fulfilled  our  statutory  duties  as  the  licensing  beard  and  have  exercised 
positive  control  to  ensure  the  integrity  of  licensees  and  proper  operation  of 
licensed  premises,  whether  they  be  concerned  with  alcoholic  beverages,  filling 
stations,  restaurants  or  any  of  the  other  activities  for  which  licenses  are  re¬ 
quired  from  this  Board. 

As  we  enter  the  decade  of  the  seventies,  we  see  the  need  for  close  coopera¬ 
tion  between  all  operating  departments,  boards  and  committees  and  the  need 
for  ever  improving  communications  between  these  boards.  Weymouth  has  a 
population  of  approximately  55,000  inhabitants  and  is  either  the  second  or  third 
largest  town  in  the  Commonwealth.  We  cherish  the  traditional  and  democratic 
form  of  town  government  which  has  served  our  needs  so  well  and  call  upon  all, 
citizens,  officials  and  employees,  to  work  together  in  close  cooperation  if  our 
time-honored  form  of  town  government  is  to  be  effective  and  endure.

Prayer  for  Divine  Guidance  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Roy  R.  Hutcheon, 
Pastor  of  the  Old  South  Congregational  Church,  South  Weymouth.

By  striking  out  paragraph  (f)  and  substituting  the  following  new  paragraph  (f): 

’’The  Personnel  Officer  shall  record  decisions  of  the  Board  which  are 
rendered  on  matters  covered  by  Section  4,  paragraphs  (d)  and  (e),  and  ad¬ 
vise  the  affected  department  and  employee  in  each  instance.  He  shall  have 
such  authority  as  the  Board  may  determine  from  time  to  time  to  approve 
salary  and  wage  rate  changes  resulting  from  personnel  actions  processed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  5,  and  advise  the  Town  Account¬ 
ant  of  the  changes.  " 

By  striking  out  paragraph  (g)  and  substituting  the  following  new  paragraph  (g): 

”An  employee  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  his  department  head  or  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  authority  having  jurisdiction  over  the  department  or  office  to 
which  he  is  assigned  may  appeal  such  decision  to  the  Personnel  Board  by 
filing  with  the  Personnel  Officer  a  written  notice  of  appeal  within  ten  days 
after  being  notified  of  the  decision.  ”

"The  Board  upon  receipt  of  notice  of  appeal  by  the  Personnel  Officer,

’’After  a  hearing  on  an  appeal  for  which  it  has  accepted  jurisdiction,  the 
Board  shall  affirm,  reverse  or  amend  in  whole  or  in  part  the  decision  of  the 
department  head  or  administrative  authority  if  the  decision  pertains  to  a  mat¬ 
ter  covered  by  the  Personnel  By-Law  or  recommend  a  course  of  action  if  the 
matter  is  not  covered  by  the  By-Law.  The  Board’s  decision  on  an  appeal 
covering  a  matter  covered  by  the  Personnel  By-Law  shall  be  final,  conclu¬ 
sive  and  binding  on  all  parties;  a  copy  of  the  Board’s  decision  shall  be  for¬ 
warded  promptly  by  the  Personnel  Officer  to  all  interested  parties.  ”

In  that  the  Weymouth  Incinerator  has  been  properly  completed,  it  is  re¬ 
quested  that  the  Town  Meeting  relieve  the  Building  Committee  and  officially 
turn  the  responsibilities  of  the  Incinerator  over  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  Incinerator  was  accepted  by  the  committee  as  substantially  com¬ 
plete  June  15,  1965.  The  Town  had  been  using  it  since  March  for  rubbish 
disposal  and  since  May  of  that  year  for  combined  garbage  and  refuse  dis¬ 
posal. 


A  final  estimate  was  paid  the  contractor  on  June  15,  1965  with  a  deduc¬ 
tion  of  2%  for  one  year’s  guarantee  plus  a  sum  of  money  for  minor  items  to  be 
completed. 

(Total  $28,186.98). 

The  guarantee  period  (one  year)  went  by  and  several  items  either  were 
not  finished  or  did  not  meet  the  requirements.  At  this  time  July  25,  1966, 
with  recommendation  of  consultants  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  $20,461.  98  was  re¬ 
leased,  still  holding  $7,  725.  00  for  work  to  be  completed,  changed  or  re¬ 
paired. 
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On  April  4,  1967,  $5,550.00  of  the  retainer  was  released  still  holding 
$2, 175. 00  for  work  to  be  done. 

On  January  23,  1969,  the  consultants  Metcalf  and  Eddy  recommended  re¬ 
lease  of  final  $2, 175.  00  in  that  the  final  check  list  had  been  accomplished. 

The  final  cost  of  the  Incinerator  was  $1,295,455.  20.  The  base  bid  was 

$1, 269, 505.  00.  $25,  952  or  2%  was  the  cost  of  contingencies,  extra  work  and/ 

or  overruns  on  extimated  quantities. 

The  committee  wishes  to  thank  all  the  various  departments  and  officials 
that  were  helpful  during  the  study  and  construction  of  the  Weymouth  Municipal 
Incinerator.

Our  very  able  Secretary  who 
has  served  here  for  three  years  as  Secretary,  five  years  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee,  feels  that  the  work  of  his  position,  which  is  a  very  important 
one  with  the  Blue  Cross -Blue  Shield  Association,  requires  so  much  of  his 
time  that  he  will  be  unable  to  continue  as  Secretary  of  the  Appropriation  Com¬ 
mittee.  He  is  going  to  be  a  hard  man  to  replace  and  I  think  you  have  all  en¬ 
joyed  his  wry  humor  and  his  very  excellent  work  and  clarity  and  his  fairness 
in  presenting  the  views  of  the  Committee.  He  also  feels  that  he  wants  to  re¬ 
sign  from  the  Committee  but  I  have  asked  him  if  he  would  kindly  reconsider 
this  for  the  time  being  because  I  am  sure  he  has  information  that  will  be  very 
helpful  to  his  successor  and  his  term  does  not  run  out  until  1971,  so  we  hope 
that  he  will  do  it.  In  the  meantime  I  want  to  express  my  sincere  personal 
gratitude  to  him  and  I  am  going  to  ask  you  to  give  a  hand  to  him.  (Standing 
applause) 

"I  also  want  to  say  a  word  to  the  persons  who  in  these  various  projects 
have  stood  before  you  after  great  study  on  their  part  and  submitted  their  find¬ 
ings  and  their  feelings  and  their  arguments.  I  am  sure  that  all  have  acted  in 
good  faith  as  able  ladies  and  gentlemen  should  and  I  want  to  thank  them  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  meeting  and  on  the  behalf  of  the  Town. 

"There  is  one  other  person  I  want  to  point  out  who  does  extraordinary 
work  for  us,  something  that  is  relatively  new  but  it  is  getting  more  popular 
and  helpful  all  the  time,  and  that  is  the  work  of  our  very  able  Assistant 
Director  of  Public  Works  and  Engineer  Frank  Lagrotteria  in  presenting  all 
the  slides.  (Applause) 

"I  want  to  thank  you  all  for  being  so  conscientious  in  your  duties. 

These  have  been  four  relatively  long  meetings.  We  have  had  some  very  im¬ 
portant  things  to  consider  and  I  am  sure  all  of  you  have  been  wonderful  to 
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persist  in  coming  here  to  the  four  sessions  and  I  am  sure  it  has  been  a  great 
sacrifice  to  all  of  you.  I  know  Saturday  is  a  day  of  rest  for  many  and  some  of 
you  had  to  leave  your  business.  I  want  to  congratulate  you  on  your  excellent 
citizenship  in  carrying  out  your  duties.  I  hope  you  are  all  re-elected.  ”

b)  If  recalled  to  duty  later  than  one  hour  following  completion  of 
his  scheduled  shift,  with  a  minimum  payment  of  two  hours  at 
two  hours  at  the  premium  rate. 

c  )  K  called  to  duty  on  the  employee’s  day  off  or  on  a  day  of  vaca¬ 
tion,  after  the  employee  has  worked  four  hours  at  straight  time.

a.  All  areas  other  than  residential  areas,  R-l,  as  established  by  the 
last  amended  Zoning  By-Laws  hereafter  shall  be  considered  fire  zones. 
Numbering  or  districting  shall  be  for  purposes  of  identification  only. 

b.  All  structures,  other  than  one  or  two  family  dwellings  hereafter 
erected  in  a  residential  area,  R-l,  shall  have  its  exterior  walls,  interior 
bearing  walls  and  partitions,  firewalls,  fire  division  walls,  fire  partitions 
enclosing  exitways,  public  hallways,  stairways  and  shafts  constructed  with 
and  equivalent  Fire  Load  and  Fire  Resistive  Rating  of  two  hours  minimum 
unless  otherwise  legally  required  to  be  of  higher  rating.

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fire  rating  of  two  hours  unless  otherwise  legally  required  to  be  of  a  higher 


rating. 

add  Interior  Alarm  System: 

All  buildings  arranged  for  the  use  of  more  than  two  family  units  shall  be 
equipped  with  an  approved  manually  operatied  interior  alarm  system,  operated 
over  an  electric  circuit,  so  arranged  that  the  operation  of  any  one  station  will 
ring  all  signals  throughout  the  building, 
add  Smoke  and/or  Fire  Detectors: 

All  buildings  provided  with  sleeping  quarters  for  twenty  or  more  persons 
except  those  required  to  be  equipped  with  Automatic  Sprinklers,  shall  be  equipped 
with  approved  automatic  smoke  detectors  combined  with  an  approved  fire  detection 
system,  operated  over  an  electric  circuit,  so  arranged  that  the  operation  of  any 
one  unit  will  ring  all  signals  throughout  the  building, 
add  Automatic  Sprinklers: 

All  institutional  buildings,  group  structures  or  parts  thereof  including

Every  sprinkler  system  and  standpipe  shall  be  equipped  with  approved

The  Building  Inspector  shall  accept  the  tables  or  listings  in  the  publication 
of  the  Underwriters  Laboratories  Inc.  1967  Edition  or  other  accredited  testing 
laboratories  as  approved  devices. 

SECTION  717  Construction  of  Chimneys: 
add  Incinerators: 

All  flues  of  incinerators  shall  be  constructed  of  flue  liner  and  8"  minimum 
of  hard  burned  caly  brick  on  all  sides  full  height.  Flue  fed  incinerators  are 
prohibited. 
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SECTION  721  National  Electric  Code: 
add  Metallic  Sidings: 

All  metallic  siding  shall  be  installed  and  grounded  according  to  this  same 

Code. 


SECTION  722  Fees:

HARBOR  AND  DOCKINGS  REGULATIONS 

SECTION  601:  Definitions: 

As  used  herin,  words  shall  be  given  their  normal  meaning  in  common 
usage.  The  follbwing  words,  however,  shall  have  the  meaning  hereafter 
set  forth  wherever  they  are  used  in  the  By-Law. 

’’TERMINAL”  shall  mean  an  installation  on  land  adjacent  to  the  shore 
where  a  mooring,  or  a  dock  or  docks,  is  available  for  tying  up  vessels 
so  they  may  load  or  unload  flammable  liquid  cargo  in  bulk,  which  installa¬ 
tion  shall  indued  the  mooring,  dock  or  docks  and  equipment  and  buildings 
on  the  adjacent  shore  location  for  receiving  or  loading  such  cargo. 

’’TERMINAL  OPERATOR”  Shall  be  the  owner,  lessee  oragent,  person, 
firm  or  corporation  in  possession  of  and  legally  liable  for  the  operation  of 
a  Terminal. 

’’VESSEL”  shall  mean  any  vessel,  ship  or  barge  or  other  floating  liquid 
carrier,  whether  self-propelled  or  not. 

’’OIL”  and/or  ’’LIQUID  CARGO”  shall  mean  any  oil,  petroleum  product 
or  petroleum  by-product,  liquid  chemical,  flammable  liquid,  or  any  other 
liquid  which  could  contaminate,  pollute  or  otherwise  be  dangerous  or  harm¬ 
ful  to  Weymouth  waters  or  shorelines. 

’’TRANSFER  OPERATIONS”  Shall  mean  the  movement  of  oil  and/or  liquid 
cargo  into  or  out  of  a  vessel,  from  or  to  a  shore  tank,  or  from  or  to  another 
vessel,  and  shall  include  either  loading  or  unloading. 

’’FLEXIBLE  CONTROL  BOOM"  shall  mean  a  boom  floating  in  the  water 
and  principally  made  out  of  rubber  plastic,  styrofoam,  or  similar  materials, 
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and  projecting  above  the  surface  of  the  water  at  least  twelve  inches  and  ex- 
tneding  below  the  surface  of  the  water  at  least  twenty  inches;  said  boom  to 
be  constructed  to  permit  any  portions  or  sections  thereof  to  be  interchanged 
or  linked  together  and  to  be  of  sufficiently  light-weight  construction  that  it 
may  be  moved  or  towed  from  one  location  to  another. 

HARBOR  CONTAMINATION 

Every  caution  shall  be  exercised  during  transfer  operations  to  prevent  dis¬ 
charge  of  petroleum  products  into  the  waters  of  Weymouth  Harbor,  Fore 
River  or  Back  River. 


TRANSFER  CONTROLS 

Whenever  any  vessel  enters  any  wharf,  terminal  or  anchorage  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  transferring  oil  or  liquid  cargo,  the  terminal  operator  shall  provide 
such  vessel  with  a  flexible  control  boom,  which  shall  be  placed  in  the  water 
around  such  vessel  so  as  to  control  and  prevent  any  seepage  overflow,  leak 
or  other  excess  oil  or  liquid  cargo  from  entering  into  Weymouth  waters, 

Fore  River  or  Back  River. 


POLLUTION  REPORT 

A  written  report  entitled  "Inspection  Report  --  Pollution  Prevention" 
on  a  form  provided  by  the  Harbor  Master  shall  be  filled  out  for  each  vessel 
berthing  and  signed  in  the  required  spaces  by  the  Terminal  Operator.  The 
form  duly  executed  shall  be  forwarded  promptly  after  completion  of  transfer 
to  the  Harbor  Master. 


ENFORCEMENT 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Harbor  Master  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  of  the  By-Laws.  All  terminal  operators  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
authorized  the  Harbor  Master  to  enter  upon  their  premises,  or  any  vessel 
therein,  whenever  the  Harbor  Master  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  make  an 
inspection,  unless  the  terminal  operator  shall  have  filed  written  notice  of 
his  refusal  to  grant  such  authorization  with  the  Harbor  Master  and  with  the 
Division  of  Natural  Resources  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION 

Violations  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  Harbor  Master  in 
courts  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  shall  be  punishable  by  the  maximum 
fines  permitted  by  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  be  imposed 
by  towns  for  misdemeanors.  Each  day  or  portion  thereof  during  which 
violation  continued  ofter  notice  thereof  has  been  given  by  the  Harbor  Master 
to  the  terminal  operator  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense.

The  draft  of  an  Agreement  between  the  U.  S.  Government  and  the  Weymouth 
Airport  Commission  has  been  studied  and  approved  by  all  local  parties  interested 
and  is  now  being  passed  through  channels  of  the  Navy  Department  before  final  ap¬ 
proval  and  signing.  This  Agreement  limits  civilian  use  of  the  Naval  Air  Station 
in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  Weymouth  and  every  effort  is  be¬ 
ing  made  to  retain  these  restrictions. 

The  Naval  Air  Station  in  South  Weymouth  will  not  be  closed  during  the  current 
economy  drive  and  the  desired  contract  may  be  ready  for  signing  by  the  time 
this  report  is  printed.  As  of  noon,  January  10th,  everything  is  as  stated. 

After  the  Agreement  is  executed,  the  Weymouth  Airport  Commission  will 
confer  with  the  Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission  to  coordinate  our  ef¬ 
forts.  Considerable  discussion  will  still  be  necessary  before  any  actual 
construction  can  begin.

Throughout  1968  a  mass  appraisal  program  was  conducted  in  Weymouth  as 
directed  by  the  town  meeting  members  at  the  1967  annual  town  meeting.  This 
program  complied  with  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  that  all  real  and  personal 
property  be  assessed  at  full  and  fair  value. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1969,  the  H.  L.  Yoh  Company  sent  out  notices  of  the 
new  values  and  held  hearings  with  those  taxpayers  who  questioned  the  new  figures. 
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The  Board  of  Assessors  had  been  reviewing  the  program  as  it  progressed  in 
1968  and  1969  and  felt  that  the  Yoh  Company  had  conducted  a  good  program  on  the 
whole.  Therefore,  they  planned  to  implement  the  use  of  the  new  figures  in 
setting  the  1969  tax  rate. 

A  group  of  taxpayers  contended  that  the  Assessors  should  not  use  the  H.  L. 
Yoh  Company  values  and  effected  that  a  special  town  meeting  be  called  to  oppose 
the  use  of  the  full  and  fair  cash  values.  However,  at  the  town  meeting,  the  town 
counsel  ruled  that  the  articles  were  out  of  order  and  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution.  No  action  was  taken  on  either  article. 

Realizing  that  in  any  undertaking  of  this  size,  errors  may  have  occur ed,  the 
Board  of  Assessors  informed  the  taxpayers  of  the  avenues  of  appeal  open  to 
them.  The  Board  met  throughout  the  summer  and  fall  to  assist  and  advise  any 
aggrieved  taxpayer.  Following  this,  the  Board  then  reviewed  the  properties  of 
any  taxpayer  who  made  application  to  them. 

Approximately  2,000  such  properties  have  been  visited  by  the  Assessors  and 
adjustments  were  made  where  it  was  deemed  advisable. 

With  all  trends  showing  continually  rising  real  estate  values,  a  gigantic  a- 
mount  of  work  lies  ahead  for  the  Assessors  in  1970,  and  in  future  years,  to 
maintain  this  program  on  a  workable  and  equitable  basis.

Gentlemen: 

During  1969  activity  in  the  Legal  Department  increased  measurably 
over  that  of  any  of  the  preceding  years, 

To  the  extent  that  statistics  are  a  measure  of  activity,  it  is  significant 
to  note  that  eighteen  cases  were  tried  and  disposed  of  in  either  the  District 
or  the  Superior  Court.  These  included  several  cases  for  assessment  of  land 
damages  that  have  been  pending  for  some  years,  contract  actions  against  the 
Town,  appeals  from  Zoning  Board  decisions  and  criminal  complaints  brought 
by  the  Building  Inspector  to  enforce  Town  By-Laws.  In  addition,  several  days 
of  trial  were  involved  in  an  arbitration  case  brought  by  the  Firefighters’ 

Union  for  an  alleged  violation  of  the  manpower  clause  in  their  collective  bar¬ 
gaining  agreement.  There  were  also  four  liquor  violation  hearings  before 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  two  hearings  involving  appeals  from  diciplinary 
suspensions  of  police  officers. 

This  trial  activity,  the  motions,  pleadings,  correspondence,  investiga¬ 
tions,  conferences  with  witnesses,  and  the  research  and  preparation  for  trial 
in  and  of  themselves  represent  a  very  substantial  workload.  Court -room 
work  and  trials,  however,  are  but  part  of  the  picture  but,  like  the  top  of  an 
iceberg,  it  is  the  part  of  Legal  Department  activity  which  the  public  sees. 
There  is  much  non -Court  work  which  is  difficult  and  which  requires  a  large 
amount  of  time  and  attention  but,  like  the  submerged  part  of  the  iceberg,  can¬ 
not  be  seen. 

This  non -Court  work  involves  the  discussion  and  evaluation  of  myriad 
problems  which  arise  in  the  day-to-day  operation  of  a  Town  the  size  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  and  giving  advice,  which  is  often  accompanied  by  intensive  research 
and  written  opinions.  There  is  also  the  review  and  drafting  of  proposed  arti¬ 
cles  for  Town  Warrants  and  changes  in  By-Laws.  For  example,  during  the 
past  year  we  had  a  lengthy  Annual  Town  Meeting,  followed  by  Special  Town 
Meeting  on  May  12;  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  June  for  total  revision  of  the 
Zoning  By-Laws,  which  involved  six  sessions  running  through  to  September; 
a  Special  Town  Meeting  of  July  24  regarding  the  re-evaluation  program;  a 
Special  Town  Meeting  on  October  27  involving  revisions  to  the  Building  Code 
and  enactment  of  By-Laws  for  control  of  oil  spills  and  finally,  a  Special  Town 
Meeting  on  December  8.  All  of  these  meeting  require  extensive  research, 
preparation,  analysis,  study  of  the  subject  matter,  and  formulating  of  legal 
opinions. 

Weymouth  is  said  to  be  the  third  largest  town  in  the  Commonwealth, 
but  unlike  the  two  larger  town  of  Brookline  and  Arlington,  it  is  a  town  which 
is  continuing  to  grow  and  has  much  more  active  programs  for  road  construc¬ 
tion,  sewer,  water  and  school  building  than  either  of  the  other  larger  towns 
and  probably  more  actiye  than  anv  other  town  in  the  Commonwealth.  Every 
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one  of  these  programs  involves  legal  work,  such  as  the  laying-out  of  streets , 
the  taking  of  water  and  sewer  easements,  and  eminent  domain  proceedings  for 
school  construction  sites.  In  turn,  each  of  these  activities  requires  title  ex¬ 
aminations,  appraisals,  discussions  with  owners,  preparation,  execution  and 
recording  of  instruments  of  taking,  negotiation  of  settlements  and  preparation 
of  releases. 

Funds  are  annually  appropriated  under  the  Treasurer’s  budget  for  the 
foreclosure  of  tax  titles.  This  is  a  specialized  kind  of  work  which  involves  a 
great  deal  of  detail.  For  several  years  I  attempted  to  do  this  work  personally 
so  that  I  would  have  a  thorough  working  knowledge  of  what  was  involved  and 
directed  my  attentions  towards  those  cases  which  involved  the  greatest  in¬ 
debtedness  to  the  Town.  In  many  cases,  we  were  able  to  collect  all  of  the 
money  owed  to  the  Town,  including  the  legal  expenses.  By  agreement  with 
Treasurer’s  Department  and  the  Appropriation  Committee,  during  the  past 
year  this  work  has  been  assigned  to  outside  attorneys  who  specialize  in  this 
type  of  work.  Responsibility  for  the  appointment  of  these  attorneys  and  for 
their  performance  continues  to  rest  with  the  Legal  Department,  which  con¬ 
tinues  to  receive  many  inquiries  from  property  owners  concerning  these  pro¬ 
ceedings. 

In  1965,  before  I  assumed  this  office,  the  sum  of  $2,000.  was  appropri¬ 
ated  for  a  total  revision  of  the  Town  By-Laws.  Since  then,  a  great  deal  of 
work  has  been  done  on  this  project,  but  it  is  obvious  that  an  actual  redrafting 
of  a  completely  new  set  of  By-Laws  would  be  an  impossibility.  During  the 
past  several  years  there  have  been  many  significant  additions  or  amendments 
to  our  existing  By-Laws  and  in  1969  major  revisions  were  made  in  the  Building 
Code,  and  the  Zoning  Code  was  completely  overhauled. 

It  would  be  a  waste  of  money  to  reprint  the  By-Laws  with  all  of  this  ac¬ 
tivity  going  on:  The  work  would  be  out  of  date  before  it  was  completed.  There¬ 
fore,  the  work  was  temporarily  deferred  and  we  expect  that  after  the  Attorney 
General  has  approved  the  most  recent  amendments,  including  the  Zoning  Law, 
a  Completely  reprinted  set  of  By-Laws  will  be  prepared,  with  a  system  for 
replacing  pages  as  future  additions  or  changes  are  made.  No  charges  have 
been  made  against  the  appropriation  as  of  this  date.  It  is  a  very  demanding 
and  time-consuming  task. 

Perhaps  this  brief  review  gives  at  least  some  indication  of  the  day  to  day 
work  of  the  Legal  Department.  There  are,  of  course,  other  activities,  such  as 
attending  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  meetings  of  other  Town 
Boards  and  Committees  upon  request.  In  recent  years,  attendance  at  these 
meetings  has  increased  because  of  the  growing  complexity  of  the  work  of  these 
Committees  and  Departments.  For  example,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  work 
involved  in  the  planning  and  programming  of  the  proposed  airport  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station;  likewise,  there  were  meetings 
both  here  in  the  Town  and  Boston  with  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission 
regarding  the  proposed  skating  rink  and  swimming  pool.  I  am  currently  en¬ 
gaged  with  a  number  of  other  towns  in  defending  a  law  suit  brought  by  the  City 
of  Boston,  which  could  have  a  substantially  adverse  effect  on  Weymouth’s 
share  of  the  MDC  sewer  assessment.  Significantly,  a  case  involving  pro¬ 
prietary  claims  of  an  abutter  in  the  South  Weymouth  Municipal  Parking  Lot 
which  were  described  in  detail  in  my  last  annual  report,  were  denied  and  the 
position  of  the  Town  was  upheld  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachu¬ 
setts. 
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My  objective  in  recounting  these  activities  is  simply  to  point  out  that  the 
’’Legal  Department”,  which  is  the  Town  Counsel,  is  an  extremely  busy  depart¬ 
ment.  This  certainly  should  not  be  a  revelation  -  rather  it  should  be  expected 
in  a  town  as  big  and  as  busy  as  Weymouth.  Taken  together,  these  activities 
during  the  working  day  and  the  evening  meetings  and  weekend  researches,  are 
not  consistent  with  the  common  concept  that  the  activities  of  the  Town  Counsel 
are  ’’part  time". 

In  conclusion,  as  in  past  years,  I  wish  to  publicly  express  my  appreci¬ 
ation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  various  Department  Heads  and  to  all  of 
the  other  Boards  and  Committees  whose  cooperation  makes  the  dedication  more 
rewarding.  Each  year  I  become  more  impressed  with  the  dedication  of  Wey¬ 
mouth’s  official  family.  Our  elected  officials  put  in  many  long  hours  and 
sometimes  suffer  public  criticism  for  their  efforts.  It  is  for  this  reason  that 
I  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  express  to  each  and  every  one  of  them  my 
sincere  commendation  and  appreciation.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  submitted  is  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1969. 

The  year  just  past  was  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  history  of  the  office.  A- 
side  from  the  usual  routine  of  vital  statistics,  dog  licenses,  sporting  licenses, 
and  the  annual  town  election,  we  were  confronted  with  the  annual  town  meeting 
in  March  and  special  town  meetings  in  May,  June,  July,  September,  October 
and  December  for  a  total  of  eighteen  sessions. 

In  1969,  the  State  Legislature  placed  the  responsibility  for  the  certifica¬ 
tion  of  Vietnam  Bonus  applications  on  the  Town  Clerk.  This  required  the  pro¬ 
cessing  of  approximately  1,500  applications.  Another  law  requires  the  Town 
Clerk  to  be  responsible  for  Certificates  of  Vaccination  for  dogs.  Still  another 
law  passed  and  effective  in  August  1969  requires  the  filing  and  subsequent 
certification  of  the  Town  Clerk  of  all  applications  filed  for  a  permit  under  the 
Raffle  and  Bazaar  Law. 

Despite  the  use  of  Voting  Machines  in  September  and  November  of  1969 
and  with  which  the  majority  of  voters  were  very  pleased,  the  1969  Annual 
Town  Meeting  refused  to  appropriate  funds  for  the  further  lease  or  purchase  of 
these  machines  with  the  result  that  we  will  again  revert  to  the  use  of  paper 
ballots  at  an  increased  cost  of  time  and  money  to  the  town. 

Because  of  a  further  increase  in  the  work  load  of  the  office,  a  part-time 
clerk  will  again  be  needed  in  the  office. 

Once  again  there  was  an  increase  in  revenue  over  the  year  1968.  The 
total  amount  collected  in  fees  for  licenses  and  copies  of  all  types  of  records 
was  $15,  961.  07  of  which  $3, 854.  22  was  returned  by  the  County  from  dog 
licenses  will  be  used  for  schools.  The  total  amount  of  money  handled  by  this 
department  was  $27,  964.  85.  This  is  an  increase  of  $733.  50  over  1968. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  and  other  departments  and  of¬ 
ficials  for  courtesies  tendered  me  during  the  year.

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Department  for 
the  year  1969.

Compensation  payments  $  32,701.33 

Medical  Fees  5,  992.  50 

TOTAL  $  38,693.83 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  is  presently  medical  bills  of  $6, 180. 00  to  be 
reviewed  on  1969  cases. 

On  January,  1969  there  were  nine  cases  that  were  on  the  payroll  for  a 
period  of  longer  than  six  months.  As  of  December  21,  1969  this  was  reduced 
by  one. 

You  will  note  that  there  were  no  specific  Compensation  payments  made  during 
the  year  1969.  There  will  however  be  at  least  five  during  the  year  1970  for  in¬ 
juries  sustained  during  the  year  1969.  This  will  include  the  loss  of  a  hand  in 
one  case  and  the  loss  of  toes  in  another. 

On  November  23,  1969  the  Compensation  rate  was  increased  from  $65.  00 
to  $70.  00  for  employees  by  State  Law.  In  addition  Medical  Fees  will  take  a 
drastic  climb.  Therefore,  it  must  be  noted  that  the  year  1970  will  show  a 
rise  in  Compensation  Costs. 

In  closing  may  I  offer  my  thaiks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  assistance.

Everett  J.  McIntosh,  present  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  is 
finalizing  his  43  years  of  public  service  this  coming  spring.  Known  to  some 
as  "Mac",  -  as  ’’the  Dean”  -  as  the  ’’Mayor  of  the  Landing  and  Lincoln  Square”, 
but  known  to  all  as  a  conscientious  public  official. 

Everett  began  elected  public  service  43  years  ago.  He  served  on  the  Park 
Commission  (very  instrumental  in  the  creation  of  six  of  Weymouth’s  parks) , 
the  Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission  and  appointed  committees  too 
numerous  to  mention. 

In  private  life  he  has  served  his  profession  as  President  of  the  Brook¬ 
line  Teachers  Club,  President  of  the  Massachusetts  Teachers  Association, 
Chairman  of  the  National  Education  Association  Budget  Committee  and  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  American  Industrial  Arts  Association.  He  is  also  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Weymouth  Kiwanis  Club. 

Mr.  McIntosh  was  presented  the  Laureate  Award  Epsilon  Pi  Tau  at  Ohio 
State  University  for  outstanding  work  in  his  field  of  industrial  arts. 

At  the  January  15th  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Chairman 
said  he  regrets  Mr.  McIntosh  is  not  seeking  re-election  and  that  on  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  he  wanted  to  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement  -  every¬ 
one  is  aware  of  Mr.  McIntosh’s  dedicated  public  service  over  the  past  43  years. 
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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Presented  herewith  is  the  12th  annual  report  of  the  Weymouth  Public 
Works  Department.  Comparisons  with  expenditures  of  past  years,  along 
with  recommendations  for  the  year  1970,  will  be  made,  accompanied  with 
explanations  as  to  any  sizeable  differentials. 

Programs  and  projects  commenced,  completed,  or  yet  to  do  will  also 
be  presented  as  to  their  present  status.  The  reader  will  note  that  there  are 
annual  increases  in  costs  in  the  Public  Works  Department  that  are  in  parallel 
with  the  national  economy. 

The  writer  believes  that  the  Weymouth  citizens  want  to  and  should  pay 
their  municipal  employees  a  modern  livable  wage;  that  at  the  rate  Weymouth 
is  growing  in  population,  it  is  bound  to  take  more  ’’arms  and  legs”  to  do  the 
necessary  housekeeping  and  supply  the  necessary  services. 

As  to  the  direct  relation  of  increased  costs  with  increased  population, 
the  writer  offers  the  following  example  for  thought: 

Water  Division 

”x”  number  of  people  in  1960  normally  used  one  million  gal¬ 
lons  of  water  in  their  daily  living. 

The  same  ”x”  number  of  people  in  1969  used  1  1/2  million  gal¬ 
lons  of  water,  but  in  1969  there  were  ”x”  +  ”y”  number 
of  people  and  the  total  amount  used  was  two  million  gal¬ 
lons. 

This  water  is  pumped  -  electricity  is  used  -  under  these  ex¬ 
isting  conditions  the  electricity  bill  increases  propor¬ 
tionately  each  year. 

This  same  water  is  treated  with  chemicals  -  100  pounds  per 
million  gallons  @  $1.00/lb.  in  1960  is  $100.  00/million 
gallons  treated. 

In  1969,  $1.  50/lb.  chemical  and  two  million  gallons  of  water  - 
$300.  00  for  covering  same  ground  as  above. 

This  year  the  writer  would  like,  in  a  very  general  sense,  not  to  go  into  the 
costs  of  the  Public  Works  services.  This  observation  will  ot  include  capital 
outlay  programs  that  are  carried  by  special  articles  and  treated  individually. 

The  grand  total  of  Article  1  for  1968  was  $15, 611,  349  and  1969, 

$16,  699,448.  Briefing  the  list  down  to  the  larger  more  familiar  departments

It  should  be  noted  that  the  largest  housekeeping  service  (supply  of  water) 
is  not  reflected  in  the  tax  rate  -  the  Water  Division  is  100%  operated,  maintained 
and  recapitalized  by  the  sale  of  water  DELIVERY. 

Major  Problems  1969 

After  a  comparatively  mild  winter,  the  entire  metropolitan  snowy  belt 
area  got  clobbered  with  a  series  of  storms  at  the  end  of  the  winter  that 
were  unprecedented  according  to  official  weather  authorities. 

Personnel  availability  continued  to  present  a  major  problem  to  the  de¬ 
partment  -  there  are  not  enough  skilled  persons  to  go  around.  Several 
vacancies  have  existed  in  the  Engineering  Division  off  and  on  for  several 
years. 

Construction  costs  seem  to  have  stabilized,  or,  put  another  way,  the  de¬ 
partment  estimates  have  been  jacked  up  sufficiently  to  show  in  the  proper 
bid  perspective.

Optimistic  Areas  1969 

Weather  for  construction  was  excellent.  The  backlog  of  sewer  work  is 
well  caught  up;  very  little  to  carry  over  into  1970.  Accepted  streets  in 
the  highway  division  are  all  completed  for  the  first  time  with  no  new 
construction  being  carried  into  1970. 

1969  saw  most  of  the  construction  completed  (finally)  of  the  Smelt  Brook 
Flood  Relief  in  the  Landing  and  a  successful  bid  for  the  Back  River  Flood 
Control  Phase  in. 

Wessagusset  Beach  expansion  and  shore  protection  was  completed  and  the 
beach  used  in  the  summer  of  1969. 

Pessimistic  Area  1969  and  Projection 

Government  is,  particularly  in  this  day  and  age,  apparently  one  of  the 
most  favorite  ’'establishment”  symbols  and  targets  of  protest.  Local 
government  is  handiest  to  the  citizen.  Weymouth,  in  particular,  has 
had  an  additional  thing  going  this  year  -  the  re-evaluation  and  an  increase 
in  almost  every  homeowner’s  tax  bill.  The  largest  users  of  the  taxes 
are  schools,  police,  fire  and  public  works.  Homeowners  are  now  more 
than  ever  before  exerting  their  idea  of  priorities.  The  housekeeping 
items  and  the  master  sewer,  highway  and  drainage  programs  have  got 
to  have  their  olace  in  priority.  Although  the  financial  picture  is  gloomy, 
the  writer  feels  very  strongly  that  the  problems,  particularly  those  con¬ 
cerning  public  health  and  other  environmentals,  have  to  be  kept  well  within 
proper  perspective  and  faced  squarely.

Divisional  Budgets 

The  Public  Works  Office  budget  includes  all  clerical  personnel  except 
Water  Division,  the  custodial  personnel,  maintenance  of  the  building, 
heating,  telephone,  electric,  all  fuel  and  miscellaneous  items. 

In  1969  the  Town  Meeting  items  of  Article  I  were  presented  and  approved 
on  a  "segregated  budget  format". 

Although  this  restrictive  method  of  budgeting  caused  the  necessity  of 
several  transfers  during  the  year,  considering  the  number  of  items  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Public  Works  budgets,  the  emergency  nature  and  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  so  many,  it  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the  department  that 
the  segregated  budget  is  a  better  bookkeeping  method.

Receipts  for  sale  of  Atlas,  contracts,  plans  and  maps  turned  over  to  Town 
Treasurer  -  $1,243.05. 

The  failure  to  acquire  qualified  engineers  continued  through  1969  for  the  third 
consecutive  year.  From  1961  through  1966  the  personnel  of  the  Engineering 
Division  included  four  (4)  Grade  in  Engineers  and  two  (2)  Grade  n  engineers. 

The  personnel  of  the  Division  through  1969  and  as  of  December  31,  1969  in¬ 
cludes  two  (2)  Grade  in  Engineers  and  one  (1)  Grade  II  Engineer.  Because  of 
the  above  facts  and  the  services  demanded  of  the  Division,  the  reconstruction 
of  Middle  Street  from  the  Southeast  Expressway  to  Hanover  St.  and  from 
Lake  Street  to  Central  Square  could  not  be  accomplished  during  1969.  The 
Division  has  placed  the  preparation  of  this  contract  for  acquiring  bids  for  con¬ 
struction  in  early  1970  as  its  top  priority.  The  Town  cannot  afford  to  delay 
this  work  another  year. 

One  of  the  employees  of  the  Division  has  been  attending  evening  school  leading 
towards  a  degree  in  civil  engineering  for  the  third  year  at  his  own  expense  of 
approximately  $800  per  year.  There  is  no  question  that  the  individual  is  bet¬ 
tering  himself;  however,  he,  in  turn,  makes  it  possible  to  render  more  valu¬ 
able  engineering  services  to  the  Town.  As  was  the  case  with  four  (4)  previous 
employees,  upon  the  completion  of  his  advanced  education,  this  individual  can¬ 
not  afford  to  stay  with  the  Town  of  Weymouth  with  the  present  salary  and  class¬ 
ification  schedule. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  identifies  and  recognizes  the  positions  in  the  Engineering 
Division  from  Grade  in  and  higher  as  Professional;  only  in  the  qualifications 
established  for  these  positions.  The  classifications  and  salary  schedule  is  not 
consistent  with  the  qualifications  established  for  these  positions,  and  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  failure  to  acquire  qualified  applicants  the  past  few  years  and 
necessitated  the  Town  to  hire  consultants  at  higher  cost  for  more  limited  work. 
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HIGHWAY  DIVISION  was  responsible  for  25.  6%  of  the  total  1969  Public 

Works  budget.

5.  SPECIAL  STREET  PROJECTS

8.  HIGHWAY  SEAL  AND  OILING 

The  Division  is  continuing  to  "phase  out"  the  use  of  oil  seal  as  indicated 
below  by  the  gallonage  used.  There  will  still  be  many  isolated  areas  that 
require  oil  seal  -  in  most  instances  until  basic  improvements  are  made 
to  given  streets  -  proper  drainage,  sewerage,  proper  sub -base,  etc. ,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  treat  in  this  economical  manner.

In  analyzing  the  figures  from  1966  -  1969,  the  increased  tonnage  is  evident. 
Averages  vary  depending  upon  the  number  of  days  worked  in  a  month,  break¬ 
downs  and  condition  of  refuse.  There  can  be  up  to  a  25%  change  caused  by 
the  degree  of  wetness  or  dryness  of  the  refuse.  This  was  emphasized  during 
the  leaf  season.  The  Selectmen  encouraged  a  total  ban  on  leaf  burning  and 
suggested  refuse  collection  as  a  relief.  Unprecedented  rains  occurred  (14 
days)  at  the  same  time,  causing  wet  leaves  and  wet  refuse.  This  slowed 
burning  down  considerably.  At  times  the  pit  overflowed  onto  the  dumping 
floor,  necessitating  limited  sanitary  landfill.

3.  REMARKS 

To  maintain  order  and,  more  important,  conserve  disposal  space,  in  1966 
the  Board  granted  an  employee  of  the  Sanitation  Division  sole  rights  for 
"picking”.  His  responsibility  was  to  control  all  picking,  keep  the  area 
clean  and  arrange  for  moving  out  of  all  the  metals  such  as  refrigerators, 
sinks,  lawn  furniture,  etc.  These  conditions  were  maintained.  The 
Town  received  no  compensation  for  this.  Most  of  the  above  work  was  done 
by  the  employee  on  his  own  time  at  no  cost  to  the  Town. 

This  year,  after  a  study  by  members  of  the  Board,  it  was  decided  to  inves¬ 
tigate  possibilities  of  having  the  metals  go  out  for  bid.  M.  Sugarman  of 
Quincy  was  "High"  bidder  at  $3. 76/ton,  with  the  Town  sorting,  loading  and 
policing.  This  operation  started  in  October  and  it  is  presently  too  early  for 
a  conclusive  cost  analysis. 

Repairs  to  the  incinerator  caused  by  the  1968  fire  are  well  in  progress. 

Louis  Pasqualucci  &  Sons  of  Quincy  was  low  bidder  for  masonry  repair. 

In  1969  continued  "wear  and  tear"  and  corrosion  damage  occurred  in  various 
areas  of  the  incinerator  machinery.  The  water  seal  door  at  the  bottom  of 
furnace  no.  1  failed,  causing  a  temporary  shutdown.  Temporary  repairs 
were  effected  -  this  year  major  repairs  with  door  replacement  are  required. 

Various  areas  -  roof  and  arches  -  of  furnace  fire  brick  show  need  for  con¬ 
stant  maintenance.  This  is  expensive  and  time  consuming  -  much  of  this 
emergency  work  has  to  be  done  on  "odd"  time  -  overtime  basis,  in  order 
to  keep  normal  burning  production  going. 

The  problems  in  this  division  are  bound  to  advance  with  the  increase  of  pop¬ 
ulation,  the  aging  and  use  of  the  machinery  and  the  added  concentration  on  the 
"environmental  factors"  -  solid  waste  disposal  and  air  pollution  -  one  small 
example  as  stated  earlier  in  the  report  the  sudden  "no  leaf  burning  ban" 
this  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  in  1970  the  state  will  "put  the  damper"  on 
all  outside  burning  (leaves,  backyard  incinerators,  etc.)  throughout  the 
entire  state.  Again  Weymouth  will  be  in  a  far  better  position  to  cope  with 
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this  than  most  communities.

MASTER  DRAINAGE  PROGRAM 


Hopefully,  1969  saw  the  end  of  money  demands  for  two  major  drain  projects, 
the  Smelt  Brook  in  the  Landing  and  the  Final  Phase  of  the  Weymouth  Back 
River  Flood  Control. 

1.  Smelt  Brook  drain  -  This  project  consists  of  an  additional  and  ’’king -sized’ 
drain  intake  in  the  parking  lot  adjacent  to  the  railroad.  It  also  includes  a 
96”  pipe  outfall  under  the  railroad  out  to  Fore  River.  This  construction 
cost  is  shared  50%  State,  25%  Braintree  and  25%  Weymouth. 

How  much  protection  does  this  offer  the  Landing  and  the  merchants? 

A.  It  will  give  some  relief  under  all  conditions. 

B.  With  heavy  rains,  flood  tide  and  northeaster,  the  relief  will  be  mark¬ 
edly  reduced. 

C.  This  new  drain,  in  the  writer’s  considered  opinion,  will  NOT  relieve 
basement  flooding,  the  culvert  under  the  Landing  and  the  intake  at 
Brook  Road,  Braintree,  is  TOO  SMALL.  In  heavy  rains  there  will 
be  some  surface  flooding  and  much  below  surface  flooding.  The 
merchants  of  Weymouth  Landing  are  advised  to  equip  themselves 
with  necessary  tools,  pumps,  sandbags,  etc.  and/or  discontinue 
using  the  basement  areas  for  valuable  continual  storage  and/or 
other  operations. 

This  present  construction  should  be  completed  spring  of  1970 . 

2.  Back  River  Flood  Control  -  Low  bid  and  necessary  engineering  and  con- 
tingencies  amounted  to  $1, 164,  330.  50.  The  Town  of  Weymouth  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  50%  of  this  cost.  This  required  a  special  town  meeting  in 

December  in  order  to  raise  and  appropriate  $130,  606. 13,  the  Town’s 
total  share  being  $582, 165.  00.  It  is  estimated  that  this  project  will  take 
18  months  and  should  be  started  late  winter  or  early  spring  1970. 

PROPOSED  1970  DRAINAGE 


Each  heavy  rain  or  quick  thaw  reproduces  complaints  from  long-standing 
drainage  problems  and,  in  some  cases,  introduces  new  problems.  Public 
Works  has  advocated  that  each  year  a  sustaining  drainage  program  be  sup¬ 
ported.  Most  years,  because  of  other  financial  commitments,  funds  have  been 
voted  down. 
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In  many  cases,  relief  cannot  be  given  until  hydraulic  improvements  have  been 
made  to  the  approaches  of  the  area.  Drainage  is  much  like  sewerage  -  depen¬ 
dent  upon  gravity  and  A  PLACE  TO  DRAIN  IT  TO.  Many  residents  and  some 
officials  find  this  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  comprehend.  The  wet  falls  of 
1955,  1958,  1962,  1965,  1968,  and  1969  further  evidences  historical  testimony 
in  itself  as  to  the  problems  that  continue  to  face  the  Town.  Drainage,  as  with 
sewerage,  is  expensive. 

In  1970  the  department  once  again  offer  -  the  Torrey  Street  drain  as  a  recom¬ 
mendation.  This  includes  the  area  of  Fogg  Road,  Columbian  Street,  Tower, 
Torrey,  Burton  Terrace,  Main  Street,  Park  Avenue  West.

1970  Proposed  Construction 

1.  Chapter  90  -  It  is  recommended  that  1970  Chapter  90  monies  be  assigned 
to  the  reconstruction  of  Pleasant  Street,  from  Water  Street,  East  Weymouth 
to  the  Expressway.  The  county  landtakings  are  complete.  The  Town 
is  pressing  construction  of  same  and  reconstruction  of  water  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  road  work.  The  state  is  in  the  process  of  design. 


2.  Master  Highway.  In  combination  with  the  flood  control  work  in  East  Wey¬ 
mouth,  it  is  recommended  that  Water  Street  be  reconstructed  from 
Pleasant  Street  to  Commercial.

Raw  water  then  flows  to  the  flash  mix  tank  where  it  is  detained  for  two  minutes 
in  order  that  it  may  be  complete  mixed  with  several  chemicals  set  out  below: 


a)  Liquid  alum 

b)  Hydrated  lime 
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c )  potassium  permanganate  to  remove  manganese 

d)  Chlorine  to  disenfect 

This  solution  now  passes  through  the  Primary  Flocculation  Tank 
(15  minute  detention)  and  Coagulation  Tanks  where  additional  mixing  takes 
place  at  a  slower  rate.  Following  these  tanks,  the  water  then  slowly 
flows  through  Sedimentation  or  Settling  Basins  (capacity  897,000  gallons) 
where  any  one  particle  of  water  is  detained  for  at  least  three  hours  and 
where  the  "Floe”  (  a  sticky  gel  just  heavier  than  water)  settles  down  through 
the  water  absorbing  colored  matter,  bacteria,  insoluble  material  and 
most  visible  impurities. 

Water  from  the  surface  of  the  Settling  Basins  is  then  brought  into  the 
Filter  Gallery  by  gravity  where  all  water  is  filtered  through  30  inches  of 
sand,  four  3-inch  graduations  of  gravel  (ranging  from  3/16”  to  1”  in  size) 
past  three  different  sizes  of  procelain  balls  (1  1/4”  to  3”)  from  which  it 
falls  through  voids  in  the  concrete  support  slab  to  the  storage  clear  well 
below,  (capacity  353,000  gallons). 

The  clear,  filtered  water  is  now  corrected  for  acidity  by  the  addition 
of  lime  to  raise  its  Ph  to  a  reading  of  about  7.  8.  Chlorine  is  added  again, 
just  enough  to  be  detectable  but  not  enough  to  be  distasteful,  in  the  extreme 
ends  of  the  distribution  system.  This  precaution  is  a  requirement  of  the 
State  Health  Department. 

Finished  water  is  pumped  from  the  '’Clear  Well”  into  the  distribution 
system  by  any  combination  of  three  High  Lift  Pumps  and  one  Low  Lift  Pump. 

a) '  High  Lift  Pump  #4  -  Fairbanks  Morse  -  1900  GPM  -  1750  RPM  - 

HP  Motor 

b)  High  Lift  Pump  #5  -  De Laval  -  1400  GPM  -  1760  RPM  -  75  HP  Motor 

c)  High  Lift  Pump  #6  -  De  Laval  -  1800  GPM  -  1755  RPM  -  100  HP  Motor 

d)  Low  Lift  Pump  #8  -  DeLaval  -  1750  GPM  -  1750  RPM  -  25  HP  Motor 

Water  quality  tests  are  made  at  least  once  each  hour  by  the  plant  operator 
on  duty.  Twelve  different  samples  are  delivered  twice  each  month  to  the  State 
Health  Department  for  analysis,  In  addition,  the  department  retains  an  indepen¬ 
dent  testing  laboratory  to  collect  and  analyze  a  minimum  of  45  samples  per 
month,  taken  from  various  sampling  points  throughout  the  Town.  These  tests 
are  taken  as  added  protection  for  the  Weymouth  water  user.

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In  1969  the  remote  meter  reader  program  progressed  in  excellent 
fashion,  with  the  installation  of  736  outside  units  as  opposed  to  only  243 
units  installed  in  1968  and  32  at  the  programs  inception  in  late  1967. 

Benefits  of  this  program  are  many;  increased  revenue  through  faster 
replacement  of  old,  slow  registering  or  stopped  meters,  elimination  of 
estimated  bills,  facilitated  meter  reading  and  with  no  need  to  gain  entry, 
the  home  owner  is  not  inconvenienced. 

Another  much  needed  program  was  initiated  late  in  1969  --a  regular 
schedule  of  exercising  the  2405  gate  valves  in  the  Town  to  insure  proper 
operation  when  needed.  A  total  of  433  gate  valves,  particularly  the  larger 
sizes  were  operated,  stems  oiled  and  their  boxes  cleaned  out  and  raised 
flush  with  the  street  surface.  This  program  has  already  proved  its  worth 
in  time  of  emergency,  with  gate  valves  having  received  attention  being 
”ai  the  ready’ '--easily  found  and  proper  function  insured. 

Along  with  gate  valves,  hydrants  are  attended  under  this  program. 

70  of  the  1,005  hydrants  in  Weymouth  have  been  inspected  and  tested.

Gentlemen: 

The  impact  of  tight  money,  which  cast  a  pall  over  the  building  industry, 
during  1969,  was  felt  in  Weymouth.  The  total  value  of  building  permits  for 
industrial,  business  and  apartment  construction  amounted  to  $3,353,046  -  a 
considerable  sum,  but  down  $3,428,000  from  the  previous  year.

The  changes  to  our  Weymouth  Zoning  By-Laws,  passed  at  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  last  Fall,  should  have  a  very  significant  and  beneficial  effect  on  indus¬ 
trial  development  in  Weymouth  during  the  next  few  years.  First  of  all,  Wey¬ 
mouth  met  the  competition,  posed  by  other  cities  and  towns,  by  allowing  build¬ 
ings  to  cover  up  to  80%  of  the  land  and  secondly,  rezoned  some  90  acres  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  South  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Station  from  residential  to  industrial 
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usage.  Your  Commission  supported  these  changes  as  well  as  a  change  in  the 
zoning  of  over  120  acres  of  heretofore  industrially  zoned  land  to  residential: 
from  Forest  Street  to  the  Braintree  line  and  Summer  Street  from  the  Express¬ 
way  to  West  Street  back  to  the  Braintree  line. 

The  consensus  of  the  banking  community  is  that  the  tight  money  situation 
will  ease  somewhat  in  1970.  Consequently,  your  Commission  will  pursue  a 
vigorous  advertising  campaign  to  let  realtors  and  developers  know  of  the  zoning 
changes  mentioned  above.  We  look  forward  to  a  banner  year  in  which  many  of 
the  projects  we  have  worked  on  will  become  realities,  broaden  our  tax  base, 
and  provide  jobs  for  our  people. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  other  town  officials 
who  have  contributed  to  making  the  past  year  a  successful  one  for  the  Indus¬ 
trial  Development  Commission.

GENERAL  OUTLINE  OF  ADMINISTRATION  POLICY 
Weymouth  Veteran’s  Housing  Project  200-1  and  200-1A 

This  Development  was  built  with  the  proceeds  of  bonds  of  the  Weymouth 
Housing  Authority  guaranteed  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  first  tenants  moved  in  November  1st,  1950  and  the  project  was  fully 
occupied  by  December  1st,  1950. 

On  January  6th,  1953  construction  was  started  on  sixty  (60)  additional  units 
which  were  completed  and  fully  occupied  on  March  20th,  1954,  giving  the 
Authority  a  total  of  208  units.  Our  entire  project  is  contained  on  approximately 
eighteen  (18)  acres  of  land  on  both  sides  of  Lake  Street,  East  Weymouth,  com¬ 
posing  of  forty -six  (46)  buildings.  This  Authority  maintains  an  office  and 
garage  as  well  as  maintenance  quarters  to  house  personnel  and  certain  types 
of  equipment. 
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DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 
under  the 

UNITED  STATES  HOUSING  ACT  OF  1949 


It  states  that: 

’’The  general  welfare  and  security  of  the  Nation  and  the  health 
and  living  standard  of  its  people  require  housing  production  and 
related  community  development  sufficient  to  remedy  the  serious 
housing  shortage,  the  elimination  of  sub-standard  and  inadaquate 
housing  through  the  clearance  of  slums  and  blighted  areas,  and 
the  realization,  as  soon  as  feasible,  of  the  goal  of  a  decent  home 
and  a  suitable  living  environment  for  every  American  family, 
thus  contributing  to  the  development  and  re -development  of  com¬ 
munities  and  the  advancement  of  the  growth,  wealth  and  security 
of  the  Nation”. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  set  it’s  first  objective  toward  alleviating 
the  housing  problem  of  the  Veteran  through  State  Chapter  200  (Veteran's 
Housing). 

Confronted  with  the  complex  problem  of  need  for  clean,  adaquate  accomo¬ 
dations  for  veterans  in  the  low  income  brackets,  your  veterans,  married  but 
a  few  years,  are  forced  to  live  apart  or  in  a  crowded  conditions,  not  meant 
for  living  quarters.  There  are  still  others  with  three  or  more  children  who 
are  unpopular  with  landlords  because  they  are  the  parents  of  pre-school  age 
children. 

We  are  still  receiving  applications  form  veterans  of  World  War  II,  the  Korean 
War  and  in  greater  number  from  the  boys  of  the  Vietnam  Conflict,  some  of  these 
boys  want  homes  for  their  families  while  they  are  still  in  Vietnam,  others 
have  returned  from  Vietnam  and  want  good,  clean  homes  for  the  family  while 
they  get  established  in  a  job. 

Before  a  family  is  provided  with  housing  under  Chapter  200  the  conditions 
of  eligibility  must  be  investigated  and  certain  requirements,  as  defined  by  law, 
must  be  met.  There  are  no  exceptions  to  the  above  rule  and  the  Housing  Author¬ 
ity  may  not  use  its  own  discretion.  We  are  accused,  at  times,  of  having  too 
much  ’’red-tape"  by  the  Authority  must  fulfill  its  obligations  which  are  imposed 
by  law  and  routine  is  inescapable.

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RENTS 

The  rents  paid  by  the  tenants  are  variable  or  proportional  rents,  so  called 
because  each  rent  is  established  as  a  fixed  proportion  of  the  income. 

The  Law  (Chapter  200,  Massachusetts  Acts  of  1948)  established  a  prefer¬ 
ence  in  favor  of  low -income  Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  provides  for  an 
Annual  subsidy  of  2  1/2%  of  the  project  cost  for  forty  years  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  so  that  low  rents  can  be  charged.  The  rents,  there¬ 
fore,  must  be  related  to  the  income  and  family  size  so  that  small  families 
with  larger  incomes  will  receive  less  subsidy  than  large  families  with  small 
incomes.  This  principle  of  charging  a  rent  which  is  in  accordance  with  the 
ability  of  the  tenant  to  pay  produces  the  following  results: 

1.  Makes  it  possible  for  the  subsidy  to  be  distributed  among  the 
tenants  on  a  fair  basis  of  individual  need. 

2.  Makes  it  possible  for  families  with  low  incomes  to  obtain  a 
larger  percentage  of  their  total  income  for  other  purposes 
than  would  be  possible  under  a  fixed  rent  schedule. 

3.  With  fixed  rents  all  tenants,  regardless  of  income,  and  family 
size,  would  receive  the  same  amount  of  subsidy. 

4.  The  rent  charged  bear  the  following  relationship  to  the  tenants’ 
net  family  income. 

18%  for  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents. 

14%  for  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents. 

No  rents  can  be  charged  below  the  following  amounts  which  are 

established  as  a  minimum  rent. 

For  families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents  :  $  45.  00 

For  families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents  :  $  41.00 

Tenants  are  ineligible  for  continued  occupancy  and  are  required  to 

move  from  this  project  if  ther  income  exceed  the  following  limits: 

Families  with  less  than  three  minor  dependents:  $  5 , 200. 00 

Families  with  three  or  more  minor  dependents:  $  5,  600. 00 

LAKE  VIEW  MANOR  DEVELOPMENT 

The  records  reveal  that  54  families  have  moved  from  this  project  during 
the  past  year;  in  most  cases,  into  homes  of  their  own.  The  demand  for  oc¬ 
cupancy  of  our  apartments  continue  at  the  same  level  as  of  previous  years; 
although,  as  before  mentioned,  we  are  now  providing  occupancy  for  town 
residents  who  entered  the  service  after  January  31st,  1955  -  Vietnam  con¬ 
flict. 

There  are  700  minors  in  this  development,  most  of  whom  attend  schools 
in  the  Town  of  Weymouth,  which  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  Commonwealth  and 
thus  the  children  are  able  to  obtain  the  best  education  available. 
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Having  enough  land  adjoining  our  property  we  have  an  agreement  with  the 
Town  of  Weymouth  which  enables  them  to  lease  this  land  for  parks  and  play 
areas  for  the  children  for  $1.00  per  year.  The  playgrounds  are  supervised 
and  during  the  summer  months  are  used  to  a  great  extent. 

Approximately  200  feet  from  our  project,  which  is  available  for  our 
children,  the  town  has  supplied  recreation  and  swimming  area  which  is  also 
supervised.  Swimming  instructions  are  given  free  of  charge. 

As  you  can  see  by  this  report  the  Authority  not  only  has  made  available 
good,  clean  and  safe  housing  by  also  takes  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare 
and  upbringing  of  our  future  citizens. 

This  project  which  is  known  as  ’’Lakeview  Manor”  is  situated  on  Whitman’s 
Pond  and  is  attractive  to  the  fisherman  and  the  boating  enthusiast. 

HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

After  seeking,  for  several  years,  land  that  would  be  suitable  for  an  Elderly 
Housing  Project,  the  Town  of  Weymouth  gave  us  a  piece  of  land  next  to  the 
Central  Junior  High  School  on  Broad  Street,  for  the  building  of  an  80  unit 
Housing  and  recreation  development.  Construction  was  started  August  1964 
and  in  August  1965  the  buildings  were  completed  and  fully  occupied. 

The  rules  and  regulations,  that  one  must  be  over  65  years  of  age,  income 
not  to  exceed  $2, 500  for  a  single  occupancy  and  $3, 000  for  a  double  occupancy, 
were  adhered  to  and  at  present  there  are  many  on  the  waiting  list. 

In  March  of  1966  we  went  before  the  Town  meeting  requesting  permission 
for  construction  of  75  more  units  for  the  Elderly.  We  were  granted  this 
request.  Survey  for  land  was  taken,  locations  selected  and  submitted  to  the 
Division  of  Housing  for  approval.  The  site  selected  was  zoned  for  residen¬ 
tial  so  an  appearance  before  the  Appeals  Board  was  arranged  for  a  variance. 

In  act  of  1966  we  were  granted  variance  to  build  multiple  dwelling  units  on 
this  parcel  of  land.  At  this  writing  our  second  Housing  for  the  Elderly  is 
within  weeks  of  occupancy. 

Occupancy  will  be  January  1969  for  our  667-2  project.  We  still  have  165 
applications  in  our  files  requesting  apartment  for  the  Elderly.  At  a  Special 
Town  Meeting  in  November  1968  we  submitted  an  article  in  the  warrant  re¬ 
questing  permission  to  construct  a  third  Elderly  Project  667-3  with  80  units. 
The  Town  voted  to  accept  article  so  we  are  now  in  the  preliminary  stages 
for  our  667-3  project.  Our  tentative  target  date  for  completion  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  is  1970. 

The  Weymouth  Housing  Authority  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  continue  our 
help  to  the  Elderly  Citizens  of  Weymouth  and  give  them  the  feeling  of  in¬ 
dependence  and  also  that  they  are  needed  in  the  Town  for  their  councelling 
and  wisdom.

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RENTAL  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAM

In  our  1970  report  we  stated  that  our  target  date  for  667-3  was  1970,  how¬ 
ever,  due  to  the  curtailment  of  money  we  were  unable  to  proceed  with  this 
program. 

The  ever  increasing  demand  for  housing  for  the  elderly  prompted  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Housing  Authority  Commissioners  to  take  action  to  alleviate  the  existing 
emergency  in  the  Town.  Special  meetings  were  called  and  the  result  was  our 
application  for  an  intermediate  program  of  Rental  Assistance.  On  August  15, 
1969,  we  received  our  acceptance  for  Rental  Assistance. 

As  a  result  a  great  deal  of  work  was  instituted  on  a  crash  program;  Appli¬ 
cations,  consultations,  signing  of  leases  with  tenants  and  landlords  and  we 
were  able  to  submit  a  list  of  thirteen  (13)  applications  for  approval  and  on 
December  23,  1969  we  received  a  check  for  $3, 129.  00.  This  program  will 
start  as  of  January  1,  1970. 

This  program  clearly  indicates  to  us  that  if  enough  effort  is  put  into  a 
program,  the  end  result  will  mean  that  we  have  helped  out  people  and  al¬ 
leviated  an  existing  emergency  in  our  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  REDEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY

Gentlemen: 

The  activities  of  an  agency  concerned  with  urban  redevelopment  are  required 
to  be  consistent  with  the  land  use  policy  of  the  municipality,  a  policy  which  is 
generally  expressed  by  the  Zoning  By-laws.  In  1969,  the  town  adopted  a  new 
By-law,  containing  provisions  which  reflect  changes  in  land  uses  which  have 
occurred  since  the  original  By-law  was  adopted  in  1940.  This  major  step 
taken  by  the  town  has  made  more  sweeping  changes  than  any  single  redevelop¬ 
ment  project  could  ever  produce.  Many  changes  were  inevitable  and  necessary, 
others  may  prove  to  be  of  doubtful  value.  Moreover,  the  new  zoning  districts 
in  the  town  have  not  been  the  result  of  planning  by  municipal  agencies,  but 
rather  the  result  of  reaction  to  pressures  from  private  interests. 

Weymouth  will  no  longer  be  a  town  characterized  by  the  single  family  resi¬ 
dence.  It  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  the  normal  and  traditional  transition 
from  single  family  to  double  and  triple  residences,  which  growth  of  a  town 
usually  produces.  It  is  also  clear  that  so-called  industrial  development  is 
not  likely  to  take  place  under  the  new  zoning,  while  the  next  decade  will  pro¬ 
duce  a  tremendous  growth  in  population  with  the  construction  of  high  density 
residential  developments. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Helath  reported  to  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  the  existence  of  substandard  living  conditions  in  certain  areas  of  low  and 
medium  cost  housing.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  new  Zoning  By-law  alone  will  be 
enough  to  encourage  the  private  elimination  of  these  conditions,  at  least  in  a 
way  which  will  also  provide  suitable  housing  for  the  persons  involved,  at  a 
cost  which  they  can  afford. 

During  this  past  year  both  Federal  and  State  agencies  have  stressed  the 
great  need  for  low  cost  housing  within  and  close  to  core  cities.  It  appears 
doubtful  if  any  industrial  projects  such  as  the  development  of  Libbey  Park 
will  ever  again  receive  state  approval.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  it  is  now 
apparent  that  funds,  even  for  housing  projects  are  not  likely  to  be  available  in 
Massachusetts  during  this  coming  year.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1969. 

The  Department  responded  to  a  total  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  eighty 
six  calls  listed  as  follows:

The  number  of  False  Alarms  this  past  year  ”164”  has  shown  a  marked 
increase  over  the  number  recorded  the  previous  year.  These  malicious 
acts  are  not  only  an  expense  to  the  Town,  but  also  endangers  Firefighters, 
pedestrians,  and  motorists  while  fire  apparatus  is  responding  to  them. 

Most  important  a  false  alarm  could  cause  a  fire  death  or  large  fire  loss 
if  a  serious  fire  did  occur  and  apparatus  would  not  be  available  for  quick  re¬ 
sponse  due  to  this  act.  This  past  year  we  received  excellent  cooperation  from 
the  school  authorities  and  police  department  which  helped  apprehend  some  of 
the  offenders  of  this  crime.  With  the  help  of  these  departments,  cooperation 
from  any  citizen  who  observes  a  false  alarm  being  pulled  and  a  better  educa¬ 
ted  public  I  should  like  to  reduce  false  alarms  to  a  negligible  amount. 

The  present  complement  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of  120  men  listed 
as  follows: 

Chief,  four  Deputy  Chiefs,  five  Captains,  fourteen  Lieutenants,  ninety -three 
Firefighters,  one  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm,  one  Signal  Maintainer  and  one 
Master  Mechanic. 

Firefighter  Richard  Johnson  and  Willard  Frank  resigned  from  the  Depart¬ 
ment  this  past  year.  Both  men  were  competent,  loyal  and  dedicated  to  the  De¬ 
partment  during  their  stay  of  employment  and  I  take  this  time  on  behalf  of  my¬ 
self  and  all  the  members  of  the  Department  to  wish  them  success  and  best  of 
health  in  their  new  endeavors. 

The  personnel  of  the  Department  made  fifteen  hundred  thirty  six  inspections 
during  the  year  covering  Nursing  Homes,  Hospital,  Schools,  Mercantile  Buildings, 
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Manufacturing  Buildings,  Oil  Burner  Installations,  Flammable  Fluids  Storage, 
Blasting,  Fireworks  and  others.  Two  hundred  forty  two  more  inspections  were 
made  this  year  in  these  buildings  than  the  previous  year.  This  is  and  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  growth  of  the  town  requiring  more  buildings  to  be  inspected.  At  pre¬ 
sent  in  Weymouth  there  are  50  Apartment  Houses,  32  School  Buildings,  19 
Churches,  8  Nursing  Homes,  60  Public  Housing  Units  and  563  Businesses  all  of 
which  we  are  required  by  law  to  inspect,  some  as  many  as  four  times  per  year. 

Part  of  our  Training  Program  is  geared  to  inspections  of  buildings  so  that 
all  men  know  the  essential  factors  of  Fire  Inspection.  Fire  Prevention  is  di¬ 
rectly  related  to  Fire  Inspection  and  that  is  the  primary  purpose  of  the  De¬ 
partment  to  prevent  fires  from  starting  by  detecting  hazards  and  having  them 
corrected  so  that  fire  will  not  occur.  The  low  number  of  serious  fires  in  the 
above  mentioned  buildings  this  year  is  an  indication  of  the  effectiveness  of  the 
Department's  Fire  Prevention  Program. 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  is  strictly  a  residential  town  having  a  population  of 
54,  972  people.  The  vast  majority  of  these  individuals  live  in  12,445  homes. 
Statistics  from  the  National  Fire  Protection  Association  reveal  that  84  percent 
of  all  fires  in  buildings  occur  in  residential  buildings.  To  help  combat  this 
staggering  loss  I  have  started  a  Home  Inspection  Program  as  a  public  service 
to  the  home  owners  of  the  town.  The  Program  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the 
home  owner  and  very  simple.  Permission  is  requested  from  the  home  owner 
to  inspect  the  premises  and  if  granted  two  firemen  accompanied  by  the  occu¬ 
pant  of  the  building  inspect  the  first  floor,  basement  and  outside  buildings.  If 
any  hazards  or  dangerous  conditions  are  found  they  are  pointed  out  to  the  occu¬ 
pant.  The  Fire  Department  does  not  keep  any  records  or  disclose  any  infor¬ 
mation  regarding  the  inspection  to  anyone  else.  This  program  is  conducted 
solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  occupants  of  the  dwelling  as  a  personal  public  ser¬ 
vice.  This  year  the  Department  was  invited  in  to  inspect  3,  341  homes  in 
South  and  North  Weymouth.  Next  year  I  intend  to  expand  this  service  to  other 
areas  of  town. 

The  Junior  Fire  Marshall  Program  has  commenced  its  seventeenth  year. 

It  includes  pupils  from  the  sixth  grade  in  all  elemtary  schools  in  the  town. 

There  are  over  1300  pupils  involved  and  they  are  visited  and  instructed  in 
classes  four  times  a  year  by  Firefighters  who  are  trained  to  instruct  these 
children  to  recognize  and  correct  hazards  they  might  have  in  their  homes. 

They  are  also  told  how  to  report  a  fire,  plan  an  escape  route  from  their 
house  in  case  of  fire  and  what  is  required  of  them  in  an  event  they  are  per¬ 
forming  the  role  of  baby-sitter  if  an  emergency  occurs.  Aside  from  this  they 
are  given  inspection  blanks  to  help  guide  them  to  make  a  fire  inspection  in 
their  own  home  as  well  as  their  neighbors.  They  are  encouraged  to  draw  pos¬ 
ters  relative  to  Fire  Prevention  and  write  compositions  on  this  subject.  Grad¬ 
uation  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  awards  are  granted  to  the  individuals 
displaying  the  best  performances.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  worthwhile  program 
not  only  in  Weymouth  but  throughout  the  entire  country  as  it  is  a  proven  fact  that 
parents  and  grown-ups  heed  what  children  say  despite  the  so  called  generation 
gap. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  Invalidism  Program  that  has  been  instituted 
in  conjunction  with  the  Weymouth  Lodge  of  Elks.  Under  this  program  an  i- 
dentifying  sticker,  the  symbol  of  the  "Maltese  Cross"  is  attached  to  the  front 
door  of  a  home  where  an  invalid,  deaf,  dumb  or  blind  person  resides.  Many 
people  have  taken  advantage  of  this  program  this  past  year.  We  believe  there

Are  others  who  would  qualify  for  this  service  and  we  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  serve  them.  The  cost  is  nothing  just  call  your  Fire  Department  and  we 
will  do  the  rest. 

We  have  entered  the  space  age  and  made  much  progress  by  putting  a  man 
on  the  moon.  In  order  to  accomplish  this  great  feat  education,  study,  deter¬ 
mination  and  work  had  to  be  exploited  to  the  fullest.  The  Fire  Service  today 
has  a  similar  problem.  We  are  required  to  have  a  knowledge  of  chemicals, 
plastics,  synthetics,  radio  active  material,  new  construction  materials  and 
other  sophisticated  hazardous  material  that  is  synonymous  with  our  present 
way  of  life.  The  Fire  Department  is  also  required  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  to  know,  enforce  laws  and  keep  records  relative  to  Fuel  Oil, 

Oil  Burner  Installations,  Fireworks,  Garages,  Explosives,  Plastics,  Lique¬ 
fied  Petroleum  Gas,  Flammable  Fluids,  Compounds,  Solids  and  Gases  and 
Tanks  and  other  Containers  for  liquids  and  gases. 

In  order  to  cope  with  this  detailed,  complicated  problem  in  a  competent 
efficient  manner  a  good  education  is  an  essential  requirement.  Massasoit 
Community  College  which  offers  fire  science  courses  in  Fire  Prevention, 

Fire  Protection  anf  Fire  Laws  are  providing  us  with  many  of  the  solutions 
to  the  above  problems.  Last  year  at  this  time  seven  men  from  this  Depart¬ 
ment  were  attending  classes  there.  This  year  the  figure  has  been  increased 
to  twenty -three  men.  Two  Officers  of  this  Department  have  been  awarded 
$250.  00  scholarships  for  their  achievements  at  the  College.  They  are  Cap¬ 
tain  Gerald  Hackett  and  Lieutenant  James  Halpin.  These  two  men  are  the  only 
men  in  the  entire  New  England  area  to  receive  such  an  honor  and  are  a  credit 
to  themselves  and  the  Department.  However,  I  wish  to  congratulate  all  the 
men  going  to  this  institution.  They  are  dedicated  individuals  as  they  have 
used  their  own  time  and  effort  to  gain  knowledge  that  will  not  only  benefit 
themselves  but  the  Department  as  well.  These  men  share  the  fruits  of  their 
education  with  other  members  of  the  Department  thus  making  the  entire  oper¬ 
ation  function  in  an  efficient,  business  like  manner. 

Two  new  men  attended  a  six  week  course  at  the  Central  Massachusetts  Fire 
Training  Academy  in  Stowe,  Massachusetts.  This  academy  is  geared  to  train¬ 
ing  new  recruits  of  Fire  Departments  in  all  essential  phases  of  Firemanship 
that  a  new  trainee  would  be  required  to  know  in  order  to  perform  his  job  as  a 
Firefighter  in  an  effective  manner.  The  Departmerifnow  has  a  total  of  three 
men  who  have  graduated  from  this  academy. 

Training  in  the  Department  goes  on  fifty -two  weeks  a  year.  The  program 
is  formulated  by  the  Drill  Master  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief.  All  drills 
are  uniform  in  nature,  checked  by  the  Drill  Master  and  a  report  of  their  re¬ 
sults  is  forwarded  to  the  Chief  in  writing.  Aside  from  this  schedule  a  six  week 
period  during  the  spring  is  set  aside  for  ’’Out  Door  Training”.  Apparatus,  por¬ 
table  ladders,  hose  with  water  under  pressure,  foam,  forcible  entry  equipment, 
street  locations,  fire  problems  in  ’’Target  Areas”  throughout  the  town,  inspec¬ 
tion  techniques,  and  all  other  equipment  in  the  Department  is  discussed  under 
instruction  to  familiarize  all  members  with  the  above  mentioned  subjects. 

On  March  18,  1969  a  new  1000  gallons  per  minute  Mack  Diesel  Pumper  was 
delivered  to  the  Department.  After  a  training  and  breaking  in  period  by  the 
members  of  Station  #1  this  pumper  was  put  in  commission  April  26,  1969  at 
Station  #1,  North  Weymouth.  This  pumper  took  the  place  of  a  1952  Maxim 
Pumper  that  was  running  from  this  station.  We  have  a  similar  Mack  Diesel

I  respectfully  submit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Division  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1969. 

The  alarms  transmitted  over  the  system  are  listed  as  follows:

Ten  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  have  been  added  to  the  system  at  new  locations  with¬ 
in  the  Town. 

Approximately  9,000  feet  of  20/C  "Fig.  8”  Signal  Cable  has  been  installed 
between  Fire  Alarm  Headquarters  and  the  Weymouth  Landing  Station.  This 
cable  will  replace  the  open  line  wire  serving  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Signal 
circuits  in  that  area,  and  will  allow  for  additional  circuits  in  the  near  future. 

A  new  telephone  system  has  been  installed  between  Fire  Alarm  Headquar¬ 
ters  and  the  Police  Station,  this  provides  a  direct  emergency  line  between  the 
two  departments. 

This  past  year  a  new  Fire  Alarm  Register  was  installed  at  Police  Head¬ 
quarters.  This  instrument  automatically  and  permanently  records  all  alarms 
transmitted  over  the  Fire  Alarm  System. 

A  Mutual  Aid  circuit  to  the  Town  of  Braintree  has  been  installed  allowing 
automatic  response  of  apparatus  between  Towns. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Sub-Station  at  Station  #1  has  been  completed  and  is  ready 
to  be  put  into  operation.  This  new  equipment  will  provide  five  new  circuits 
in  the  North  Weymouth  area. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  departments  of  the  Town  for 
their  many  services  rendered  to  this  Division  this  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  my  sixteenth  annual  report  of  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1969. 

Without  question  some  of  the  most  vital  and  perplexing  challenges  facing 
police  departments  today  are  those  of  keeping  pace  with  a  rapidly  changing 
world  and  the  effects  these  changes  are  making  in  the  character  of  law  en¬ 
forcement.  New  methods  and  techniques  must  be  employed  to  meet  the  ever 
increasing  demands  for  prevention  of  crime  and  protection  of  life  and  proper¬ 
ty.  All  of  this  must  be  done  within  a  framework  of  constantly  changing  legal 
complexities  and  restrictions  and  at  a  time  when  citizen  requests  for  the  ma 
service  functions  of  police  are  at  an  all  time  high. 

During  the  year  1969  many  hours  were  spent  in  consulation,  investigation, 
research  and  study  in  the  many  areas  of  police  operation.  As  a  result  new 
equipment  was  obtained  and  new  procedures  adopted  all  of  which  were  formu¬ 
lated  and  designed  to  make  the  Weymouth  Police  Department  more  effective, 
more  responsive  in  dealing  with  current  problems  and  better  prepared  to  cope 
with  those  arising  in  the  future. 

Of  particular  note  is  the  $15, 000. 00  federal  grant  to  the  South  Metropol 
District,  which  is  joining  of  Weymouth  Police  with  Braintree,  Milton  and 
Quincy  police  for  purposes  of  mutual  aid.  This  federal  grant,  under  the  Safe 
Streets  Act,  will  encompass  the  funds  necessary  for  the  initial  steps  in  the 
development  of  a  regional  police  computer  system.  This  project,  known  as 
the  "Suburban  Police  Automatic  Information  System"  (SPAIS),  is  a  pilot  pro¬ 
ject  for  police  departments  all  over  the  country.  Officers  from  the  four  de¬ 
partments  have  been  working  for  over  a  year  and  a  half  in  developing  the  ground 
work  necessary  to  advance  this  endeavor. 

Two  applications  for  Federal  Grants  totalling  $9,952.  70,  from  the  National 
Highway  Safety  Program  have  been  submitted  by  the  Weymouth  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  Approval  of  these  grants  would  provide  additional  radar  equipment, 
hand  radio  units  and  a  completely  outfitted  van  type  rescue  and  accident  inves¬ 
tigation  vehicle. 

The  Weymouth  Police  Department  has  received  a  new  terminal  for  joining 
the  Public  Safety  Teleprocessing  System  which  will  replace  the  present  tele¬ 
type  system  about  March  15,  1970.  The  new  system  will  link  all  police  and 
related  agencies  together  in  a  vast  high  speed  network  of  police  information 
and  communications.  This  system  through  its  computer,  will  provide  police 
with  instantaneous  response  to  police  inquires  and  unpar ailed  speed  of  com¬ 
munication  and  will  allow  inquiring  directly  into  the  files  of  the  National  Crime 
Information  Center  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

As  the  increasing  complexities  of  police  work  demand  more  sophisticated 
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technology  and  a  broader  knowledge  of  the  social  sciences,  department  person¬ 
nel  are  encouraged  to  pursue  advanced  education.  It  is  well  known  that  educated 
personnel  generally  perform  more  effectively  than  those  who  find  it  barely  with¬ 
in  their  ability  to  keep  pace  with  present  demands.  To  this  end  members  of  the 
department  attended  specialized  courses  at  Babson  Institute,  Northeastern 
University,  Massasoit  Community  College,  Quincy  Junior  College,  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Police  Training  Schools  held  at  Brockton  and  Quincy  Police  Academies, 
the  F.  B.  I.  Firearms  Instructors  School  and  many  other  training  conferences 
and  seminars.  In  addition,  the  regular  "In  Service  Training"  programs  were 
conducted  for  all  members  of  the  department  and  will  be  continued  in  1970. 

The  latest  F.  B.  I.  Uniform  Crime  Report,  released  December  12,  1969, 
recorded  and  eleven  percent  increase  in  the  crime  index  nationally  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  1969  over  the  same  period  in  1968.  The  northeastern 
states  experienced  a  thirteen  percent  overall  rise  with  larceny,  rape,  and  rob¬ 
bery  showing  the  greatest  increases,  Daytime  burglary  of  homes,  increased 
eleven  percent  nationally.  Weymouth  experienced  an  eleven  percent  increase 
in  the  Crime  Index  offenses.  Reported  to  Weymouth  Police  were  318  offenses 
in  1969  as  compared  to  284  offenses  in  1968  and  456  offenses  reported  in  1967. 
The  most  frequently  committed  crimes  were  burglary,  larceny  and  auto  theft. 

In  the  Patrol  Division  a  reassignment  of  areas  patrolled  was  effected  during 
1969  for  a  greater  town  wide  coverage  and  backup  assistance  by  one  patrol  to 
another  when  needed.  During  the  year  1969  officers  of  the  Patrol  Division  made 
5,884  investigations.  They  inspected  5,580  buildings  (closed  homes,  etc)  in 
addition  to  regular  Patrol  inspections  on  which  338  buildings  were  found  open 
and  secured.  55  defects  in  streets  were  reported,  18  fires  were  discovered 
and  88  missing  persons  located.  This  Division  also  responded  to  1, 128  am¬ 
bulance  calls  and  286  service  calls  (lockouts,  general  help,  etc.)  and  served 
2,032  warrants  and  summonses  for  out  of  town  departments. 

Selective  traffic  enforcement,  most  of  which  was  done  by  radar  patrols  and 
motorcycle  surveillance,  was  a  primary  function  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  A  con¬ 
tinuous  check  was  made  on  all  school  crossings  and  school  bus  routes  by  the 
Safety  Officer  assigned  to  this  Bureau  and  this  officer  also  supervised  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  school  safety  patrols.  The  twenty -one  women  School  Traffic 
Supervisors,  also  directed  by  this  Bureau,  did  a  commendable  job  in  carrying 
out  their  assignments.  This  Bureau  worked  constantly  throughout  the  year 
with  other  town  departments  on  traffic  functions  and  prepared  many  reports, 
plans,  and  necessary  statistical  material  for  both  State  and  town  use.  220 
traffic  arrests,  3,574  traffic  citations  for  moving  violations  and  2,217  parking 
tickets  were  processed  by  this  Bureau  in  1969.  Periodic  inspection  of  taxi 
stands  and  taxi  cabs  were  made  and  the  issuance  of  proper  cab,  stand  and  op¬ 
erator  licenses  were  also  handled  by  this  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  of  Criminal  Investigation  provides  the  officers  for  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  crimes  that  have  been  or  are  in  the  process  of  being  committed. 

,  These  officers  are  also  given  many  diversified  assignments  both  of  an  enforce¬ 
ment  and  service  nature.  3,418  investigations  were  made  by  officers  of  this 
Bureau  during  the  past  year  and  $156, 566. 12  in  stolen  property  was  received. 
Court  prosecutions  handled  by  this  Bureau  were  as  follows:  170  Juveniles  on 

I; 227  complaints  and  1, 651  adults  on  2,360  complaints  were  arraigned  in  the 
District  Court.  22  juvenile  complaints  and  206  adult  complaints  are  still  pen¬ 
ding  in  the  District  Court.  Total  fines  imposed  in  the  District  Court  amounted 
to  $38,  970.  00.  118  cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  Superior  Court  with  30  felony 
and  58  misdemeanor  cases  still  pending  in  this  court.  Many  and  varied  ser¬ 
vices  were  also  rendered  by  this  Bureau  to  other  Town  departments  during  1969. 
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In  all  Weymouth  Police  Department  investigated  9,302  complaints  of  every 
nature  during  1969  compared  with  8,  823  in  1968  and  8, 122  in  1967. 

The  use  and  abuse  of  harmful  drugs,  particularly  marijuana,  by  the  teen¬ 
agers  and  youths  in  their  twenties  continued  to  be  of  special  concern  to  the  Po¬ 
lice  Department  in  1969.  Three  officers  attended  the  State  Police  Narcotics 
Training  School  and  returned  to  the  department  to  intensify  department  efforts 
in  this  area,  of  enforcement.  More  than  fifty  informational  programs  have  been 
conducted  for  community  groups  by  officers  of  the  Detective  Bureau. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  Weymouth  Police 
Department  for  their  loyalty,  dedication  to  duty  and  efficiency  in  carrying  out 
their  assignments. 

My  appreciation  is  also  extended  to  Attorney  Francis  L.  Kelly  who,  as 
Town  Counsel,  rendered  many  legal  services  and  assistance  to  the  Police  De¬ 
partment  and  to  Director  of  Public  Works,  Arthur  J.  Bilodeau  for  his  assis¬ 
tance  in  traffic  signs  and  markings  and  to  all  Town  Officials  for  many  courtesies. 

I  particularly  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  each 
and  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  their  confidence,  whole-hearted 
cooperation  and  constant  support  extended  to  me  and  to  the  members  of  the  Police 
Department  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  COMMISSION 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  Committee  of  Civil  Defense  is  pleased  to  submit  its  annual  report 
covering  activities  for  the  year  1969. 

This  was  somewhat  an  active  year  for  those  directly  involved  in  Civil 
Defense.  At  the  request  of  the  Civil  Defense  Agency,  there  was  however 
no  public  participation. 

Weekly  drills  were  conducted  by  the  Communications  Division  as  well  as 
monthly  drills  as  requested  by  the  State.  In  addition,  several  tests  were  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Committee  to  test  lines  of  communica¬ 
tions  in  the  event  of  an  Alert.  These  tests  included  State,  Local  Police  and 
members  of  the  Local  Civil  Defense. 

All  equipment  has  been  maintained  and  is  in  good  repair.  Following  the 
tragedy  at  Whitman’s  Pond  in  1968,  two  outboard  motors  were  purchased  for 
the  Rescue  division.  These  were  assigned  to  the  Fire  Department,  also 
this  division  was  provided  with  an  additional  Walkie-Talkie. 

Many  of  our  twenty -one  (21)  public  shelters  have  been  inspected.  Both 
areas  and  supplies  were  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings,  there  have  been  monthly  meetings  at  area 
2D  headquarters  located  in  Stoughton,  Mass.  During  the  year  considerable 
amounts  of  material  have  been  purchased  through  U.  S.  Government  surplus, 
which  has  been  assigned  to  various  Town  Departments. 

During  the  year  a  check  on  Weymouth  homes  which  was  conducted  by  the 
Corps  of  Army  Engineers  was  concluded.  Approximately  60%  of  all  home 
owners  returned  the  questionnaires.  The  result  of  the  survey  indicates  that 
766  homes  have  a  protection  factor  of  10  to  19  (poor),  11,  350  show  a  PF  of 
20  to  39  (good)  and  218  homes  show  a  PF  of  40  to  100  (excellent).  Including 
the  21  Public  Shelters  which  have  a  capacity  of  7500,  the  approximate  num¬ 
ber  of  persons  having  reasonable  protection  against  radio-active  fallout  is 
in  the  vicinity  of  44,000. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  School,  Fire,  Police  and  Public  Works  departments 
for  their  cooperation.  We  also  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  contributed 
their  time  and  effort  to  make  Civil  Defense  a  useful  adjunct  to  the  Town  of 
Weymouth.

Gentlemen: 

The  Youth  Needs  Study  Committee  established  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
in  October  of  1969  has  established  as  its  immediate  goal  an  open  forum  of 
dialogue  between  youth  and  adults.  It  is  hoped  that  this  dialogue  will  result 
in  an  assessment  of  the  kinds  and  number  of  programs  which  the  community 
should  make  available  to  its  teenage  population. 

The  Committee  realizes  that  any  meaningful  and  enduring  program  must 
be  considered  from  two  perspectives.  First,  the  emphasis  should  not  be 
solely  on  what  the  community  can  dp  for  its  youth,  but  what  the  young  people 
can  do  for  the  community  and  themselves.  Secondly,  priorities  must  be 
carefully  considered  so  that  the  more  essential  needs  of  the  teens  will  not  be 
by -passed  in  an  attempt  to  satisfy  and  immediate  impulse. 

We  suggest  that  a  permanent  Youth  Needs  Committee  be  established  con¬ 
sisting  of  both  adults  and  teenagers.  We  further  suggest  that  areas  of  con¬ 
cern  include  the  following:  Police  Relations,  Student -School  Relations,  Drop- 
In  Centers,  creative  workshops,  and  investigating  the  availability  of  federal 
and  state  funds.

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In  comparing  our  list  of  new  buildings  for  this  year  with  past  reports,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  the  change  in  type  of  structures  in  that  there  have  been  but 
42  permits  for  new  single  family  dwellings  issued  which  is  caused  by  the 
scarcity  of  sites  and  the  cost  of  land  for  this  type  of  construction. 

Warehouse  and  industrial  building  has  increased  this  year. 

Permits  for  new  apartment  dwellings  have  been  fewer  during  the  past  year 
as  a  result  of  contemplated  changes  in  our  zoning  and  building  by-laws.  Per¬ 
mits  for  new  elevators  have  increased  as  many  apartments  complexes  are  of 
the  multi-floor  type  which  require  these  services. 

An  important  accomplishment  in  the  past  year  has  been  the  enactment  of  a 
complete  new  zoning  by-law  and  revisions  to  our  building  code,  both  of  which 
have  been  sorely  needed  by  our  Department  over  the  past  ten  years.  Our  new 
zoning  laws  will  allow  good  building  projects  to  go  forward  without  the  delay 
that  has  been  experienced  over  the  past  several  years.  The  more  restrictive 
land  use  for  apartment  buildings  establishes  control  as  to  apartment  dwellings 
and  our  designation  of  fire  zones  has  enabled  the  enforcement  of  stricter  fire 
preventive  regulations. 

Chronological  changes  are  continuing  in  building  materials  which  require 
constant  surveillance  as  to  their  strength  and  flammability.  This  year  the 
much  heralded  Weymouthport  project  will  probably  go  forward  which  will 
help  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of  housing. 

This  year  is  the  first  full  year  during  which  the  Department  has  had  the 
services  of  the  present  Assistant  Building  Inspector.  This  valuable  assistance 
has  helped  the  Department  render  the  services  of  providing  enduring  safety  in 
buildings. 

The  valuation  of  new  construction  over  the  past  ten  years  exceeded  seventy 
millions  of  dollars  and  it  appears  that  this  may  be  but  a  fraction  of  the  building 
volume  during  the  next  decade. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  courtesy  should  I  not  show  my  appreciation  to  those  on 
the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Building  Committees  who  worked  so  diligently  to  up¬ 
date  the  various  regulations.  Members  of  both  committees  were  well  chosen 
and  every  meeting  produced  a  wealth  of  data  to  guide  the  deliberations. 

In  this  era  of  high  priorities,  public  relations  are  at  the  top  of  our  list, 
and  this  is  accomplished  by  the  cooperation  we  receive  from  all  the  Town  De¬ 
partments,  Boards  and  Committees  for  which  we  are  very  appreciative.

The  Personnel  Board,  Personnel  Officer  and  Town  Collective  Bargaining 
Negotiator  in  active  cooperation  with  all  town  departments  and  employees  were 
able  to  close  the  year  1969  with  labor  relations  in  good  order. 

The  year  was  not  without  problems,  but  strict  and  fair  adherance  to  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Town’s  Personnel  By-Laws  was  the  aim  of  the  Personnel  Board. 

Board  meetings  are  regularly  scheduled  the  second  Monday  evening  of  each 
month,  but  this  was  our  most  active  year  and  37  full  board  meetings  were  held 
with  97%  of  full  attendance. 

The  Personnel  Officer  held  regular  office  hours  each  Monday  evening  be¬ 
tween  7:00  and  9:00  o’clock. 

Sixty -six  cases  that  consisted  of  changes  in  classification,  approval  of  new 
employees,  handling  of  requests  and  settling  of  grievances  were  processed  by 
the  Personnel  Office  and  the  Board. 

Collective  bargaining  for  the  town  with  employee  unions  representing  the 
Police,  Fire  and  Public  Works  employees  was  ably  handled  by  Mr.  Joseph  F. 
Harraghy  under  Personnel  Board  direction  in  cooperation  with  the  head  of  the 
respective  departments  through  authorization  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Town’s  responsibility  to  all  employees  within  and  without  union  repre¬ 
sentation  was  respected  by  the  Board  in  its  decisions. 

The  Personnel  By-Law,  which  was  completely  revised  under  the  direction 
of  the  Personnel  Board  in  1967  with  the  assistance  of  Charles  M.  Evans  and 
Associates  and  continued  by  vote  of  the  1968  Town  Meeting  with  limited  re¬ 
visions,  was  again  continued  by  vote  of  the  1969  Town  Meeting  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  revisions: 

Nine  percent  general  increase. 

Six  rate  classification  changes. 

Revised  holiday  pay  clause  for  Public  Safety  Group. 

Addition  to  bereavement  leave. 

One  day  emergency  leave. 

Increased  overtime  rates  for  Police. 

Firefighters  received  overtime  at  time  and  one -half  by  state  legislation, 
plus  a  change  from  48  to  42  hours  per  week  by  referendum. 

The  Personnel  Board  members  thank  Mr.  R.  Chester  Lopaus  for  his  excel¬ 
lent  work  as  Board  member.  His  resignation  was  received  with  sincere  regret. 

We  welcomed  the  appointment  of  his  successor  Mr.  James  C.  Hoyt,  who  is 
well  qualified  for  the  position  and  is  demonstrating  his  sincere  interest  in  town 
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affairs.

Gentlemen: 

I  wish  to  submit  to  your  Board  our  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1969. 

Our  Department  has  been  very  active  during  the  year,  and  in  addition  to  the 
handling  of  Veterans’  Benefits  for  the  Town  we  have  processed  many  Federal 
applications  for  widows  of  veterans  for  pensions,  etc.  We  keep  many  of  the 
Federal  forms  on  hand  plus  information  on  same.  This  saves  the  veteran  a 
time  consuming  trip  to  the  Federal  Building  in  Boston  very  often. 

Our  expenditures  for  Veterans’  Benefits  were  approximately  the  same  as 
last  year.  However,  due  to  the  strike  of  the  Boston  Gas  Company  we  were 
obliged  to  request  a  small  additional  amount  to  take  us  through  the  year. 

Our  permanent  case  load  remains  fairly  constant,  and  if  we  have  temporary 
cases  due  to  illness  or  hospitalization  they  do  not  remain  on  for  too  long  a  per¬ 
iod  of  time  due  to  veteran’s  eligibility  for  sick  benefits,  unemployment  com¬ 
pensation,  workmen’s  compensation,  or  disability  under  Social  Security.  We 
find  that  the  existence  of  these  various  programs  is  most  helpful  in  reducing 
the  expenditures  under  our  program.  Also  there  are  programs  available 
which  retrain  a  veteran  if  he  is  without  a  gainful  occupation,  and  while  he  is 
being  retrained  he  is  paid  a  weekly  wage  which  may  be  supplemented  under 
our  program  in  order  to  maintain  his  family  properly. 

The  Medicare  program  is  beneficial  to  those  on  our  rolls  65  years  3f  age 
or  over.  We  pay  the  monthly  cost  which,  at  this  time,  is  $4. 00,  and  this 
covers  80%  of  their  medical  expense  -  with  the  exception  of  prescriptions  - 
after  the  first  fifty  dollars  is  reached.  This  cuts  down  our  medical  expense 
considerably. 

We  are  still  faced  with  increased  costs  of  nursing  homes  and  hospitals. 

These  rates  seem  to  be  on  the  increase  each  year.  These  rates  are  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Rate  Setting  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  and  we  are 
notified  accordingly  when  new  rates  are  established. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  Board  and  the  other 
Town  departments  for  the  continued  cooperation  and  courtesy  extended  to  us 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

In  March  Ruth  K.  Cain,  who  was  the  first  chairman  of  the  Weymouth  Coun¬ 
cil  on  Aging,  informed  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Council,  that  she  had  served 
nine  years  and  would  not  accept  reappointment.  Her  decision  was  accepted  with 
regret.  The  Council  expressed  their  sincere  appreciation  of  her  inspiring  ser¬ 
vice  and  unanimously  voted  Ruth  K.  Cain  Honorary  and  Consulting  Member  of 
the  Council. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Weymouth  Board  of  Health,  Local  Doctors  agreed 
to  give  Flu  shots  by  appointment,  to  Weymouth  residents  over  sixty -five,  for 
a  fee  of  two  dollars. 

A  day-time  educational  program  "History  of  Weymouth",  which  is  co-spon- 
cered  with  Tufts  Library,  continued  for  the  fourth  year  their  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing  study  group. 

On  Sunday,  Febrary  2,  1969  a  Music  appreciation  hour  "The  Many  Faces  of 
Music"  was  held  at  Tufts  Library.  A  Tea  and  Social  Hour  followed.  The  wea¬ 
ther  man  smiled  and  it  was  well  attended. 

In  line  with  the  National  Council  on  Agings  request  to  stimulate  the  use  of 
leisure  time  an  Adult  Education  Poll  was  made.  Most  of  the  Questionnaires 
returned  indicated  a  desire  for  a  sewing  class,  as  a  result  the  Weymouth 
School  Committee  permitted  the  use  of  two  schools  for  3  to  5:30  and  supplied 
an  instructor  in  sewing.  One  class  was  held  in  the  spring  and  two  this  fall. 
Thirty-six  ladies  completed  the  classes  and  ninety -four  garments  were  made. 

Letters  were  sent  to  Senator  Weeks  and  Representatives  Connell  and  Ambler, 
quoting  a  new  Law  passed  in  Vermont  that  became  effective  July  1,  1969  which 
gives  credits  or  refunds  on  rent  to  people  over  sixty -five  whose  incomes  are 
$4,  500. 00  or  less.  We  believe  this  Law  or  a  similar  one,  if  it  were  on  the 
books  in  Massachusetts,  would  greatly  benefit  people  with  limited  income. 

To  encourage  walking  among  out  Senior  Citizens,  the  Council  publicized 
the  nature  walks  at  the  Great  Ester,  which  were  sponsered  by  the  Weymouth 
Park  Department.  Many  took  advantage  of  these  trips. 

A  joint  picnic  was  held  at  Weston  Park  in  August  sponsored  by  the  Council 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  Tufts  Library  and  the  Park  Department.  The  Five 
Friendship  Clubs  and  persons  over  sixty -five  were  invited.  This  has  become 
an  annual  event  and  is  well  attended. 

During  the  period  the  MBTA  was  at  Central  Junior  High  School  to  issue 
half  fare  passes  to  persons  sixty -five  and  over,  the  Council  publicized  it  and 
furnished  transportation  as  needed. 

In  cooperation  with  Senator  Weeks  a  "Talk  In"  for  Senior  Citizens  was  held 
at  the  Central  Junior  High  School  for  residents  of  Norfolk  and  Plymouth  Counties, 
over  600  attended. 

The  Council  maintains  an  office  at  the  Town  Hall  Annex,  402  Essex  Street, 
Weymouth,  Phone  337-6457.  It  is  open  from  9  to  12  noon,  Mondays  and  Fri¬ 
days.  You  may  call  or  phone,  we  will  endeavor  to  assist  you,  or  advise  you 
where  to  go  for  assistance. 
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The  Council  regrets  the  passing  of  Thomas  P.  Delahunt.  Mr.  Delahunt  was 
a  charter  member  of  the  Weymouth  Council  on  Aging.  His  thoughtfulness  and 
conscientious  efforts  are  sorely  missed. 

Council  Members  attended  several  conferences  held  through  out  the  year  in 
different  parts  of  the  state,  on  various  problems  and  opportunities  affecting  the 
aging. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  cooperation  shown 
by  many  individuals  and  groups  within  the  town,  their  help  makes  Weymouth 
a  place  where  one  can  truly  enjoy  growing  older.

Development  of  the  Town  Exhibit  Room  in  the  Tufts  Library  continued  to  be 
the  principal  project  of  the  Historical  Commission  during  1969.  The  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  project  coupled  with  some  unforseen  delays  has  advanced  the  planned 
opening  date  of  last  Spring  to  tentatively  late  June  of  this  year.  However,  con¬ 
siderable  progress  has  been  made.  The-diorama  that  will  house  the  dugout  canoe 
is  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  The  art  work  is  completed  and  development 
of  the  isometric  projection  is  underway.  An  audio  system  is  being  installed  so 
that  visitors  will  hear  a  brief  story  of  the  dugout  canoe.  Painting  of  the  murals 

E  depicting  historic  sites  and  episodes  of  Weymouth  history  are  in  process.  Two 
of  these  murals  have  been  completed.  In  addition  a  large  scale  map  of  early 
Weymouth  is  being  prepared  and  when  completed  will  show  isometrically  the 
plan  and  division  of  land  of  Weymouth  in  the  period  1635  -  1663. 

The  diorama,  murals  and  map  are  being  prepared  by  the  Weymouth  High 
School  Art  Department  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Philip  Dolan,  Director 
and  the  immediate  supervision  of  Mr.  Steven  Chop  who  together  with  his  stu¬ 
dents  have  spent  many  long  hours  of  work  on  these  projects. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  because  of  business  reasons  Mr.  Charles  E. 
Adams,  Jr.  found  it  necessary  to  resign  from  the  Commission.  The  Com¬ 
mission  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Adams  for  his  outstanding  contribution 
as  a  professional  engineer  in  helping  to  develop  and  apply  the  techniques  used 
in  preserving  the  dugout  canoe.  In  addition  he  devoted  many  man-hours  in 
helping  to  plan  and  construct  the  Town  Exhibit  room.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WEYMOUTH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
To  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

The  Town  of  Weymouth  continues  to  grow,  and  education  is  becoming 
more  and  more  complex  with  the  rapidly  changing  times.  Your  School 
Committee  is  deeply  concerned  with  State  and  Federal  laws  and  proposed 
legislation  in  the  area  of  education.  It  has  been,  we  feel,  the  purpose  of 
this  legislation  to  help  the  school  systems  and  faculties,  to  help  in  the  cost 
of  school  construction,  and  above  all  to  help  improve  the  education  of  our 
young  people.  However,  every  school  system  is  not  the  same.  Needs  and 
problems  differ  and  no  one  set  of  rules  or  regulations  is  always  applicable 
to  every  school  system.  Legislation  has  been  introduced,  again  this  year, 
to  set  the  minimum  starting  salary  of  teachers.  The  School  Committee  is 
opposed  and  we  have  indicated  our  feelings  to  the  legislators.  It  is  not  a 
good  policy  to  first  require  collective  bargaining  between  school  committees 
and  employees  and  then,  in  turn,  enact  legislation  that  controls  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage.  I  do  not  wish  to  spend  any  more  time  in  this  report  on  collective 
bargaining.  However,  it  is  important  that  you  be  advised  of  the  time  and 
effort  spent  this  year  in  the  negotiation  of  a  new  contract.  Your  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Administrative  Staff  held  49  meetings  with  the  Weymouth  Teachers’ 
Association  with  the  results  that  a  good  contract  was  signed. 

This  year  has  seen  the  beginning  of  several  new  building  programs  as 
well  as  the  continuance  of  others.  We  will  have  a  new  South  High  School  by 
September  of  1970.  We  have  appointed  Mr.  Wilbur  F.  Stanton  as  Principal 
this  year  in  order  that  he  may  become  involved  with  the  programming  and 
staffing  of  the  school.  We  feel  most  fortunate  to  have  Mr.  Stanton  with  us. 

The  William  Seach  School  addition,  as  well  as  a  new  elementary  school 
in  South  Weymouth  on  Union  Street  and  a  new  elementary  school  in  North 
Weymouth  on  Pilgrim  Road  are  no  longer  a  dream  but  will  soon  become  a 
reality.  The  construction  of  the  new  annex  to  the  Vocational  Technical  High 
School  is  well  on  its  way. 

The  growth  of  our  Town  as  reflected  in  the  increased  student  enrollment, 
and  the  need  for  new  buildings  and  additions,  staffing  of  the  new  facilities, 
and  changes  in  educational  programs  and  equipment  unfortunately  cost  money. 
The  School  Committee  is  ever  aware  of  this  growing  burden  on  the  taxpayers. 
We  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  in  order  that  Weymouth  will 
receive  a  dollar  value  for  a  dollar  spent. 

The  Committee  realizes  full  well  that  the  Committee  is  just  a  part  of 
this  great  school  system.  We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent  admin¬ 
istrative  staff:  Dr.  Leon  H.  Farrin,  our  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
his  able  assistants  Mr.  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr. ,  Mr.  Harold  G.  Olson, 
and  Mr.  David  J.  Hines.  Many  thanks  go  to  them  for  a  job  well  done.  Our 
faculty  and  staff  must  be  congratulated  for  their  excellent  work  throughout 
this  past  year.  It  has  been  said  that  a  chain  is  no  stronger  than  the  weakest 
link.  We  are  very  proud  of  our  personnel  and  their  contributions  to  educating 
the  children  of  Weymouth.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
To  the  Weymouth  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Weymouth: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  the  Town  of  Weymouth. 

Education  in  Weymouth  moved  ahead  on  many  fronts  in  1969.  The  reports 
that  follow  describe  the  unusual  progress  that  has  taken  place  in  curriculum, 
personnel,  buildings,  and  communications. 

With  the  coming  of  the  1970’s,  we  look  forward  to  the  results  of  the  labors 
of  recent  years.  The  most  exciting  change  is  in  the  new  curriculum  at  the 
high  school  level.  Students  will  enjoy  greatly  expanded  offerings,  more  rele¬ 
vant  subject:  matter,  and  a  more  flexible  course  of  study.  The  elimination  of 
such  barriers  as  grade  levels  and  rigid  course  tracks  will  enable  students  to 
select  courses  that  meet  individual  interests,  needs,  and  abilities. 

The  opening  of  the  South  High  School  in  September  1970  and  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  all  students  in  grades  10  -  12  to  North  High  School  and  South  High 
School  will  provide  adequate  facilities  for  that  age  group.  The  removal  of 
all  10th  grade  students  from  East  Junior  High  School  and  the  reassignment 
of  other  junior  high  students  will  return  the  four  junior  high  schools  to  their 
normal  capacities,  thereby  permitting  more  desirable  class  size  and  im¬ 
proved  education  at  the  junior  high  level  also. 

The  opening  of  the  Seach  School  addition  in  September  1970  will  provide 
some  relief  at  the  elementary  level.  The  Union  Street  Elementary  School 
and  the  Wessagusset  Elementary  School,  both  in  the  planning  stages,  im¬ 
plement  two  more  steps  in  the  long-range  plan  for  meeting  the  need  for  ele¬ 
mentary  school  classrooms. 

These  three  new  elementary  schools  will  include  six  of  the  kindergarten 
classrooms  required  by  1973.  The  school  committee  and  administration 
are  currently  working  on  plans  for  providing  the  other  needed  kindergarten 
rooms. 

In  the  area  of  personnel  and  programs,  the  Special  Education  program  has 
been  expanded  to  include  many  more  children  who  have  been  tested  and  found 
to  qualify  for  this  special  program.  Teachers  have  been  added  for  perceptu¬ 
ally  handicapped  children  and  the  emotionally  disturbed.  The  creation  of  the 
position  of  Elementary  Resource  Specialist  has  proven  most  successful. 

Appointment  of  a  Coordinator  of  Health  Education  to  devote  full  time  to  the 
problems  of  drug  abuse,  alcohol,  and  tobacco  education  has  proven  to  be  a 
real  step  forward  in  these  critical  areas.  The  new  coordinator  has  been 
working  with  students,  teachers,  and  community  groups.  An  adult  education 
program  in  drug  abuse  and  an  in-service  training  program  on  this  topic  for 
teachers  have  been  organized. 

On -campus  recruiting  in  many  colleges  has  attracted  a  dramatic  increase 
in  the  number  of  teacher  candidates  who  are  interested  in  a  career  in  Wey¬ 
mouth. 

A  monthly  Staff  Newsletter  has  been  instituted  to  keep  teachers  informed 
on  the  changes  taking  place  in  a  fast -growing  school  system  that  is  now 
listed  among  the  largest  in  the  Commonwealth.  Expansion  of  the  in-service 
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training  program  has  helped  teachers  to  keep  abreast  of  a  changing  curricu¬ 
lum  in  a  changing  world.  Teachers  and  students  are  becoming  more  involved 
in  policy-making.  Data  processing  is  being  used  increasingly  to  provide  in¬ 
formation  quickly  and  accurately  and  to  free  personnel  for  less  routine  duties. 

New  work -study  programs  have  been  designed  to  keep  students  in  school 

I  as  long  as  they  are  able  to  profit  from  instruction,  while,  at  the  same  time, 
giving  them  experience  in  the  world  of  work. 

Vocational-Technical  School  students  are  speeding  completion  of  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  Child  Care  Training  Center  to  expand  vocational  offerings  for 
girls.  The  course  started  this  year  on  a  limited  basis  and  has  proven  to  be 
popular. 

Much  has  been  done.  Much  remains  to  be  done.  Additional  school  con- 

Sstruction  is  needed  to  provide  space  for  projected  enrollment  increases  and 
to  reduce  class  size.  A  more  favorable  teacher  -  pupil  ratio  is  necessary. 
More  support  personnel  are  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  children  and  to 
give  classroom  teachers  the  assistance  and  advice  of  trained  specialists. 

Salary  schedules  must  remain  competitive  if  we  are  to  retain  our  present 
well -qualified  teachers  and  to  attract  competent  additions  to  our  staff.  We 
must  expand  our  vocational  facilities  and  provide  more  courses  for  girls 
as  well  as  boys .  All  children  should  have  the  opportunity  to  attend  kinder  - 
garten  and  to  use  a  school  library. 

There  are  those  who  say  that  we  cannot  afford  to  keep  going  at  our  present 
rate.  I  would  say  that  we  cannot  afford  not  to.  There  are  others  who  say 
that  we  should  accelerate  our  rate  of  improvement.  It  is  difficult  to  achieve 
a  satisfactory  balance  between  these  two  opposing  points  of  view.  I  think 
that  those  who  have  been  involved  in  the  decision-making  process  in  the 
Weymouth  Public  Schools  have  exercised  wisdom  and  prudence  in  deter¬ 
mining  priorities.  We  have  moved  ahead  on  many  fronts. 

I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  a  dedicated  and  capable  School  Committee 
and  staff.  Our  teachers,  administrators,  nurses,  secretaries,  maintenance 
men,  custodians,  cafeteria  people,  and  bus  drivers  have  all  cooperated 
to  make  our  school  system  one  of  which  we  can  all  be  proud. 

The  reports  that  follow  touch  upon  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  past  school 
year.  We  would  be  pleased  to  provide  additional  information  to  any  citizen  who 
is  interested  in  a  specific  program,  policy,  or  procedure.

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PERSONNEL  AND  CURRICULUM 
Report  of  William  J.  Longridge,  Jr. ,  Associate  Superintendent 

In  submitting  this,  my  first  annual  report  as  Associate  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  my  third  with  primary  responsibility  for  personnel  and  curriculum, 
I  should  like  to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  to  the  Weymouth  School  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the  opportunity  to  work  in  an 
atmosphere  of  creative,  constructive,  and  cooperative  endeavor,  and  to 
the  department  heads  and  school  administrators  for  their  willingness  to 
identify  common  problems,  suggest  solutions,  and  help  provide  the  leader¬ 
ship  so  vital  in  a  system  as  large  and  complex  as  the  one  we  serve.  Only 
in  an  environment  such  as  this  could  the  accomplishments  of  the  past  year 
have  been  achieved  and  can  the  promise  of  the  future  be  so  bright. 

I.  PERSONNEL  RECRUITMENT 


This  year  has  seen  a  continued  increase  in  the  numbers  of  applications  for 
teaching  positions  in  the  Weymouth  Schools.  In  just  two  years,  the  number 
of  applicants  has  increased  from  972  (1967)  to  1437  (1968)  to  2462  (1969)  - 
an  increase  of  more  than  250%.  Two  factors  underlie  this  startling  increase; 
first,  an  increasing  number  of  certified  teachers  being  produced  by  teacher - 
training  institutions;  second,  the  effects  of  on-campus  recruiting  which  this 
year  took  the  writer  to  some  twenty -seven  colleges  in  five  New  England 
states.  These  visits  result  not  only  in  increased  knowledge  of  -  and  interest 
in  -  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  among  seniors  and  graduate  students,  but 
also  serve  to  cement  personal  contacts  with  school  faculty  and  placement 
officials  which  will  continue  to  direct  the  best  teaching  candidates  toward 
consideration  of  the  Weymouth  Schools. 

To  fill  the  ninety -six  openings  (seventy -four  replacements  and  twenty - 
two  additional  staff  members),  more  than  one  thousand  interviews  were 
held,  many  observations  were  made  of  experienced  teachers  and  student 
teachers,  and  more  than  five  thousand  individuals  were  contacted  to  provide 
references  for  candidates  under  final  consideration.  More  and  more,  prin¬ 
cipals  and  department  heads  were  involved  in  the  initial  screening  process. 

Characteristics  of  the  candidates  finally  selected  include: 

1.  Ten  held  Master’s  degrees  or  higher; 

2.  Thirty -nine  colleges  and  universities  were  represented  by  the 
successful  applicants  ranging  from  Maine  to  California,  Florida 
to  Nebraska; 

3.  Forty  elementary,  fifty  secondary,  and  six  special  education 
appointments  were  made; 

4.  Thirty -three  male  and  sixty -three  female  applicants  were  ap¬ 
pointed; 

5.  Fifty -two  appointees  were  experienced,  forty -four  were  begin¬ 
ning  their  full  year  of  teaching; 

6.  The  teacher  turn-over  rate  of  12.  8%  represents  a  sixteen  per¬ 
cent  reduction  from  last  year  and  is  roughly  two -thirds  that  of 
the  state  average  turn -over. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  to  the  best  of  available  knowledge,  only  three 
of  the  seventy -four  replacement  vacancies  resulted  solely  from  teachers  moving 
to  teaching  positions  in  other  systems. 
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H.  GENERAL  SUPERVISION 

The  last  annual  report  outlined  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  an 
organized  program  of  classroom  visitation,  supervision,  and  evaluation  at 
the  secondary  level.  This  same  type  of  program  is  also  fully  operational 
at  the  elementary  level  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Instruction 
for  Elementary  Education  and  the  elementary  school  principals.  All  super¬ 
visory  visitations  are  followed  by  teacher  -supervisor  conferences  stressing 
both  strengths  and  weaknesses  observed.  Written  reports  are  provided  for 
both  teacher  and  for  central  administration.  This  program  also  provides 
invaluable  information  as  a  basis  for  both  re-election  and  tenure  decisions. 

m.  CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT 

Inasmuch  as  the  reports  of  the  Director  of  Instruction,  Grades  1  to  6;  the 
Director  of  the  Vocational-Technical  High  School;  and  the  Coordinator  of  the 
Special  Education  Services  have  outlined  in  detail  the  changes  occurring  in 
their  respective  areas,  this  report  will  deal  with  the  secondary  program  only. 

This  year  has  marked  the  culmination  of  almost  a  decade  of  planning  by 
hundreds  of  individuals  to  develop  a  philosophy,  a  format,  and  the  working 
details  of  a  new  high  school  program  of  studies.  With  the  opening  of  South 
High  School  in  September  of  1970,  space  will  finally  be  available  to  present 
the  type  of  modern  secondary  program  required  in  today’s  world.  With 
relatively  few  exceptions,  the  entire  program  will  be  available  at  both  North 
and  South  High  Schools. 

Early  in  the  planning  stages,  three  major  criteria  were  developed  by 
which  to  evaluate  any  specific  course,  departmental  offering,  or  sequence 
of  courses.  First,  the  program  should  be  sufficiently  flexible  to  provide 
for  individual  pupils’  strengths,  interests,  and  needs  that  had  been  all  too  often 
stifled  or  poorly  serviced  by  a  rigid  three-track  (college  preparatory,  busi¬ 
ness,  general)  system.  Second,  the  program  should  involve  major  expansion 
to  provide  courses  more  suitable  for  upper  and  lower  range  students.  Third, 
each  offering  within  the  program  should  be  examined  with  a  view  to  up-dating 
material  and  increasing  the  relevance  to  the  student  while  retaining  the  ac¬ 
quisition  of  basic  skills  and  knowledge  as  part  of  the  course. 

While  the  over -all  philosophy  and  design  of  the  program  were  taking 
shape,  the  grass-roots  work  of  individual  course  development  began.  In 
1961,  the  first  of  almost  fifty  summer  curriculum  development  institutes 
began.  Involving  more  than  three  hundred  institute  participants  in  areas 
of  English,  social  studies,  foreign  language,  mathematics,  science,  and 
home  economics,  the  institutes  revised  some  courses,  and,  in  many  cases, 
designed  completely  new  courses. 

Reassured  that  South  High  School  would,  in  all  probability,  be  ready  for 
September,  1970  opening,  the  final  problem  of  arranging  the  working  details 
for  the  program  could  be  approached.  Three  viewpoints  were  needed:  the 
Guidance  Department  has  to  insure  that  all  students  would  continue  to  meet 
the  entrance  requirements  which  colleges  and  businesses  place  upon  Wey¬ 
mouth  graduates.  The  high  school  administration  had  to  devise  a  new  system 
for  scheduling  students  into  this  much  more  complex  program  of  studies. 

And  department  heads  had  to  guarantee  that  the  content  of  courses  would  be 
improved  sufficiently  to  justify  the  adoption  of  the  elective  system  and 
provide  each  pupil  with  the  kind  of  education  he  needs.  In  all  three  areas, 
outstand  cooperative  success  has  been  achieved.  Every  student  in  the  two 
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academic  high  schools  will  be  able  to  elect  a  personalized  course  of  study 
which  will  better  reflect  his  individual  abilities  and  interests. 

The  final  program  design  achieves  three  important  objectives.  First, 
its  flexibility  allows  each  student  to  design  an  individualized  program  in  which 
he  can  examine  single  courses  for  their  value  to  him  and  in  which  he  can 
build  upon  his  strengths  and  interests.  Second,  because  the  new  program 
expands  the  number  of  course  offerings  for  74  to  almost  155,  it  provides 
courses  more  suitable  for  upper  and  lower  range  students  who  previously  had 
encountered  artificial  barriers  to  the  types  of  courses  they  could  elect  within 
the  three-track  system.  Finally,  the  expanded  course  offerings,  several  of 
which  are  one  semester  (half  year)  in  length,  enabled  planners  to  up-date 
courses  and  make  them  more  relevant  in  the  specific  areas  than  was  possible 
with  the  survey  type  courses  formerly  taught. 

Within  the  framework  of  the  new  elective  system,  Weymouth  students  must 
continue  to  meet  certain  State  requirements.  For  example,  under  State  law, 
a  graduate  must  have  completed  three  years  of  English.  A  student  will  achieve 
this  standard  in  English  by  electing  6  semester  courses  from  the  25  to  30  offered 
The  fundamentals  which  a  student  should  study  are  still  an  integral  part  of 
every  elective  in  every  department.  The  elective  system  merely  allows  stu¬ 
dents  to  cross -elect  their  studies  with  greater  ease.  For  example,  if  a  col¬ 
lege  preparatory  student  wishes  to  take  typing  or  an  industrial  arts  course, 
he  can  more  easily  do  this.  If  a  business  student  has  a  strong  interest  in 
literature,  he  can  accelerate  his  electives  in  this  area.  As  the  year  ends, 
the  process  of  presenting  election  information  both  to  students  and  to  parents 
is  beginning. 

The  high  school  teachers’  response  to  the  elective  system  has  been  ex¬ 
tremely  encouraging.  Although  the  increasing  breadth  of  course  offerings 
will  necessitate  that  they  teach  under  a  non-rigid  schedule,  their  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  the  change  is  high.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  teachers  have  been 
pressing  for  a  multiplicity  of  up-dated  courses  for  a  very  long  time. 

At  all  of  the  planning  meetings,  the  guidance  department,  department 
heads,  and  the  high  school  administrators  contributed  to  the  development 
of  the  broad  outlines  for  the  elective  system.  Each  department  head  met 
with  his  staff  regularly  to  develop  specific  courses  which  his  department 
felt  it  should  offer.  Cooperative  efforts  between  departments  have  produced 
courses  which  move  toward  the  humanities.  Courses  in  art  and  music,  which 
were  formerly  purely  elective  have  been  expanded  dramatically.  At  the  new 
South  High  School,  students  bound  for  engineering  and  technical  colleges 
will  now  be  able  to  elect  some  industrial  arts  training  whereas  these  students 
formerly  never  had  the  opportunity  to  do  shop  work. 

Many  small  details  of  adjustment  to  the  new  program  remain  to  be  solved. 

But  these  problems  will  be  solved  because  of  the  dedication  of  staff  members. 

One  fact  is  now  obvious:  the  program  of  studies  has  now  become  a  living 
thing,  requiring  constant  evaluation,  continuous  attention,  and  alert  revision. 

No  longer  can  we  have  the  luxury  of  a  program  that  is  unchanging,  easily 
renewed  from  year  to  year,  and  dedicated  only  to  a  non-existent  ’’average” 
student. 
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WEYMOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
REPORT  OF  JOHN  F.  MARTIN,  Principal

While  the  enrollment  has  reached  an  all  time  high,  the  entire  faculty  has  been 
engaged  in  a  significant  study  to  reorganize  and  prepare  a  relevant  course  of 
study  to  be  used  in  September,  1970,  in  the  North  and  South  High  Schools. 

The  English  Department  now  lists  twenty -five  semester  courses  in  its  new 
curriculum  offering  to  students.  Added  to  its  accomplishments  are  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  a  Handbook  of  Usage,  which  is  available  to  all  students,  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  pilot  program  in  reading  and  speech  for  juniors,  tutoring  and  in¬ 
dividualized  instruction  for  students,  including  foreign  exchange  students,  and 
a  pilot  program  in  film -making.  Members  of  the  staff  attended  area  and  na¬ 
tional  conferences  dealing  with  new  directions  in  the  teaching  of  English.  They 
also  sponsored  the  South  Shore  Conference  in  English  which  teachers  from 
twenty -one  communities  attended.  The  Drama  Festival  at  Natick  attracted 
two  hundred  and  forty  students.  The  Dramatic  and  Theatre  Arts  Clubs  per¬ 
formed  before  appreciative  audiences.  The  Debate  Club  participated  well  in 
inter  scholastic  competition  and  the  Reflector  and  the  Campus,  expanded  both 
in  size  and  scope,  won  regional  and  national  first  place  awards. 

The  Social  Studies  Department  conducted  its  fourth  Summer  Curriculum  In¬ 
stitute  to  improve  its  instructional  program.  Students  were  given  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  participate  and,  by  expressing  their  viewpoint,  contribute  materials 
to  be  included  in  the  curriculum.  A  new  course,  Contemporary  World  Affairs, 
was  developed  for  the  twelfth  grade  at  this  institute.  It  includes  four  areas  of 
study  relevant  to  today’s  world.  The  Afro-American;  Suburban -Urban  Affairs; 
Law  and  Responsibility;  Ideology  and  World  Affairs.  A  two-part  course  was 
introduced  at  the  tenth  grade  level  with  one  semester  devoted  to  the  study  of 
The  Shaping  of  Western  Society  and  the  second  devoted  to  the  study  of  Tradition 
and  Change  in  Four  Non -Western  Societies.  Also  introduced  in  the  twelfth 
grade  was  a  semester  course  in  Comparative  Economics.  At  both  levels  the 
’’inquiry  method”  of  learning  is  used.  This  is  a  pupil -centered  method  and  re¬ 
sults  in  pupil  involvement  in  the  thinking  process.  There  were  many  opportuni- 
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ties  for  pupil  involvement  during  the  year.  In  cooperation  with  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Education,  the  department  sponsored  the  annual  Student  Govern¬ 
ment  Exchange  Program  with  Attleboro  High  School.  The  Political  Affairs 
Club  participated  in  the  Model  United  Nations  Conference  in  Washington,  D.C. , 
and  scheduled  many  closed  circuit  television  programs  including  a  fashion  show, 
news  broadcasts,  interviews  with  foreign  students,  and  a  forum  discussion 
about  lowering  the  voting  age  to  eighteen  years. 

The  Home  Economics  Department  has  added  the  Nursery  School  and  Kinder¬ 
garten  Aide  Program  to  its  curriculum .  Designed  to  prepare  girls  to  work  in 
nursery  schools,  kindergartens  and  day-care  centers,  the  course  provides  stu¬ 
dents  with  a  basic  understanding  of  the  physical,  mental,  and  social  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  child  as  well  as  children’s  music,  literature,  and  arts  and  crafts. 
Students  are  familiarized  with  nursery  school  and  kindergarten  programs, 
methods  and  materials  through  observation  and  laboratory  experience.  This 
year  the  girls  are  gaining  experience  assisting  in  first  grade  classes  in  Wey¬ 
mouth.  The  girls  have  participated  in  several  outside  contests  and  education¬ 
al  trips.  Last  year,  one  of  our  students,  Linda  Breen,  was  the  winner  in  the 
Creative  Fashion  Council  contest. 

As  a  result  of  a  constant  monitoring  of  feedback  from  faculty  and  students  and 
through  an  intensive  investigation  in  its  summer  workshop,  the  Mathematics 
Department  has  developed  a  curriculum  which  is  tailored  to  meet  the  indivi¬ 
dual  needs  of  the  student.  Units  ranging  from  the  mastery  of  basic  mathe¬ 
matical  skills  to  that  of  programming  and  computer  operation  are  now  avail¬ 
able  to  students.  The  Mathematics  Laboratory  is  being  utilized  not  only  to 
teach  computer  programming  but  also  to  serve  as  a  base  for  independent 
study,  plus  a  place  where  students  can  be  tutored  by  their  classmates.  Stu¬ 
dents  from  the  Electronics  Course  of  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  laboratory.  They  not  only  are  learning  program¬ 
ming,  but  are  also  able  to  service  the  computer  as  a  result  of  the  highly 
technical  skills  they  possess.  To  offer  additional  outlets  for  competent  stu¬ 
dents,  the  Math  Club  sponsors  a  team  which  is  in  competition  with  other  high 
schools  in  the  district. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  has  now  completed  the  second  year  of  a 
pilot  program  with  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica  Spanish  Course  and  has  adopted 
the  three -year  sequence  for  all  classes.  Students  of  Spanish  will  profit  from 
the  added  dimension  of  culture  which  will  now  be  introduced  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  course  by  films  and  filmstrips  of  native  Mexicans  and  Spaniards.  Since 
these  films  and  filmstrips  were  made  on  location  in  foreign  lands  to  correlate 
with  lessons,  students  will  have  an  opportunity  to  understand  and  imitate  native 
speakers.  In  addition  to  its  French  and  Spanish  Clubs,  the  department  co-spon¬ 
sored  the  Mardi  Gras  Festival,  where  international  pavilions  representing  eigh  - 
teen  foreign  countries  were  decorated  to  display  arts,  costumes,  music  and  foods 
of  each  of  these  nations.  All  clubs  in  the  school  were  represented.  To  reward 
excellence  in  achievement  in  languages,  book  prizes  were  awarded  to  graduates 
for  proficiency  in  French,  Latin,  Spanish  and  Russian. 

The  Business  Education  Department  continued  to  place  major  emphasis  on 
developing  vocational  competency  necessary  for  the  employment  of  students 
upon  graduation.  It  has  also  implemented  its  instruction  to  train  students, 
through  short  intensive  courses,  to  develop  skills  which  can  be  used  at  the 
college  level.  The  Overhead  Projector  is  used  to  present  shorthand  theory  and 
acceptable  dictation  techniques,  and  also  to  present  the  steps  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  bookkeeping  cycle  and  illustrate  the  more  difficult  concepts  in  ad¬ 
vanced  accounting  courses.  Audiomatic  Listening  Stations  are  employed  to 
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provide  dictation  simultaneously  for  various  speeds.  It  provides  dictation  at 
higher  rates  for  students  whose  individual  needs  exceed  class  speed  and  re¬ 
medial  dictation  for  those  with  speed  difficulties.  Throughout  the  year  speakers 
from  various  businesses  instructed  our  students  in  the  concept  of  modern  bus¬ 
iness  employment.  In-School  interviews  were  scheduled  to  determine  job  pre¬ 
ference,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  interviews,  as  well  as  follow-up  on 
interview  results.  The  department  also  arranged  for  Federal  and  State  Civil 
Service  Examinations,  which  were  given  at  the  school.  The  Future  Business 
Leaders  of  America  is  an  active  club  sponsored  by  this  department. 

The  teachers  in  the  Science  Department  have  also  been  busy  preparing  a  new 
curriculum  for  next  year.  They  participated  in  summer  institutes,  in-service 
institutes,  national,  state  and  local  science  teachers'  conferences.  Through  an 
arrangement  with  the  Oak  Ridge  Associated  Universities,  the  department  spon¬ 
sored  a  program  on  atomic  energy.  A  lecture  entitled  "This  Atomic  World" 
was  presented  to  the  entire  student  body  and  was  followed  up  by  small  group 
discussions  in  science  classes  during  the  remainder  of  the  day.  A  number  of 
industrial  scientists  visited  the  department,  giving  talks  on  timely  subjects, 
including  Engineering  as  a  Career,  Industrial  Chemistry,  Atomic  Power  Plants, 
and  Optics.  To  enrich  their  scientific  background,  groups  of  students  were 
taken  on  field  trips  to  science  conferences,  industrial  plants,  university  science 
laboratories,  and  science  lectures,  many  of  which  were  organized  by  the  Science 
Club.  Independent  study  was  used  again  last  year,  and  an  introduction  of  the 
laboratory  approach  to  teaching  biology  was  begun  in  the  tenth  grade.  Window 
displays  arranged  by  biology  classes  during  the  year  have  received  favorable 
comment  from  visitors. 

The  Distributive  Education  and  Work  Study  programs  are  available  to  those 
students  who  qualify  under  the  prescribed  regulations.  Classwork  and  work 
experience  are  included  in  the  total  educational  picture. 

Clubs  and  organizations  contribute  much  to  the  educational  background  of 
a  high  school  The  Student  Council  played  an  active  part  in  revising  the  Dress 
Code  after  it  had  conducted  a  survey  of  the  student  body.  Our  Conservation 
Club  and  Junior  Moral  and  Spiritual  Values  Committee  received  state  citations 
for  their  outstanding  work  in  the  community.  As  student  newspaper,  N.  O.  W. 
is  published  weekly.  A  chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  and  received  its  charter.  Among  the  other  active  organizations  which 
serve  the  needs  of  students  are  the  Audio  Visual,  Chess,  Film -making,  Future 
Nurses,  Futare  Teachers,  Key,  Pep,  and  Ski  Clubs.

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WEYMOUTH  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Report  of  Wilbur  F.  Stanton,  Principal 

A  new  principal’s  first  task  is  to  become  familiar  with  his  community.  Ori¬ 
entation  to  Weymouth  was  accomplished  in  great  part  by  assisting  to  establish 
the  districts  to  be  served  by  each  of  the  two  high  schools  next  September.  Sev¬ 
eral  things  had  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

Most  important  was  an  equal  division  of  students.  Many  schemes 
were  tried  before  the  present  divider  was  decided.  By  using  precinct  lines 
dividing  7,  10,  and  3  from  6,  12  and  8,  which  roughly  parallels  Washington 
Street,  an  almost  equal  number  of  students  will  be  attending  each  high  school. 
The  final  tally  indicates  approximately  1400  students  each  in  Weymouth  North 
and  South  with  about  400  in  the  Vocational  Technical  High  School. 

The  new  curriculum  to  be  offered  on  the  secondary  level  was  established 
only  after  the  expenditure  of  thousands  of  man  hours  on  the  part  of  teachers, 
students,  department  heads,  guidance  personnel  and  administrators.  Taking 
some  nine  years  in  all,  the  final  culmination  of  this  tremendous  effort  is  an 
exciting  program  of  studies  which  should  go  far  in  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
secondary  level  youth  of  Weymouth. 

Collecting  the  information  necessary  for  setting  up  the  new  elective  pro¬ 
gram  has  taken  much  time.  This  information  had  to  be  correctly  programmed 
into  the  computer  to  insure  that  all  of  the  class  schedules  were  correct. 

Purchasing  movable  equipment  and  supplies  for  the  new  building  is  a  seri- 
ours  business.  A  careful  study  of  the  samples  from  competing  companies  and 
wise  choices  means  that  the  best  dollar  value  will  be  realized. 

Routine  tasks  such  as  determining  room  and  locker  numbering  schedules 
are  necessary  so  that  master  scheduling  of  the  entire  program  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  even  though  some  of  the  facilities  are,  to  date,  in  existence  only  on  the 
architect’s  drawings. 

The  determination  of  staff  needs  depends  in  part  on  the  subject  selection 
of  the  students.  Recruitment  then  becomes  an  extremely  important  phase  of 
our  work.  Colleges,  teacher  agencies,  and  other  reliable  sources  are  tapped 
in  a  search  for  the  best  qualified  personnel  available  to  staff  the  new  school. 

Close  cooperation  between  the  school  and  community  make  the  task  of  pre¬ 
paring  for  a  smooth  opening  in  September  1970  an  interesting  and  enjoyable  ex¬ 
perience. 
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WEYMOUTH  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
Report  of  John  F.  Collins,  Director 

In  its  legislation,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  emphasizing  the  need 
of  vocational  education  for  a  greater  number  of  high  school  students.  Reflecting 
this  emphasis,  Weymouth’s  vocational  education  program  has  grown  steadily 
over  the  past  several  years.  Enrollment  in  September  1969  was  429.  Of  this 
enrollment,  fifteen  are  enrolled  as  postgraduates  in  Grade  13  and  eight  are  en¬ 
rolled  as  post  graduates  in  Grade  14.  Because  of  the  crowed  conditions  and  the 
demands  of  Weymouth  Students  for  vocational  instruction,  only  two  non-resident 
students  were  accepted  in  the  sophomore  class,  making  a  total  of  twenty -three 
non-resident  students. 

In  order  to  accommodate  more  students  at  ininimum  expense  for  additional 
shop  space,  a  cooperative  one  year  pilot  project  was  initiated  for  the  auto  body 
and  structural  design  departments.  Under  this  State -approved  program,  seniors 
are  allowed  to  work  at  their  trade  in  companies  that  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  State  Department  of  Education.  Actual  work  experience  takes  the  place 
of  their  regular  shop  instruction  at  the  school,  but  instruction  must  continue  as 
if  they  were  in  actual  attendance  at  school.  Participating  companies  must  follow 
a  course  outline  approved  by  both  the  Weymouth  Vocational  Technical  High  School 
and  the  State  Department  of  Education  to  insure  that  students  will  receive  well- 
rounded  skill  training.  To  be  approved  for  placement  in  a  cooperative  program, 
seniors  must  meet  strict  requirements  of  the  school  in  scholastic  achievement, 
good  attendance,  and  general  school  citizenship.  After  one  year  of  trial,  this 
project  will  be  evaluated  by  the  instructors  of  the  school  to  determine  if  coopera¬ 
tive  courses  should  be  continued  or  expanded. 

This  past  year  the  first  of  several  programs  planned  for  girls  was  begun. 

A  two  year  program  for  junior  and  senior  girls  was  established  in  Kindergarten 
and  Nursery  School  Aide  Instruction.  As  a  pilot  project,  the  program  enabled 
Weymouth  to  receive  considerable  financial  assistance  from  the  Bureau  of  Vo¬ 
cational  Education. 

Weymouth  is  the  first  community  in  the  state,  and  perhaps  in  the  nation,  to 
design  a  building  specifically  for  child  care  instruction.  The  Child  Care  Center 
is  a  single  story  building,  30  x  60  feet,  with  a  walk-out  basement.  It  is  of  colonial 
design,  located  adjacent  to  the  North  and  Vocational  Technical  High  Schools  at 
Chard  and  Maple  Streets.  The  planning  and  construction  of  the  building  is 
being  done  by  students.  Practically  every  department  is  involved:  the  archi¬ 
tectural  department  worked  on  plans  and  specifications;  the  carpentry  students 
are  doing  the  actual  construction;  the  sheet  metal  department  is  responsible 
for  heating  and  ventilating;  the  cabinetmaking  students  are  manufacturing  all 
of  the  juvenile  furniture;  the  electronics  department  is  constructing  a  sound 
system  designed  to  evaluate  teaching  methods;  the  structural  design  students 
through  their  knowledge  of  surveying,  established  boundaries  and  located  the 
position  of  the  building;  even  the  girls  are  participating,  for  they  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  color  coordinates  and  the  furnishing  of  the  kitchen  and  dining  areas. 

In  order  to  meet  State  Department  of  Education  requirements,  vocational- 
technical  education  must  require  of  its  students  productive  work  on  a  level 
acceptable  to  industry.  The  Child  Care  Center  project  comes  as  close  to  this 
requirement  as  possible.  Practical  training  on  projects  such  as  this  makes 
our  graduates  much  sought  after  by  industry.  They  experience  no  difficulty 
finding  employment  in  the  field  of  their  choice  or  in  continuing  their  educa¬ 
tion,  if  they  so  desire.  Of  the  seventy -seven  graduates,  twelve  entered  the 
military  service,  seven  continued  in  full-time  school  and  the  balance  of  fifty - 
eight  entered  the  industry  at  a  median  hourly  salary  rate  of  $2.  34. 
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The  Auto  Body  Department  completed  211  jobs.  Work  experience  ranged 
from  repairing  near*  total  wrecks  to  the  complete  painting  and  finishing  of  a 
car. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  repaired  465  cars.  Instruction  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  ranges  from  tune-up  to  a  complete  engine  overhaul. 

Many  pieces  of  school  furniture,  kitchen  cabinets,  built-ins,  and  other  fine 
furniture  were  constructed  in  the  Cabinetmaking  Shop.  One  hundred  and  forty - 
nine  projects  were  completed  and  provided  practical  trade  experience. 

In  addition  to  working  on  244  projects  of  various  types,  the  carpentry  stu¬ 
dents  completed  a  nine  room,  drop  entrance  ranch,  including  three  baths,  a 
laundry  and  porch,  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Obert  Forss  on  Northern  Avenue,  South 
Weymouth.  The  estimated  value  of  this  home  is  $32,000.00.  As  part  of  this 
course,  the  house  was  designed  under  the  drafting  instructor’s  supervision, 
Technical  skills  taught  include  design,  and  plan  and  blue  print  preparation. 

The  Electronics  Department  worked  on  74  projects.  Instruction  in  this 
course  is  of  a  technical  nature  with  emphasis  on  laboratory  experience.  In¬ 
struction  includes  circuit  construction,  testing  and  evaluating  with  the  various 
pieces  of  test  equipment  necessary  for  understanding  basic  electronics.  Theory, 
electronic  drafting,  algebra,  physics,  geometry,  and  calculus  are  studied  so 
that  the  students  can  enter  industry  directly  or  continue  their  education. 

Most  of  the  school  department  printed  material  is  produced  Li  the  Graphic 
Arts  Department.  This  year  the  students  produced  427  jobs,  ranging  from 
English  Work  Books,  to  the  School  Magazine  The  Reflector.  Instruction  is 
given  in  lay-out  and  design,  paste -up  and  other  related  areas. 

As  part  of  the  house  construction  project,  students  in  the  Sheet  Metal  De¬ 
partment  fabricated  and  installed  the  forced  warm  air  heating  system.  In  this 
department  325  jobs  of  a  practical  nature  were  completed.  As  part  of  the 
class  activity,  students  prepared  all  drawings  necessary  to  perform  the  work. 

The  Structural  Design  and  Structural  Drafting  students  prepared  working 
blueprints  of  many  types  of  construction,  remodeling  and  expansion  projects, 
including  possible  expansion  classrooms.  This  course  is  highly  technical, 
and  students  are  well  received  by  the  engineering  firms  for  the  knowledge 
they  possess. 

Vocational  training  in  Weymouth,  unlike  many  communities,  offers  a  total 
academic  program  to  its  students.  Regardless  of  what  course  a  person  selects 
on  the  secondary  level,  he  receives  a  basic  course  of  study  in  English  and 
Social  Studies.  These  are  an  effective  complement  to  a  skill  training. 

To  observe  the  world  of  work  in  action,  vocational  students  visit  plants  and 
exhibitions  as  an  important  phase  of  their  instruction.  This  past  year  the 
cabinetmaking  students  visited  the  Theodore  Schwamb  Co.  in  Burlington,  a 
well-known  architectural  woodworking  shop,  and  the  Universal  Cabinet  Com¬ 
pany,  manufacturers  of  restaurant  furniture.  The  electronic  students  visited 
the  NEREM  Electronic  Show  held  in  Boston  and  observed  first-hand  new  ad¬ 
vances  in  technology.  Sheet  Metal  students  toured  the  Charles  P.  Blouin,  Inc. , 
plant  in  Burlington  and  viewed  automation  as  part  of  the  heating  industry.  Stu¬ 
dents  from  the  Graphic  Arts  Department  visited  Cecil  Wrightson  Typograph 
Company,  well  known  for  their  typography,  and  the  New  England  Printing  Show 
held  in  Boston,  where  the  latest  production  equipment  was  observed. 
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Another  important  phase  of  instruction  is  Driver  Education.  This  past  year 
fifty -six  students  received  behind  the  wheel  instruction.  To  supplement  on- 
the-road  instruction,  time  after  school,  on  Saturdays,  and  during  the  vacation 
periods  was  used. 

The  Auto  Repair  Department  participated  in  the  Annual  Plymouth  Trouble- 
Shooting  Contest  held  at  the  Southeastern  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School. 
The  object  of  the  contest  is  to  rectify  a  malfunction  installed  in  the  car  and  drive 
the  car  around  the  track.  Winners  were  judged  on  accuracy,  speed,  and  crafts¬ 
manship.  Local  contestants  were  Dennis  D’Allessandro  and  John  Estano. 

The  school  is  very  proud  of  its  students.  Besides  receiving  many  scholar¬ 
ships,  several  of  the  students  received  outstanding  recognition  during  the  year. 
The  Massachusetts  Jewish  War  Veterans  of  the  United  States  awarded  its  Good 
Brotherhood  Award  to  David  Tourigny  for  his  contribution  to  school  and  com¬ 
munity  life. 

Frank  Gilpatrick,  a  member  of  the  Auto  Body  Department,  was  awarded  the 
Reuben  A.  and  Lizzie  Grossman  Award  in  recognition  of  outstanding  leadership 
and  service  to  the  school  and  community.  In  addition  to  a  bond,  his  name  was 
engraved  on  the  permanent  plaque  prominently  displayed  at  the  School. 

Representing  Weymouth  on  Printing  Career  Day,  sponsored  by  the  Printing 
Industries  of  New  England,  David  Coates  and  Charles  Ayer  from  the  Graphic 
Arts  Department  were  guests  at  the  Rapid  Service  Press  of  Boston.  Certifi¬ 
cates  of  merit  were  awarded  for  proficiency  in  their  printing  achievement. 

Richard  Knudsen  and  Daniel  Hankard  took  part  in  the  Massachusetts  High 
School  Student  Safety  Conference  sponsored  by  the  National  and  State  Safety 
Council,  held  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

Newell  Richards  took  part  as  a  delegate  on  the  Student  Government  Day 
held  at  the  State  House. 

Richard  Grieves  was  the  recipient  of  the  drafting  award  sponsored  by  in¬ 
structors  for  outstanding  achievement  in  drafting. 

David  Heyl  of  the  Automotive  Department  received  the  Edwin  C.  Young  a- 
ward  for  outstanding  scholarship  and  craftsmanship.  In  addition  to  a  cash 
award,  his  name  has  been  engraved  upon  a  plaque  displayed  at  the  school.

To  provide  the  people  of  Weymouth  an  opportunity  to  observe  the  Weymouth 
Vocational  Technical  High  School  in  action,  students  and  faculty  held  their 
Annual  Open  House  on  May  1,  1969.  Shops  were  operating,  and  products  manu¬ 
factured  by  the  students  during  the  year  were  on  display. 

A  Manpower  Development  Training  Act  program  (MDTA)  was  conducted 
by  the  Electronics  Department.  Ten  students  graduated  this  past  August,  and 
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currently  twenty  men  are  being  retrained  for  entry  into  the  electronics  industry 
as  electronic  mechanics.  The  Federal  Government  underwrites  the  entire  cost 
of  the  program.  The  class  meets  six  hours  each  day  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
regular  school  day  and  continues  for  1,250  hours  over  a  forty -two  week  period. 

Trade  Extension  evening  school  classes  were  conducted  in  the  following  areas: 
apprentice  carpentry,  blue  print  reading,  electronics,  engine  tune-up  and  offset 
lithography.  One  hundred  and  seven  people  enrolled  for  these  classes.

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THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 
Report  of  Helen  C.  McGovern,  Director  of  Instruction 

The  development  and  implementation  of  programs  of  study  have  been  the 
focus  of  attention  in  the  elementary  area.  These  programs  emphasize  the 
use  of  multi -media  materials  and  activity -oriented  instructional  procedures. 

SCIENCE 

The  summer  science  institute  completed  the  three  year  development  of  a 
science  program  for  the  elementary  grades.  The  primary  prupose  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  is  to  develop  an  understanding  of  basic  concepts  and  their  importance  in 
this  age  of  rapid  scientific  advancement.  These  basic  science  concepts  are 
developed  through  pupil  participation  in  experiments  and  activities.  Children 
are  encouraged  ”to  investigate,  think,  speculate,  look,  observe,  experiment, 
read,  check  and  re -check  facts  and  ideas.  ’’  It  is  through  the  development  of 
imaginative  and  creative  thinking  that  the  students  engage  in  ’’the  never-ending 
process  of  seeking  accurate  knowledge  about  our  universe.  ” 

In  addition,  the  program  is  based  on  a  multi -text  approach.  Its  content 
overlaps  from  grade  to  grade.  Books  on  different  grade  levels  and  on  different 
reading  levels  are  used  within  the  class . 

SOCIAL  STUDIES 

The  efforts  of  the  third  social  studies  institute  were  concentrated  on  design¬ 
ing  a  course  of  study  for  the  primary  grades  and  on  the  development  of  recom¬ 
mendations  for  further  revision  in  the  social  studies  program  for  the  interme¬ 
diate  grades. 

The  outline  for  the  primary  grades  centers  on  concepts  in  social  science  with 
emphasis  in  Grade  1  placed  on  People  at  Home;  in  Grade  2  on  Families  and  Social  I 
Needs;  and  in  Grade  3  on  Communities  and  Social  Needs.  In  addition,  the  com¬ 
mittee  compiled  suggested  activities  and  maps  to  be  used  in  the  classroom  as  a 
suplement  to  the  course  of  study. 

These  materials  are  being  used  this  year  at  the  Athens  and  McCulloch  Schools 
on  an  evaluative  basis. 

Also  developed  by  the  Committee  were  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  social  studies  be  taught  in  Grades  4,  5,  and  6.  This  would  discon¬ 

tinue  the  present  practice  of  differentiating  between  history  and  geography. 

2.  That  a  multi -text  approach  be  used  in  these  grades. 

3.  That  the  social  studies  for  Grade  4  be  oriented  around  life  in  different 
climate  areas. 

4.  That  Grades  5  and  6  follow  a  history -oriented  outline  with  integrated 
geographic  concepts. 

These  recommendations  will  be  studied  and  definite  decisions  made  before 
September  of  1970. 

ENGLISH 

An  additional  summer  institute  in  elementary  curriculum  development  con¬ 
centrated  its  efforts  on  English. 
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Over  the  years  we  have  used  English  guides  which  were  expertly  developed 
and  have  proven  most  valuable.  After  much  discussion  and  evaluation  of  the  ex¬ 
isting  guides,  the  institute  members  felt  that  the  major  need  in  elementary  Eng¬ 
lish  was  in  oral  and  written  composition.  As  a  first  step,  they  decided  to  de¬ 
velop  suggestions  for  vocabulary  building. 

After  examining  several  basic  approaches  to  vocabulary  building,  the 
committee  agreed  that  an  approach  using  generic  words  would  give  greater 
latitude  in  providing  for  individual  differences  of  pupils  and  in  using  the  talents 
of  teachers  to  the  greatest  advantage. 

The  aim  of  the  program  is  to  give  prolonged  and  intensive  study  in  vocab¬ 
ulary  with  moderate  but  steady  progress. 

The  outline  is  being  used  this  year  in  the  four  schools  represented  on  the 
institute  committee. 

ELEMENTARY  RESOURCE  SPECIALIST 

A  new  service  has  been  provided  for  elementary  teachers  this  year.  Since 
September,  Mrs.  Marcia  Gould  has  been  available  to  all  teachers  to  discuss  and 
demonstrate  new  approaches  to  teaching. 

She  has  developed  multi-media  resource  materials  in  the  areas  of  science, 
literature,  and  social  studies.  These  materials  are  available  for  use  in  the  class¬ 
room. 


Mrs.  Gould  has  worked  with  teachers  in  planning  and  executing  programs 
in  many  other  curriculum  areas.  The  materials  developed  in  this  cooperative 
manner  are  available  to  teachers  throughout  the  system. 

PREP  PROGRAM 

The  first  grade  readiness  program  call  PREP  (Pupil  Readiness  for  Edu¬ 
cation  program)  has  proven  to  be  a  most  worthwhile  activity.  Designed  to  help 
children  adjust  to  the  first  grade,  the  program  serviced  sixty -five  students 
during  the  school  year  and  210  pre-first  grade  students  during  the  summer 
session. 

The  students  were  offered  many  activities  which  helped  to  develop  their 
readiness  for  first  grade.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  development  of  self- 
confidence.  In  addition,  those  students  with  particular  speech  problems  re¬ 
ceived  therapy  which  was  specifically  designed  and  programmed  for  them. 

The  elementary  schools  continued  to  progress  in  many  areas.  The  re¬ 
medial  reading  teachers  provided  an  outstanding  service  to  those  students  who 
were  in  need  of  extra  help.  The  elementary  school  library  facilities  were  ex¬ 
tended  to  two  schools.  Elementary  school  libraries  have  now  been  established 
at  the  McCulloch  School,  the  Seach  School,  the  Nevin  School,  the  Jefferson 
School,  the  Humphrey  School,  and  the  Washington  School.  The  teachers  and 
principals  continue  to  work  cooperatively  and  efficiently  to  serve  the  students 
in  the  elementary  schools.

Recognizing  the  child  as  a  creative  being  is  a  fairly  recent  development 
in  education.  Children  have  always  been  creative,  but  until  this  century  and 
especially  during  the  last  twenty  to  thirty  years,  this  fact  was  not  readily  ac¬ 
cepted.  Education  was  thought  of  as  a  process  of  transmitting  a  certain  body 
of  knowledge  to  the  student.  This  was  and  still  is  an  important  part  of  educa¬ 
tion,  but  now  education  recognizes  that  the  student  has  valuable  ideas  of  his 
own,  that  he  is  unique,  and  that  his  uniqueness  needs  to  be  fostered. 

The  artist  and  the  teacher  of  art  discovered  and  accepted  the  child  as 
a  creative  person  and  have,  therefore,  developed  the  philosophy  and  method¬ 
ology  that  promotes  creativity  in  education.  They  encouraged  the  expression 
of  ideas,  of  perceptions,  of  feelings.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  creativity  is 
now  being  brought  more  into  other  areas  of  instruction. 


Some  highlights  from  1969  follow: 

Weymouth  students  again  made  a  fine  showing  in  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards 
Exhibition.  High  School  students  won  9  Gold  Keys,  5  Blue  Ribbons,  and  15  Awards 
of  Merit;  East  Junior  High,  1  Gold  Key,  1  Blue  Ribbon,  and  4  Awards  of  Merit; 
Central  Junior,  2  Gold  Keys,  1  Blue  Ribbon,  and  5  Awards  of  Merit;  and  Bicknell 
Junior,  2  Awards  of  Merit. 


Throughout  the  early  months  of  the  year,  various  schools  held  art  ex¬ 
hibitions  in  the  Tufts  Library.  A  very  fine  exhibition  of  ceramics  and  scratch - 
board  drawings  from  Central  Junior  High  drew  interest  during  the  month  of 
April.  In  May,  enameling,  jewelry,  ceramics,  drawings,  paintings,  and  graphics 
from  the  High  School  were  featured.  A  changing  exhibition  of  art  work  from 
East  Junior  and  the  Annex  appeared  during  the  summer  months. 

Starting  in  September,  the  Art  Department  in  cooperation  with  Tufts  Li¬ 
brary  set  up  a  monthly  schedule  of  art  exhibitions  from  all  levels  of  art  instruc- 
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tion.  The  Art  Department  thanks  the  library  for  making  it  possible  to  place 
the  unusually  fine  art  work  of  our  students  before  the  public. 

On  a  monthly  basis,  the  Art  Department  also  supplies  the  Administra¬ 
tion  Building  with  art  work.  In  June,  our  elementary  art  supervisors  arranged 
a  colorful  and  attractive  exhibition  of  elementary  art  there.  Because  it  was  so 
well  received,  some  school  or  level  of  art  instruction  is  now  featured  every 
month. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers  Convention  in  October, 
the  high  school  staged  an  exhibition  of  art  work. 

In  June,  Weymouth  was  one  of  ten  South  Shore  School  Systems  to  ex¬ 
hibit  at  the  Art  Expo  sponsored  by  the  Braintree  Shopping  Plaza.  A  very  worth¬ 
while  endeavor,  it  gave  a  large  viewing  public  a  wonderful  opportunity  to  see 
the  scope  and  depth  of  contemporary  art  education.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be 
an  annual  event. 

In  May  of  this  year,  the  Weymouth  Director  of  Art,  Mr.  Philip  S.  Dolan, 
was  elected  vice  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Art  Education  Association. 

Mr.  Carl  A.  Dolan,  art  teacher  at  Central  Junior  High  School,  was  re-elected 
treasurer  of  Massachusetts  Art  Education  Association,  a  post  he  has  held  for  a 
number  of  years. 

Under  the  very  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Stephen  J.  Chop,  High  School 
students  are  completing  large  paintings  of  Weymouth’s  historical  points  of 
interest.  These  will  eventually  be  part  of  the  exhibition  in  the  room  set  a- 
side  for  the  Indian  dugout  canoe  at  Tufts  Library.  They  are  also  working  on 
a  relief  map  of  early  Weymouth,  showing  the  topography,  early  trails,  settle¬ 
ments,  and  waterways. 

An  addition  in  the  Art  Department  staff  now  makes  it  possible  to  provide 
art  instruction  to  all  our  special  classes. 

MUSIC 

The  music  program  in  Weymouth  schools  offers  opportunities  for  every 
student  to  develop  appreciation,  knowledge,  and  experience  with  music,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  interests  and  capabilities. 

With  the  help,  guidance,  and  example  of  the  music  specialist,  the  ele- 

!mentary  classroom  teacher  provides  these  experiences  with  singing,  listening 
and  creative  work.  Mrs.  Doreen  Lapierre  of  the  Weymouth  Music  Department 
was  asked  by  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers’  Association  to  give  a  demonstration 
lesson  at  the  Convention  this  year.  With  a  sixth  grade  class  from  the  Humphrey 
School,  she  presented  a  demonstration  music  lesson  in  listening,  illustrating 
most  effectively  the  use  of  the  tape  recorder  and  other  visual  aids  in  the  music 
class.  On  this  same  occasion  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hodges,  also  of  the  Weymouth 
Music  Department,  gave  an  excellent  presentation  of  the  work  she  is  doing 
with  music  for  the  Special  Education  classes. 

Among  the  objectives  of  the  junior  high  school  general  music  class  are 
the  following: 

1.  to  help  junior  high  school  students  develop  a  positive  attitude  toward 
music  as  a  means  of  expression,  as  a  study  worthy  of  their  effort  and 
attention,  and  as  a  recreation; 
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2.  to  initiate  and  encourage  group  discussion  of  every  facet  of  music 
and  musical  experience,  and  of  the  relationship  of  music  to  today’s 
life; 

3.  to  provide  opportunities  for  individual  and  group  participation  in  mu¬ 
sical  activities,  such  as  playing  the  autoharp,  guitar,  or  tone  instru¬ 
ments,  and  writing  original  music  compositions; 

4.  to  introduce  a  large  variety  of  listening  experiences  in  order  to  en¬ 
courage  the  growth  and  development  of  each  student’s  perceptive  and 
discriminative  abilities  in  listening  to  music; 

5.  to  introduce  a  variety  of  kinds  of  music  into  the  students’  listening 
experience  and  to  show  the  relationship  between  today’s  popular 
and  folk  music  and  other  types  of  music,  both  classical  and  contem¬ 
porary. 

The  elementary  instrumental  program  continues  to  grow.  All  students 
in  grades  four,  five  and  six  have  the  opportunity  to  receive  instruction  on  a 
band  or  orchestral  instrument,  providing  they  have  an  instrument  to  use. 

Over  one  hundred  beginning  instrumental  classes  were  scheduled  in  the  seven¬ 
teen  elementary  schools  last  September.  These  beginners  will  receive  periodic 
progress  reports  and  may  qualify  later  in  the  school  year  for  the  Weymouth 
Solo  &  Ensemble  Festival,  for  their  own  school  instrumental  ensemble,  or 
for  the  town -wide  All-Star  Band  or  Orchestra. 

The  11th  Annual  Solo  &  Ensemble  Festival  was  held  in  February  with  well 
over  400  Weymouth  students  participating.  The  All- Town  Elementary  Orchestra 
and  All-Star  Elementary  Band  once  again  gave  evidence  of  excellence  in  achieve¬ 
ment  at  their  Spring  Concert. 

Over  40  students  subscribed  to  the  Youth  Concert  Series  at  Symphony  Hall. 
Concerts  were  presented  by  musicians  from  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  on 
three  Saturday  mornings  during  the  school  year. 

An  Exchange  Concert  was  arranged  between  the  Weymouth  and  Middle - 
boro  Music  Departments.  It  featured  combined  orchestras,  choruses  and  bands 
from  the  two  schools. 

All  instrumental  and  choral  groups  were  given  opportunities  to  perform 
at  individual  schools,  civic  events,  seasonal  and  special  occasions 
and  on  request  from  numerous  community  organizations. 

A  particularly  unique  event  took  place  late  in  the  year  when  the  High 
School  Concert  Choir  sponsored  a  Madrigal  Dinner  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Music  Parents’  Association.  A  great  deal  of  individual  creative  effort  on  the 
part  of  students  and  director  resulted  in  an  extremely  enjoyable  evening. 

The  opening  of  South  High  School  will  enable  the  Music  Department  to 
expand  curriculum  offerings  in  music  for  all  high  school  students.  Members 
of  the  music  department  staff  have  participated  in  the  planning  of  this  new  cur¬ 
riculum. 

A  large  number  of  students  qualified  by  individual  competitive  auditions 
for  one  or  more  of  the  very  selective  area -wide  festivals  and  concerts.  The 
number  of  participating  students  was  as  follows:

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

Physical  fitness  has  been  the  main  theme  for  the  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram  in  all  Weymouth  Schools  at  all  grade  levels.  It  has  become  increasingly 
evident  among  students  that  good  physical  health  usually  results  from  fine 
physical  conditioning  and  that  formal  calisthentics  is  one  means  of  gaining 
better  physical  health.  However,  in  Weymouth  we  have  not  lost  sight  of  the 
fact  that  formal  calisthentics  and  conditioning  activities  can  be  overstressed. 
Good  physical  conditioning  is  fully  supported;  yet  physical  education  at  Wey¬ 
mouth  also  includes  all  aspects  of  the  physical  potential  of  a  person  including 
motor  skills. 

We  are  trying  to  make  the  physical  education  program  a  well-balanced  one. 

The  Special  Classes  pose  a  problem.  Because  of  lack  of  personnel,  many 
of  our  special  class  pupils  have  not  had  the  advantages  of  a  physical  education 
specialist.  Our  current  policy  is  to  integrate  those  who  are  capable  of  doing  the 
work  into  our  regular  gym  classes.  Obviously,  there  are  some  pupils  for  whom 
this  is  not  feasible.  With  an  additional  teacher  it  would  be  possible  to  have  sep¬ 
arate  gym  classes  with  activities  geared  to  the  special  abilities  of  these  pupils. 

The  lack  of  floor  and  storage  space  at  Bicknell  Junior  High  has  made  it 
necessary  to  divide  gym  periods  between  boys  and  girls.  In  some  cases,  this 
has  resulted  in  overcrowding. 

Participitation  and  interest  in  athletics  has  remained  high.  The  girls’ 
gymnastic  team  won  the  State  Team  Championship  at  Springfield.  There  are 
now  thirteen  sports  at  the  Senior  High  School  and  five  sports  in  each  of  four 
Junior  High  Schools.  There  have  been  repeated  requests  for  additional  boys’ 
and  girls’  sports.  However,  the  lack  of  space  both  indoors  and  out  prohibits 
this.  Expansion  of  the  two  present  carryover  girls’  sports,  Gymnastics  and 
Tennis,  to  the  Junior  Highs  could  be  initiated  after  the  athletic  program  is 
stable  at  the  two  Senior  High  Schools. 
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GUIDANCE

During  the  past  year,  members  of  the  Guidance  Department  have  been 
engaged  in  the  six  functions  of  guidance  of  which  counseling  is  the  most  im¬ 
portant.  Through  counseling  sessions  it  is  hoped  that  the  student  will  make 
plans  for  the  future,  will  make  wise  decisions,  will  share  his  feelings,  and 
will  discuss  his  current  attitudes.  All  this  is  done  with  the  hope  that  each 
student  will  realize  that  full  and  free  self-expression  is  the  basis  for  self- 
under  standing  and  healthy  behavior.  The  counselor’s  aim  then  is  to  increase 
the  individual’s  capacity  for  greater  self-knowledge  and,  thus,  self-direction. 

The  guidance  counselor  spends  many  hours  with  administrators,  teachers, 
representatives  of  schools,  colleges  and  industry,  and  specialists  such  as  the 
school  psychologist,  adjustment  counselor,  nurses,  attendance  officer,  private 
psychiatrists,  psychologists,  the  clergy  and  clinics,  in  orcler  to  help  many 
students  become  better  adjusted  to  school  and  community  living. 

More  than  ever,  the  counselors  have  found  themselves  working  with  parents, 
trying  to  help  them  better  understand  the  problems  which  their  children  may  be 
having.  An  attempt  is  made  to  work  out  a  course  of  action  which  will  be  satis¬ 
factory  to  both  student  and  parent. 

In  order  to  become  acquainted  with  each  student,  the  Guidance  Department 
has  its  own  inventory  card  which  is  started  in  the  seventh  grade  and  terminates 
in  the  twelfth  grade.  On  this  card  we  note  each  year  any  pertinent  information 
regarding  health,  hobbies  and  sports,  interests,  clubs  and  organizations,  likes 
and  dislikes  in  subject  fields,  part-time  work  experiences,  and  vocational  and 
educational  plans.  On  the  reverse  side  of  this  card  are  copies  of  the  yearly 
report  cards,  test  records,  personal  quality  ratings  by  teachers,  and  summer 
school  data.  All  of  this  information  gives  us  a  picture  of  the  student  as  a  person. 
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Each  year  our  educational  vocational  information  materials  are  updated. 

We  have  annual  subscriptions  to  professional  journals  as  well  as  to  Chronicle 
Guidance  Services,  Careers,  Inc.,  B’Nai  B’rith  Vocational  Service,  Lovejoy[s_ 
College  Guide  as  well  as  the  Scholarship  and  Vocational  Guides,  the  Dictionary 
of  Occupational  Titles,  and  the  Occupational  Handbook  from  the  Department  of 
Labor.  Up-to-date  college  catalogues  are  kept  on  hand. 

Testing  is  carried  on  is  Grades  8,  9  and  10  on  a  group  basis.  Individual 
tests  are  given  when  it  is  deemed  necessary  or  if  the  parent  requests  it.  At 
the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades,  national  tests  such  as  the  Preliminary  Scholas¬ 
tic  Aptitude  Test,  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test,  the  Achievement  Tests  of  the 
College  Board,  and  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Test  are  given  to  all  stu¬ 
dents  who  wish  them  or  need  them  in  order  to  be  accepted  into  a  school  of 
higher  learning. 

In  the  senior  year,  placement  plays  an  important  part  in  the  counselee’s 
life.  This  may  be  either  in  the  field  of  education  or  in  the  world  of  work.  In 
the  class  of  1969,  35.  8%  went  on  to  four -year  colleges,  27%  on  to  other  post  ¬ 
secondary  school  programs,  4.  5%  joined  the  armed  services,  28.  2%  were 
employed  while  4.  5%  were  classified  as  miscellaneous. 

New  this  year  and  winning  community  support  and  approval  is  the  method 
used  for  securing  part-time  jobs  for  students.  The  firm  having  a  part-time 
opening  contacts  the  school,  and  if  it  is  within  our  definition  of  a  proper  job, 
we  post  it  on  the  bulletin  board.  A  double  postal  card  is  then  sent  to  the  em¬ 
ployer,  and  he  informs  us  of  acceptance  or  rejection  and  the  continuing 
availability  of  the  job. 

Each  year  in  December,  we  send  out  follow-up  letters  to  the  class  which 
graduated  the  previous  June,  asking  them  to  let  us  know  where  they  are,  what 
they  are  doing,  and  if  they  have  any  suggestions  as  to  how  we  at  Weymouth 
High  can  better  serve  them.  For  the  past  few  years,  their  most  frequent  com¬ 
ment  is,  ’’Please  have  more  counselors  who  can  spend  more  time  with  us.  ” 

This  remark  applies  not  only  to  the  senior  high  counselors  by  to  the  junior  high 
counselors  as  well  because  they  are  the  ones  who  start  these  young  people 
on  their  way  toward  high  school  and  their  future.  The  results  of  the  follow-up 
study  are  released  in  November  of  the  following  year,  and  many  colleges  and 
universities  have  used  our  study  in  their  graduate  classes  as  examples  of  proper 
methodology. 

Every  member  of  the  guidance  department  has  attended  many  professional 
meetings  and  several  have  served  or  are  serving  on  committees  or  as  officers. 

The  director  and  assistant  director  have  spent  many  hours  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  the  heads  of  departments  planning  and  discussing  the  new  curriculum 
which  will  go  into  effect  in  September  of  1970  when  the  new  high  school  opens. 

SCHOOL  PSYCHOLOGIST 

Evaluating  children,  interpreting  the  findings,  conferring  with  parents, 
principals  and  teachers  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school  psychologist. 

Mental  Ability  Testing 

In  the  elementary  schools,  group  mental  ability  tests  are  administered  to 
children  in  Grades  1,  3,  and  5.  The  purpose  of  this  testing  is  to  obtain  an  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  child’s  potential  for  learning.  When  the  results  are  properly  used, 
there  is  an  understanding  of  the  child’s  strengths  and  weaknesses.  An  adjustment 
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of  the  academic  program  can  be  made  to  meet  his  needs.  However,  with  large 
classes  it  is  not  always  possible  to  individualize  the  instruction  for  all.

Individual  mental  ability  tests  are  given  to  those  children  scoring  low 
on  the  group  tests. 

Individual  tests  measure  more  than  the  general  over-all  abilities.  They 
identify  and  define  more  qualitatively  the  assets  and  deficits  in  the  learning 
power  of  the  child. 

Individual  tests  help  to  identify  the  child  with  a  specific  learning  disa¬ 
bility.  Such  a  test  is  required  by  state  law  as  a  part  of  the  diagnostic  study 
done  on  each  child  recommended  for  special  tutoring. 

Individual  tests  are  also  a  state  requirement  for  those  children  recom¬ 
mended  for  placement  in  one  of  the  special  education  classes  for  the  trainable 
or  educable.  Subsequent  testing  is  required  of  each  special  class  student 
every  second  year. 

Approximately  400  individual  testing  sessions  were  held  during  the  school 

year. 

Achievement  Testing 


Achievement  tests  are  administered  during  May  and  June  to  children  in 
Grades  3,  4a  5,  and  6.  A  profile  chart  for  each  child  graphically  shows  his 
growth  in  the  basic  sdbjects  from  year  to  year. 

A  study  of  the  Child’s  achievement  as  related  to  his  potential  is  made  by 
the  classroom  teacher.  If  the  level  of  achievement  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  level  of  potential,  the  teacher  may  recommend  the  child  for  a  diagnostic 
evaluation  to  determine  the  probable  cause  for  underachievement.

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Children  with  Special  Needs 

To  many  people,  learning  may  seem  to  be  a  rather  simple  matter  - 
one  just  applies  himself  and  does  it.  However,  learning  is  a  most  com¬ 
plex  process  and  to  many  of  our  children  a  very  frustrating  experience.  We, 
as  educators,  are  becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  the  close  relationship 
between  the  emotional  stability  and  the  physical  and  neurological  adequacy  and 
intellectual  growth. 

In  our  classes  are  children  of  average  or  better  than  average  ability,  who, 
because  of  an  emotional  involvement,  a  physical  disability,  or  neurological 
impairment  are  unable  to  achieve  to  their  fullest  potential. 

To  identify  such  children  early,  to  procure  for  them  the  necessary  treat¬ 
ment  or  therapy,  to  provide  for  them  or  to  adjust  to  them  a  meaningful  pro¬ 
gram  of  instruction  requires  the  cooperative  efforts  of  the  school,  the  family 
doctor,  the  hospital  or  clinic. 

On  our  staff  are  four  tutors  who  work  with  the  children  diagnosed  as 
having  special  needs.  This  tutorial  program  is  in  its  second  year. 

Prep  Program 

The  influence  of  the  pre-school  years  cannot  be  over -emphasized.  The 
experiences  of  the  children  during  these  early  years  have  a  significant  effect 
upon  his  intellectual  growth  and  pattern  of  behavior. 

The  behavior,  habits,  and  attitudes  learned  from  and  nurtured  by  parents 
during  the  first  six  years  are  of  the  utmost  importance  in  insuring  school  success. 

The  rate  of  growth  and  development  during  these  years  determines  to  a 
great  extent  the  rate  of  academic  growth  to  be  attained  in  school. 

Each  year  there  are  a  number  of  youngsters  entering  Grade  I  who  are  not 
ready  for  the  emotional,  social,  and  academic  demands  made  of  them.  They 
find  it  difficult  to  separate  from  the  security  of  home  or  to  adjust  to  a  large 
group  situation;  they  are  unable  to  relate  effectively  to  their  classmates  -  they 
do  not  know  how  to  play  or  share  with  them;  they  are  shy  and  withdrawn  or  over 
aggressive  and  rebellious;  they  resent  authority  and  discipline. 

For  such  children  school  becomes  a  very  trying  and  frustrating  experience. 
They  begin  to  sense  failure  and  act  out  against  it.  To  allow  them  to  remain  in 
such  an  atmosphere  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year  would  create  in  them  a 
lasting  negative  attitude  toward  school  and  learning. 

To  avoid  the  development  of  undesirable  and  unfavorable  attitudes  and  be¬ 
havior  patterns,  a  program  of  readiness  is  set  up  for  these  children.  They 
are  referred  by  the  classroom  teacher,  evaluated  by  the  school  psychologist, 
and  observed  in  the  classroom  by  the  school  adjustment  counselor.  The  re¬ 
sults  of  this  thorough  study  are  presented  to  the  director  of  instruction  who  sets 
up  the  readiness  program  known  as  Prep. 

For  the  1969-70  school  year  five  classes  of  16  children  each  are  involved  in 
the  program. 

The  interest  and  concern  of  each  classroom  teacher  and  the  cooperative 
endeavors  of  those  in  the  specialized  areas  have  done  much  to  provide  the  best 
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education  possible  for  all  the  children  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.

Agencies  with  which  the  Adjustment  Counselor  has  worked  closely  for 
the  past  year  are  as  follows:  Public  Welfare,  Division  of  the  Blind,  Division 
of  Child  Guardianship,  Family  Services,  Social  Service,  Children’s  Hospital, 
Floating  Hospital,  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  Carney  Hospital,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Mental  Health  Center,  Catholic  Boys’  Guidance  Center,  Protestant 
Youth  Center,  Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission,  United  Community 
Service,  Quincy  Juvenile  Court. 

In  the  past  year  a  closer  working  relationship  with  welfare  department 
personnel  has  provided  more  consistent  help  for  the  school-age  child  who  is 
also  served  by  this  department. 

Principals,  Teachers,  Guidance  Counselors,  other  school  personnel  and 
parents  serve  as  sources  for  referrals  concerning  children  with  adjustment 
problems. 

First  Grade  Program 


Visits  are  made  to  first  grade  classrooms  to  detect  children  who  were 
experiencing  poor  school  adjustment  in  the  first  two  months  of  school.  This 
is  the  fourth  year  this  procedure  has  been  in  progress.  It  is  a  worthwhile 
endeavor,  for  children  who  would  be  failures  in  the  first  grade  for  various 
reasons  are  taken  out  of  their  regular  classes  and  placed  in  PREP  classes 
where  they  grow  in  readiness  and  required  skills  for  first  grade  work.  As 
a  result,  the  number  of  children  who  are  now  seen  in  grades  4  or  5  with  poor 
self-image,  frustrations,  and  other  problems  is  diminishing.  Success  builds 
on  success.  PREP  certainly  does  this  for  the  immature,  insecure  child  who 
for  various  reasons  cannot  meet  the  initial  demands  for  grade  1. 

Referrals  from  the  secondary  level  continue  to  increase  and  be  the  area 
of  concern  at  this  time. 

It  is  evident  that  the  pressures  which  exist  in  our  current  society  are 
affecting  the  attitudes  and  the  behavior  of  children,  age  12  -  17,  in  grades 
7-12.  This  past  year,  an  increased  amount  of  time  has  been  given  to  this 
age  group.  The  search  to  find  one’s  identity  and  attain  reasonable  vocational 
goals  are  resolved  in  these  years.  Successful  resolution  of  these  phases  of 
growth  and  development  depend  on  the  foundation  begun  in  the  home,  the  school 
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and  the  world  we  live  in.  The  pupil  who  meets  with  an  unsuccessful  resolution 
or  a  poor  school  adjustment  is  often  a  child  of  a  broken  home,  an  unsupervised 
home,  or  insufficient  parental  interest.  The  task  at  hand  is  to  instill  confidence, 
meaningful  goals,  and  better  home  communication,  particularly  parent  -  child. 
This  requires  an  increase  in  maturity  and  self-understanding.  Some  children 
can  achieve  this;  others  become  frustrated  and  turn  their  energies  toward  non- 
fulfulling  activities.  Drugs  play  a  role  in  their  easy  accessibility,  but  not  as 
a  direct  cause.  The  maladjusted  person  is  an  easy  prey  for  drugs  as  a  solu¬ 
tion  to  his  problems.  The  use  of  them  is  symptomatic  of  a  deeper  situation.

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A  new  Instructional  Materials  Catalog  will  be  issued  early  in  1970.  It  will 
include  all  of  the  filmstrips,  sets,  8mm  single  concept  films  and  study  prints 
currently  owned  by  the  system.  All  Instructional  Materials  are  keyed  to  IBM 
cards  for  cataloging  and  inventory. 

Educational  television,  via  the  21 -inch  Classroom,  WGBH-TV,  Channel  2, 
was  continued  for  the  twelfth  year.  Over  thirty -five  programs  were  offered  for 
students  from  the  elementary  to  the  high  school  level. 

WHS-TV,  the  closed-circuit  television  facilities  in  the  high  school,  were 
used  very  successfully  during  1969.  The  Political  Science  Club  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  producting  programs  for  the  student  body. 

The  preview  and  evaluation  program  was  continued  during  1969.  All  mater¬ 
ials  which  were  purchased  during  the  year  were  first  previewed  by  members  of  the 
teaching  staff.  A  large  number  of  favorably  evaluated  materials  were  purchased 
during  the  past  year. 

The  aid  of  the  department  was  enlisted  for  many  projects  including  the 
Senior  Play,  Athletic  Banquets,  Town  Meetings,  a  large  number  of  picture - 
taking  assignments,  plus  various  other  activities  throughout  the  town. 

HEALTH  SERVICES 

Few  people  realize  how  extensive  and  varied  a  school  nurse’s  work  is. 

School  Health  Services  are  all  designed  to  assist  in  protecting  or  improving 
student  health  and  to  secure  information  necessary  to  assist  in  adapting  school 
programs  to  the  mental  and  physical  abilities  and  needs  of  each  student. 

The  Weymouth  School  Health  Services  require  the  coordinated  efforts  of 
administrators,  teachers,  counselors,  physicians,  nurses,  psychologists,  and 
others  if  they  are  to  succeed.  They  are  designed  to  serve  the  following 
purposes: 

1.  To  appraise  the  health  status  of  students 

2.  To  counsel  students,  parents  and  school  personnel  in  health  matters 

3.  To  encourage  the  correction  of  remediable  defects 

4.  To  identify  handicapped  students 

5.  To  help  prevent  and  control  communicable  diseases 

6.  To  provide  emergency  care  for  sick  or  injured  students 

Many  of  the  services  provided  by  the  school  health  program  are  either 
required  by  State  law  or  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Public  Health.  Physical  examinations  are  required  in  Grades  1,  4,  7,  10  and 
previous  to  the  participation  in  competitive  sports.  If  any  defect  is  found,  the 
parent  or  guardian  is  notified.  He,  in  turn,  should  then  consult  the  family 
physician.  All  pupils  have  their  vision  and  hearing  tested  annually  by  a  quali¬ 
fied  tester,  who  uses  methods  approved  by  the  Division  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Care  Health  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  Weighing  and  measuring  is  done 
every  year  by  school  nurses  in  the  elementary  schools.  In  the  junior  and  senior 
high  schools,  this  is  done  by  the  physical  education  instructors.  Parents  are 
always  informed  of  any  abnormalities. 

Immunization  clinics  for  protection  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  are 
held  annually  for  Grades  1,  5  and  10.  Polio  vaccine  is  given  to  such  age 
groups  and  at  such  times  as  is  recommended  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health. 
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The  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Association  recommends 
when  clinics  for  the  discovery  of  tuberculosis  are  to  be  held.  Parental  per¬ 
mission  is  required  before  a  child  can  participate  in  these  two  clinics.  Final¬ 
ly,  a  Dental  Health  Clinic,  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health,  is  held  annually 
for  children  in  Grades  2,  3,  5,  and  6.  All  pupils  are  examined,  but  only  children 
whose  families  cannot  afford  to  have  work  done  by  their  private  dentist  may  have 
work  done  by  the  school  dentists  and  dental  hygienist. 

It  need  hardly  be  emphasized  that  13,208  is  a  lot  of  children  and  a  lot 
of  future  adults.  Although  it  is  primarily  the  parents’  responsibility  to  keep 
a  child  physically  and  emotionally  well,  the  school  works  with  parents  or 
guardians  to  achieve  this  goal  of  good  health  for  all  Weymouth  children.  At 
the  center  of  this  cooperative  effort  stands  the  school  nurse.  Very  few  people 
know  the  home  and  neighborhood  of  each  child  so  intimately  as  the  school 
health  nurses.  Because  one  of  their  major  activities  is  home  visiting  they 
learn  and  understand  what  this  home  environment  is  and  its  relationship  to  a 
child’s  health.  School  nurses  are,  therefore,  in  an  excellent  position  to  act 
as  liaison  between  the  school  and  the  home  and  the  other  community  agencies. 

Home  instruction  for  the  physically  handicapped  can  be  given  by  a  visiting 
teacher.  Parents  should  report  to  the  school  nurse  and  teacher,  children  who 
are  or  have  been  afflicted  with  any  disability  which  would  interfere  with  normal 
physical  exercise  or  classroom  performance. 

The  number  of  children  with  physical  defects  is  amazingly  high.  Finding 
trouble  is  only  the  first  step  in  any  school  health  program.  Unless  the  advice 
of  health  officials  is  acted  upon  by  the  parents,  the  program  is  of  no  value.  In 
the  health  area  especially,  cooperative  unverstanding  between  the  school  and  the 
home  is  necessary  for  the  child’s  welfare. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

A  program  of  education  against  the  abuses  of  drugs,  alcohol  and  tobacco 
is  a  new  concept  in  public  school  systems.  The  exact  content  and  method  of 
presentation  must,  of  necessity,  be  experimental  at  its  inception,  since  no 
’’cure-all”  curriculum  exists  from  which  effective  guidelines  can  be  drawn. 

The  initial  phase  of  health  education  in  Weymouth  is  threefold: 

(1)  visiting  with  experts  and  interested  workers  who  are  involved  with  these 
social  problems,  (2)  initiating  ’’pilot”  courses  of  learning  for  youth  and  adults, 
and  (3)  instilling  in  the  community  a  realization  that  educators  are  concerned. 

Before  a  purposeful  health  program  can  begin,  dialogue  with  informed 
people  is  essential  for  amassing  pertinent  data  and  literature.  Knowledge 
by  townsfolk  that  action  has  been  taken  to  formulate  and  promulgate  solid, 
practical,  preventive  education  against  drug,  alcohol,  or  tobacco  abuses  is 
most  desirable.  Success  which  is  attained  primarily  through  an  informed 
and  cooperative  citizenry  is  imperative.  Open  discussions  by  youth  with 
presentations  of  all  issues  are  taking  place  at  the  high  school  and  junior  high 
levels.  Plans  have  been  initiated  to  present  an  informative  adult  education 
course  in  our  Evening  School.  Such  learning  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  conjunction  with  and  under  the  advise¬ 
ment  of  the  Health  Education  Coordinator.

Hospital  Clinic;  Boston  City  Hospital  Drug  Treatment  Clinic;  Bridgewater 
State  Hospital;  Massachusetts’  Attorney  General’s  Office  -  Division  of  Drug 
Abuse  Control;  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy;  Massachusetts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education;  Massachusetts  Department  of  Health;  Massachusetts 
Inter-agency  Council  on  Smoking  and  Health;  and  Massachusetts  Rehabilitation 
Commission. 

Other  organizations  consulted  were  Massachusetts  State  Police,  Mass¬ 
achusetts  Tubercular  Society,  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  New 
England  Memorial  Hospital,  Norfolk  County  District  Attorney’s  Office,  Norfolk 
County  T.  B.  and  R.  D.  Association,  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Association, 

Teen  Challenge,  Weymouth  Board  of  Health,  Weymouth  Council  of  Churches, 
Weymouth  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  the  Weymouth  Police  Department. 

Individuals  consulted  for  program  assistance  include  Braintree,  Lowell, 
Norwell,  and  Quincy,  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools,  Adjustment  Counselor,  the 
Bureau  of  Narcotics  and  Dangerous  Drugs,  and  the  Drug  Division  of  Federal 
Food  and  Drug  Administration. 

Weymouth  is  a  pioneer  in  the  area  of  health  research  as  it  pertains  to  drug, 
alcohol,  and  tobacco  abuses.  The  Health  Education  Coordinator  looks  to  the  fu¬ 
ture  with  hope  and  a  basic  confidence  that  preventive  education  will  be  successful. 
Most  of  our  youth  want  to  know  all  the  facts,  and  many  of  our  adults  are  eager 
to  assist  and  learn.  Our  slogan  for  drug  abuse  must  be  ”NO  KNOW  -  not  NO  NO!  ’’ 
and  our  goal  must  be  Good  Health  through  Good  Practices. 

HOME  INSTRUCTION  FOR  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED  CHILDREN 

Home  instructors  bring  the  vast  resources  of  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools 
into  homes  and  hospitals  for  children  unable  to  attend  regular  classes.  From 
January  to  December  of  1969,  22  pupils  in  the  elementary  grades  and  41  in  the 
secondary  grades  receive  instruction  at  home.  Automobile  accidents  and  play¬ 
time  fractures  seems  to  most  frequently  cause  confinements  at  home.  As  one 
more  disease  comes  under  preventive  control,  the  number  of  children  contracting 
Rheumatic  fever  has  dropped  to  one. 

Educators  stress  that  it  is  just  as  important  for  the  children  in  the  lower 
grades  to  keep  abreast  of  their  studies  during  illness  as  it  is  for  those  in  the 
upper  grades.  Parents  should  understand  the  importance  of  home  instruction 
in  relation  to  a  child’s  rapid  readjustment  upon  his  return  to  the  classroom. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION  SERVICES 

During  the  past  year  special  education  services  to  meet  the  educational 
needs  of  exceptional  children  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  have  been  ex¬ 
panded.  Many  people  have  helped  facilitate  these  services. 

Administrators,  teachers,  volunteer  aides,  civic  groups,  parents,  and 
students  have  joined  in  a  combined  effort  to  upgrade  the  educational  program 
for  over  290  slow -learners,  children  with  perceptual  handicaps,  and  children 
with  social  and  emotional  problems. 

In  an  effort  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  number  of  handicapped  children  who 
were  not  benefiting  from  the  integrated  educable  class  program,  an  entirely 
new  concept  in  special  education  was  initiated  with  the  establishment  of  two 
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transitional  classes. 

A  new  tutorial  program  for  children  with  social  and  emotional  problems 
was  initiated  to  service  the  needs  of  a  growing  number  of  maladjusted  and 
disturbed  school  children. 

The  special  education  department  was  awarded  a  state  and  federal  grant 
in  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  South  Shore  Instructional  Ma¬ 
terials  and  Resource  Center.  This  ’’center"  will  be  housed  at  the  Fogg  Library 
and  will  provide  materials  for  use  with  handicapped  children  by  teachers,  parents, 
and  college  students  of  eight  South  Shore  communities. 

The  Weymouth  Satellite  Rehabilitation  Workshop  -  the  first  school  program 
of  its  kind  in  the  state  -  received  its  second  annual  license  to  train  and  reha¬ 
bilitate  severly  handicapped  teen-agers.  In  recent  months,  similar  programs 
have  been  created  in  metropolitan  and  suburban  communities  by  educators  who 
had  visited  the  Weymouth  "shop"  and  used  the  Weymouth  program  to  establish 
guidelines  for  organization  and  instruction. 

"Operation  H.  E.  L.  P.  ",  a  volunteer  program  to  Help  Encourage  Learning 
Potential,  demonstrated  for  the  second  year  how  the  school  and  the  community 
can  join  in  a  cooperative  venture  to  help  children  learn.  The  Weymouth  Gar¬ 
den  Club  offers  an  outstanding  garden  therapy  and  nature  study  program  to 
slow -learners  in  five  elementary  ungraded  classes.  Adult  Girl  Scout  leaders 
provide  valuable  character  building  and  personality  development  programs  for 
severely  handicapped  girls.  Boy  Scouts  train  severely  handicapped  boys  in  first 
aid  and  safety  education.  Camp  Fire  leaders  provide  group  activities  for  slow- 
learners  of  primary  school  age.  Over  40  parents  work  in  a  volunteer  aide  pro¬ 
gram  to  provide  motor  coordination  and  visual  tracking  exercises  for  perceptu¬ 
ally  handicapped  children.  Honor  students  at  each  of  the  junior  high  schools 
and  members  of  the  National  Honor  Society  and  Junior  Spiritual  Values  and 
Morals  Committee  tutor  slow-learners  and  serve  as  Big  Brothers  and  Big  Sis¬ 
ters  to  severely  handicapped  children.  Local  employers  continue  to  hire  and 
train  members  of  the  Work-study  Class.  Of  the  twelve  handicapped  teen-agers 
"graduated"  last  June,  nine  hold  full-time  positions  in  the  world  of  work. 

The  School  Committee  and  Administration  continue  to  demonstrate  a  firm 
commitment  to  provide  needed  services  for  the  handicapped  children  of  Weymouth. 
Teachers  throughout  the  system  continue  to  offer  their  skills,  interest,  and  under¬ 
standing  in  providing  for  the  program  of  integration  which  is  so  vital  to  the  per¬ 
sonal,  social  and  academic  growth  of  each  child.  The  Special  Education  Services 
staff  continues  to  work  enthusiastically,  dedicated  to  the  premise  that  all  chil¬ 
dren  can  learn. 

In  a  cooperative  program  with  the  South  Shore  Mental  Health  Center,  Wey¬ 
mouth  provides  transportation  to  local  clinical  nurseries  for  retarded,  cere¬ 
bral  palsied,  emotionally  disturbed  and  multiple  handicapped  children  of  pre¬ 
school  age. 

Weymouth  participates  in  furnishing  day  care  services  for  severely 
handicapped  and  multiple  handicapped  children  who  cannot  enter  school. 

We  believe  that  classrooms  for  the  slow-learners  and/or  retarded  child 
should  be  located  in  regular  school  buildings.  Exceptional  children  should  be 
allowed  and  encouraged  to  participate  in  as  many  regular  school  activities  as 
possible,  especially  when  success  is  probable. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty -seven  slow -learners  and  retarded  children  are 
housed  in  thirteen  classrooms  in  public  school  buildings.  There  are  six 
classes  for  exceptional  children  of  elementary  school  age,  three  classes  for 
teen-agers  of  junior  high  school  age  and  one  class  for  teen-agers  of  high 
school  age.  There  are  also  three  classes  for  severely  handicapped  children 
of  Weymouth. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  children  diagnosed  as  perceptually  handicapped 
(commonly  referred  to  as  dyslexia)  are  being  tutored  three  times  a  week  by 
three  tutors  who  travel  throughout  the  school  system. 

Eight  children  who  have  social  and  emotional  problems  are  being  tutored 
in  their  schools  in  order  to  help  them  adjust,  be  successful,  and  remain  in 
the  regular  classroom  setting. 

The  success  of  the  Special  Education  Program  depends  to  a  great  degree 
on  the  many  school  system  personnel  who  have  joined  and  pooled  their  specific 
talents  to  provide  a  realistic  and  practical  educational  experience  for  the  handi¬ 
capped  child. 

SPEECH  AND  HEARING  THERAPY 

Weymouth  Public  Schools  now  has  the  services  of  five  speech  and  hearing 
therapists.  All  the  elementary  schools  and  junior  high  schools  are  served  by 
the  speech  and  hearing  program.  Each  fall,  children  with  possible  speech, 
language,  or  hearing  problems  are  screened.  Of  the  1,355  children  examined, 
135  were  referred  for  further  evaluation,  384  were  scheduled  for  re -checking, 
443  were  dismissed,  and  391  were  enrolled  in  therapy. 

In  addition,  the  speech  and  hearing  therapists  provided  a  speech  and  lang¬ 
uage  evaluation  and  an  individual  hearing  test  for  each  child  who  would  enter 
the  first  grade  in  the  fall. 

The  problems  remedied  by  speech  therapy  include  poor  articulation,  delaye 
speech  and  language  development,  cerebral  palsy,  cleft  palate,  and  stuttering. 
Hard  of  hearing  children  are  given  auditory  training  and  lip  reading.  On  a  prior  it 
basis,  children  are  scheduled  on  the  basis  of  need. 

The  speech  and  hearing  program  now  has  adequate  personnel  for  treating 
children  in  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools.  The  need  for  improvement  now  lies 
in  the  area  of  better  remedial  facilities  and  materials. 

DRIVER  EDUCATION 

Driver  Education  is  available  to  all  students  in  the  high  school.  They  are 
required  to  attend  thirty  hours  of  classwork  as  well  as  six  hours  of  behind-the- 
wheel  training  and  six  hours  of  observation  time  in  the  car.  Emphasis  is  placed 
on  developing  proper  attitudes,  safety  procedures,  and  driving  skills.  One  of 
the  benefits  of  this  training  is  a  substantial  reduction  in  insurance  rates,  es¬ 
pecially  for  boys.

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

With  the  increase  in  student  enrollment  throughout  the  Town  has  come  a 
corresponding  increase  in  demand  for  library  services.  All  school  libraries 
experienced  the  rising  use  of  their  facilities  in  books  circulated,  instruction 
given  in  basic  library  skills,  and  the  need  for  extended  shelf  and  storage  space, 
for  additional  books  and  periodicals. 

In  the  high  school,  the  year  1969  saw  a  sharp  increase  in  demand  for 
specialized  library  services.  Teacher  requests  for  the  preparation  of  subject 
bibliographies,  reading  lists,  and  instruction  to  their  classes  in  research 
techniques  reached  an  all-time  high.  During  the  year  more  than  12,000 
library  passes  were  given  to  high  school  students,  permitting  them  to  come 
to  the  library  during  their  study  periods.  Hundreds  of  students  were  given 
special  permission  from  their  subject  teachers  to  spend  all  or  part  of  class 
periods  working  on  individual  or  group  library  projects.  Large  numbers  of 
pupils  also  used  the  library  before  and  after  school  hours. 

Although  in  the  past  two  years  the  most  important  magazines  have  been 
placed  on  microfilm,  they  had  been  inaccessible  to  high  school  research  stu¬ 
dents  because  the  library  did  not  own  a  microfilm  reader.  The  acquisition  of 
a  Xerox  1013  Microfilm  Reader  has  at  last  become  a  reality  -  a  gift  of  the 
Class  of  1959. 

The  High  School  library  has  continued  its  development  into  a  first-rate 
resource  center.  1,407  books  have  been  purchased,  processed,  and  are  currently 
in  circulation.  Another  330  titles  delivered  during  December  still  await  pro¬ 
cessing.  Emphasis  in  the  selection  of  books  was  placed  on  backing  up  courses 
being  offered  for  the  first  time  this  year  --in  particular  Black  Studies,  Russian 
Affairs,  Film -Making — as  well  as  preparing  for  the  projected  elective  program 
of  studies  which  will  become  part  of  the  curriculum  in  September  1970.  Other 
subjects  now  well-represented  in  the  high  school  collection  include  drugs,  alco¬ 
hol,  smoking,  psychology,  parapsychology,  the  consumer  economics.  These 
topics  are  of  prime  interest  and  concern  to  the  students.  The  library  also  con¬ 
tinues  to  expand  and  improve  the  research  facilities  of  the  library  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  items  such  as  the  Congressional  Quarterly  Service,  Editorial  Research 
Reports,  and  the  latest  editions  of  the  Encyclopedia  of  the  Social  Sciences, 
Collier’s  Encyclopedia,  and  American  People’s  Encyclopedia. 

Throughout  the  Town,  close  cooperation  between  the  librarians  and  school 
staff  have  given  teachers  the  opportunity  to  make  high-level  use  of  library  re- 
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sources  in  their  classes.  Each  library  is  well-staffed  with  student  volunteers 
who  help  their  fellow  students  in  finding,  checking  out,  and  returning  library 
materials.  An  assistant  librarian  has  been  added  to  the  staff  of  the  Weymouth 
High  School  Annex  and  East  Junior  High  School.  An  additional  secretary  to  the 
school  librarians  is  also  needed. 

South  Junior  High  School  reported  an  improvement  in  storage  facilities 
with  the  addition  of  six  movable  double  bookcases. 

The  allotment  of  Public  Law  89-10,  Title  n  funds  this  year  amounted  to 
$10,  612.  00.  Central  Junior  High  and  South  Junior  High  Libraries  each  had 
about  $1, 000  to  spend.  The  balance  was  used  to  provide  books  for  elementary 
libraries  at  the  Humphrey,  Jefferson,  Nevin,  Seach  and  Washington  Schools.

During  the  year  1969,  two  basic  changes  were  made  in  the  Evening 
School  operation.  First,  course  offerings  were  recognized  under  two  principals; 
second,  a  26-page  booklet  providing  information  about  the  Adult  Education 
Program  was  printed  and  distributed  to  more  than  1400  people. 

In  order  to  satisfy  a  requirement  of  the  Division  of  Occupational  Educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  all  Evening  Practical  Arts 
Classes  in  the  five  schools  were  placed  under  the  same  principal  as  the  Even¬ 
ing  Trade  Extension  and  Apprentice  classes.  Mr.  Otto  H.  Mahn  assumed  his 
dual  responsibility.  All  other  evening  classes,  including  commercial,  academic  , 
personal  development,  free  and  special  classes  were  placed  under  Mr.  Vincent 
J.  DiSessa  as  principal. 

The  booklet  included  information  about  registration,  dates  of  classes, 

"No  School"  rules  and  Make-up  plans.  Each  course  offered  was  described 
in  two  or  three  sentences.  Also  included  were  the  day,  hours,  fee,  school 
location  and  the  name  of  the  instructor.  Thirty -six  courses  were  described 
in  the  booklet.  Registration  by  mail  was  possible  by  using  the  form  printed  on 
the  back  page.  This  booklet  has  apparently  worked  out  well.  An  annual  re¬ 
vision  will  be  necessary. 

A  total  of  sixty -six  classes  were  filled,  and  1314  registrants  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  expanded  evening  school  opportunities. 

The  annual  product  displays  of  the  evening  practical  arts  and  a  few  other 
classes  were  held  on  successive  nights  at  South  Junior  High  and  at  Weymouth 
High  School.  Members  of  clothing  and  dressmaking  classes  took  part  in  style 
shows  both  evenings.

SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  eleventh  session  of  the  Weymouth  Summer  School  commenced  on 
Monday,  June  23,  1969,  with  an  enrollment  of  577  and  ran  for  six  weeks, 
ending  August  1.  All  classes  met  at  Weymouth  High  School. 

The  summer  school  brochure  was  printed  by  the  Graphic  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Vocational  School  and  was  distributed  in  the  schools.  Registra¬ 
tion  began  early  in  June  and  was  completed  by  June  25.  Newspaper  and  radio 
publicity  helped  to  attract  students. 

Once  again,  Driver  Education  was  the  most  popular  course,  with  Sewing 
and  Typing  the  next  most  attractive.  About  62%  of  the  students  enrolled  in  courses 
to  make  up  a  deficiency  or  to  review  a  subject;  35%  took  enrichment  courses; 
and  3%  took  preview  courses. 

The  577  students  represented  the  following  schools:  Weymouth  public 
schools  508;  Weymouth  parochial  schools  19;  area  parochial  high  schools  27; 
other  public  schools  17;  college  5;  and  one  adult  student. 

Small  class  sizes  are  the  key  to  much  of  the  progress  students  make  in 
summer  school.  Elementary  classes  averaged  9;  junior  high  school  classes  10; 
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and  senior  high  classes  9.  Enrichment  classes  ran  larger:  art  16,  sewing  20, 
theater  workshop  13,  typing  19,  driver  education  37  for  the  complete  course, 
and  computer:  math  8. 

Four  classes  for  the  perceptually  handicapped  were  conducted  for  grades 
1  to  7.  This  was  the  only  new  offering  in  1969.  Two  field  trips  -  to  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  and  to  one  of  the  Harvard  museums  -  were  made  by  the  class  in 
Origins  of  the  Western  World. 

Open  house,  was  held  on  Thursday,  July  31.  It  featured  displays  of  the 
products  of  classes  in  art,  sewing,  typing,  perceptual  training  and  the  com¬ 
puter;  three  one -act  plays  and  a  fashion  show  were  also  presented.

FEDERAL  PROJECTS  ASSET  AND  PREP 

As  part  of  its  effort  to  improve  the  educational  opportunities  of  children 
from  low  income  families,  in  1965  the  federal  government  made  funds  avail¬ 
able  under  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act.  A  community 
could  qualify  for  monetary  help  under  this  title  if  it  could  show  that  a  percentage 
of  its  student  program  come  from  low  income  families  and  if  it  would  develop  a 
special  program  to  assist  these  children  in  overcoming  their  educational  handi¬ 
caps.  Once  the  program  was  approved  for  funding,  other  children  in  the  com¬ 
munity  could  take  advantage  of  it. 

The  town  of  Weymouth  developed  Project  ASSET  and  a  special  pre-school 
readiness  program  called  PREP  (Pupil  Readiness  for  Education  Program).  Both 
of  these  programs  were  initially  approved  and  funded  in  1965.  For  the  last 
school  year  of  1968-1969,  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  received  $84,395.36  for 
ASSET  and  an  additional  grant  of  $21, 125.00  for  the  1969  summer  PREP. 

Of  the  675  students  who  participated  in  the  ASSET  program,  370  received 
instruction  in  remedial  reading,  210  were  provided  with  speech  therapy,  20 
participated  in  a  work  study  program,  and  75  received  intensive  instruction  in 
winter  PREP  classes.  Two  hundred  and  ten  pre-school  children  were  involved 
in  the  summer  PREP  classes. 

Children  enrolled  in  both  the  winter  and  summer  PREP  classes  were  given 
a  variety  of  experiences  to  develop  those  skills  necessary  for  satisfactory  first 
grade  work.  Class  size  was  limited  to  no  more  than  15  so  that  the  children  re¬ 
ceived  individualized  attention  and  guidance  in  their  preparatory  work  for  let¬ 
ter,  color,  and  number  recognition.  The  children  participated  in  the  variety 
of  games  and  musical  activities  to  sharpen  their  coordination  and  ability  to  get 
along  with  others.  They  participated  in  many  listening  and  speech  activities 
to  develop  auditory  and  vocal  abilities.  Most  important,  the  children  learned 
to  anticipate  the  first  grade  as  an  eagerly -awaited,  rewarding  and  happy  place 
away  from  home. 
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During  the  regular  school  year,  children  were  tested  in  the  elementary 
grades  to  discover  if  they  required  remedial  speech  or  reading  assistance.  This 
facet  of  ASSET  attempted  to  get  at  speech  or  reading  problems  before  they  in¬ 
terfered  with  regular  class  achievement  or  before  they  caused  emotional  problems 
for  the  child.  Working  with  a  limited  ratio  of  pupils  to  a  specialist,  the  reading 
or  speech  teacher  could  give  each  child  intensive  exercises  and  lessons  to  help 
him  to  overcome  his  particular  problem. 

In  the  high  school,  juniors  and  seniors  who  appeared  to  be  potential  drop¬ 
outs  from  school  were  given  remedial  reading  to  help  them  improve  their  stand¬ 
ing  in  their  regular  classwork.  They  were  also  scheduled  for  early  release 
during  the  school  day  so  that  they  could  assist  financially  at  home  by  securing  a 
part-time  job.  Without  this  early  release  provision,  many  would  have  been  re¬ 
quired  to  leave  school  permanently  to  seek  full-time  employment.  Each  student 
received  counseling  and  help  in  finding  local  employment. 

All  aspects  of  Project  ASSET  and  PREP  have  demonstrated  that  much  can 
be  done  to  help  children  succeed  in  school.  The  key  to  the  projects’  success  is 
that  individualized  instruction  and  imaginative  programs  do  help  children  with 
educational  handicaps.  Their  improved  school  work  is  the  proof.

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REPORT  OF  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  meetings  for  this  committee  were  scheduled  on  a  bi-monthly  basis 
during  the  1969  calendar  year.  The  second  Tuesday  of  each  month  was  re¬ 
served  for  general  business,  and  the  fourth  Tuesday  used  for  progress  inspec¬ 
tions  at  the  site  and  the  preparation,  receipt  and  approvals  of  the  furniture  and 
equipment  contracts. 

The  site  work  contract  was  substantially  completed  by  October  1969.  The 
finished  surface  of  the  running  track  and  the  final  manicuring  of  the  athletic 
fields  have  been  postponed  until  the  spring  of  1970.  This  contract  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  within  the  budget  specified  for  this  portion  of  the  work. 

The  General  Building  Contract  has  progressed  smoothly.  With  the  foun¬ 
dations  substantially  completed  by  the  end  of  January,  the  contractor  utilized 
the  remainder  of  the  next  two  months  to  erect  the  structural  steel,  thus  enabl¬ 
ing  the  masonry  to  start  as  early  as  possible  in  March  in  anticipation  of  com¬ 
pletely  enclosing  the  building  for  the  interior  finish  trades  late  in  the  fall. 

This  schedule  could  not  be  adhered  to  because  of  a  work  stoppage  by  the 
carpenters  that  lasted  for  43  calendar  days  and  crippled  the  construction  in¬ 
dustry  in  Massachusetts  during  May  and  June.  The  contractor  is  at  present 
one  month  behind  schedule  with  the  temporary  heat  turned  on  in  mid -Dec ember, 
enabling  the  plastering  and  tile  work  to  be  started  by  the  first  of  the  year.  The 
contractor  has  advised  this  committee  in  writing  that  it  is  their  desire  to  de¬ 
liver  this  project  on  time. 


The  Furniture  and  Equipment  Contracts  have  been  worked  on  diligently 
by  both  the  Weymouth  Public  Schools  and  this  Committee,  and  presently  we 
have  contracted  40%  of  the  items  contemplated  under  this  expenditure.  This 
allotment  could  be  exceeded  by  10%  because  of  the  inflationary  market  which 
presently  exists;  however,  we  anticipate  that  this  will  be  offset  by  a  NDEA 
reinbursement  approved  for  special  projects  recommended  for  the  school 
programs. 

The  estimated  total  project  cost  for  the  new  South  Senior  High  School  as 
of  January  9,  1970  is  within  the  appropriated  amount  and  itemized  as  follows:

BUILDING  COMMITTEE  FOR  AN  ADDITION  TO  THE  WILLIAM  SEACH  SCHOOL 

The  committee  met  19  times  during  1969. 

Due  to  excellent  cooperation  among  the  Committee,  the  Weymouth  Public 
Schools,  the  Architects  (Edward  J.  Tedesco  Associates  of  Winchester),  and  the 
general  contractor  (Wexler  Construction  Company,  Inc.  of  Newton),  construction 
is  progressing  satisfactorily.  At  this  time,  the  project  is  approximately  75% 
complete,  in  accordance  with  the  completion  schedule  provided  by  the  general 
contractor  prior  to  the  start  of  the  work. 

The  final  major  task  for  the  Committee  is  the  furnishing  and  equipping 
of  the  school  addition.  The  bidding  procedures  for  both  of  these  items  have 
been  initiated,  again  with  the  cooperation  of  the  administration  of  the  Wey¬ 
mouth  Public  Schools. 

The  Committee  anticipates  no  major  delays.  The  addition  should  be 
ready  for  full  utilization  in  September  of  1970.

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REPORT  OF  THE  UNION  STREET  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Union  Street  School  Building  Committee  was  authorized  by  a  vote  of 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1969.  The  Committee  was  appointed  by 
the  Town  Moderator  in  May  and  organized  on  June  2,  1969.  Its  task  is  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  obtain  bids  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  elementary  school  to  contain  18  classrooms,  Kindergarten  rooms,  and 
other  Special  facilities  on  Town- owned  land  off  Union  Street  in  South  Weymouth. 

The  Committee  met  22  times  in  1969.  Several  architects  were  inter¬ 
viewed,  and  the  firm  of  Kenneth  F.  Parry  and  Associates,  Inc. ,  was  en¬ 
gaged  to  prepare  the  plans  and  specifications;  a  contract  was  signed  with  the 
architect  on  August  7,  1969. 

The  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  approved  the  educational  specifications  and  the  site  in  September 
of  1969,  and  approved  the  preliminary  plans  in  October,  1969. 

Final  plans  and  specifications  are  approaching  completion.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  project  will  be  put  out  for  bids  in  late  January,  1970.  An 
article  has  been  submitted  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1970  to  provide  funds  for  building  and  equipping  this  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WESSAGUSSET  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

BUILDING  COMMITTEE 

The  Wessagusset  Elementary  School  Building  Committee  was  organized 
by  vote  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  May  12,  1969.  The  Town  Modera¬ 
tor  announced  the  appointment  of  a  seven -man  building  committee  on  Septem¬ 
ber  10,  1969. 

The  Committee  held  its  organizational  meeting  on  September  18,  1969 
and  was  charged  by  the  Town  Moderator  with  the  responsibility  of  obtaining 
bids  for  the  construction  of  a  new  elementary  school  of  eighteen  classrooms, 
kindergarten  rooms  and  other  special  facilities,  on  town- owned  land  in  the 
so-called  Municipal  Parking  area  in  North  Weymouth. 

After  considering  a  list  of  seventeen  architects,  interviewing  seven  and 
re -interviewing  three,  this  committee  voted  unanimously  on  October  25,  1969 
to  employ  the  services  of  Drummey,  Rosane  and  Anderson  of  Newton  Lower 
Falls. 

The  Committee  has  met  eleven  times  since  its  organization  in  September. 
In  addition,  the  representatives  of  the  Committee  have  met  with  the  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  on  Friday, 
October  31,  1969.  Following  this  meeting,  approval  was  received  from  the 
Bureau  on  November  19,  1969  of  (1)  the  educational  specifications  and  (2)  the 
site. 

Year’s  end  finds  the  Committee  reviewing  preliminary  schemes  and 
drawings  as  presented  by  the  architect. 

A  complete  soils  survey  has  been  prepared  by  the  firm  of  Goldberg  and 
Zoino,  Soils  Consultants;  three  alternate  plans  for  drainage  and  site  develop¬ 
ment  have  been  presented  to  this  Committee;  and  tentative  approval  of  a  plan 
has  been  adopted.  The  Committee  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  soils  engineers 
have  found  the  site  practical  for  the  building  planned  in  terms  of  both  cost  of 
preparation  and  layout. 

Current  plans  call  for  early  Spring  advertising  for  bids  and  request  for 
Town  Meeting  action  in  May  or  early  June.  If  this  schedule  can  be  maintained, 
a  September  1971  opening  of  Wessagusset  Elementary  School  is  entirely  pos¬ 
sible.

LIBRARY  SERVICES 

The  Library  is  for  the  use  of  all  residents  of  Weymouth.  Temporary  resi¬ 
dents  are  entitled  to  the  same  privileges  as  permanent  residents.  Non-residents 
may  borrow  books  upon  payment  of  an  annual  fee  of  $5. 00. 

A  Library  card  entitles  the  holder  to  borrow  books,  magazines,  pamphlets, 
pictures  and  phonograph  records  for  home  use.  The  Library  card  must' be  pre¬ 
sented  when  books  and  records  are  borrowed. 

The  Children’s  Room  at  the  Main  Library  and  Children’s  Departments  at 
the  Branch  Libraries  provide  books  and  reading  guidance  for  the  boys  and 
girls.  Children  in  elementary  school  are  entitled  to  a  card  if  the  application 
is  signed  by  a  parent  or  guardian.  Story  hours  for  the  younger  children  are 
held  throughout  the  winter  months.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  TUFTS  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

The  only  capital  outlay  suggested  by  the  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  is  a 
new  branch  building,  to  be  located  in  East  Weymouth.  There  is  a  great 
need  of  such  a  branch  library  building,  but  the  Appropriation  Committee  has 
not  yet  recommended  it.  There  are  several  sites,  but  none  of  them  meet  the 
requirements  as  to  location,  floor  space,  etc. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  regrets  the  death  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Thayer  last  fall. 
She  had  been  a  member  of  the  Trustees  of  Tufts  Library  since  1965  and  was 
an  active  and  faithful  worker.  She  was  also  a  member  of  the  Building  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  new  Main  Library. 

Also  the  Trustee  regret  to  announce  the  retirement  of  Miss  Alice  Fulton. 
She  has  been  a  trustee  since  1946  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  most  of  that 
time. 

Of  a  happier  vein,  the  Trustees  were  pleased  with  the  election  of  our 
Head  Librarian,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Cooney,  as  President  of  the  Massachusetts 
Library  Association.  The  Trustees  wish  her  the  best  of  success  in  this  very 
responsible  position.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  LIBRARIAN 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tufts  Library: 

Several  trends  stand  out  when  one  studies  the  statistics  compiled  on  the  use 
of  Weymouth’s  public  library  during  1969.  The  number  of  registered  borrowers 
is  steadily  rising.  40%  of  Weymouth’s  inhabitants  have  received  a  library  card 
within  the  last  three  years.  More  adults  are  borrowing  books  from  the  Main 
Library,  by -passing  the  branch  libraries.  Students  are  using  the  sub-regional 
and  regional  library  centers  directly.  In  1968  we  borrowed  249  books  on  inter- 
library  loan.  This  year  the  figure  dropped  to  223,  since  Weymouth  residents, 
as  a  part  of  the  regional  service,  could  now  go  in  person  to  the  Quincy  or  Bos¬ 
ton  libraries  and  borrow  books  directly  for  faster  service.  More  non -book 
materials  are  being  used.  Loans  of  films  and  phonorecords  continue  to  grow 
in  number. 

Use  of  the  library  for  study  and  reference  continued  high,  both  at  the  Main 
Library  and  the  North  and  East  Branch  libraries.  The  Young  Adult  Librarian, 
Miss  Helen  Nye,  notes  ’’Throughout  the  school  year,  the  use  of  the  Young 
Adult  Room  continues  to  be  greatest  Monday  through  Friday  between  3:30  and 
8:30  P.  M.  and  all  day  Saturday.  During  college  vacation  periods  it  is  used 
more  extensively  by  college  students  and  other  adults  who  are  taking  courses. 
Reference  help  for  younger  pupils  involvles  helping  them  to  locate  assignment 
material  and/or  introducing  them  to  the  Reader’s  Guide  to  Periodical  Litera¬ 
ture,  while  older  students  often  require  aid  in  searching  for  reference  mater¬ 
ial  and/or  material  to  be  borrowed  on  inter-library  loan.  Students  from  high 
school  through  college  age  are  now  required  to  do  more  individual  research, 
often  on  very  current  subjects  and  consequently  librarians  are  getting  increased 
requests  for  individual  help.  As  well  as  supplementing  the  resources  of  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school  libraries,  we  are  often  called  upon  for  college 
and  graduate  school  materials.  The  number  of  students  from  Massasoit  Junior 
College,  Northeastern  University  Evening  School,  Bridgewater  and  other  near¬ 
by  colleges,  who  come  to  the  public  library  to  do  their  studying  and  research 
seems  to  have  increased.  ” 

The  Reference  Librarian,  Mrs.  Caroline  Harris,  reports  that  the  library 
now  has  an  extensive  collection  of  telephone  directories,  covering  New  Eng¬ 
land  and  larger  cities  throughout  the  country.  With  the  opportunity  to  call 
for  help  from  the  reference  resources  of  the  regional  system,  there  are  few 
people  in  search  of  information  who  can  not  be  assisted  by  a  call  or  visit  to 
the  library. 

The  Children’s  Librarian,  Miss  Dorothy  Trussell,  says  that  the  visits  from 
elementary  school  classes  and  story  hours  for  both  pre-schoolers  and  the 
children  in  the  lower  grades  have  occupied  a  great  deal  of  staff  time  in  the 
Children’s  Room  and  in  the  branch  libraries.  With  the  help  of  volunteers, 
six  pre-school  story  hours  are  held  each  week  throughout  the  Town.  2,  507 
youngsters  in  Grades  3-6  earned  reading  certificates  this  past  year,  in  a 
program  in  which  pupils  report  on  their  reading  of  library  books  to  their 
classroom  teachers.  Our  five  libraries  located  in  the  elementary  schools 
continue  to  bring  library  service  to  children  and  some  adults  in  outlying 
section  of  the  town. 

Volunteers  have  carried  on  the  service  of  delivering  books  to  shut-ins  and 
of  stocking  the  library  at  the  Housing  for  the  Elderly.  We  are  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Joanne  Palmieri,  Mrs.  Louise  Masters,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Downs  and  Miss  Lor- 
aine  Page  for  their  faithful  performance  of  this  task.  Several  young  people 
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have  given  many  hours  of  service  to  the  library  while  earning  community  ser¬ 
vice  awards  in  youth  organizations.  We  appreciate  their  interest  and  help. 

The  Cataloger,  Mrs.  Grace  Baldwin,  reports  a  total  of  126,  855  volumes  in 
the  library  system,  including  7,720  volumes  added  during  1969.  About  700 
of  these  were  gifts  from  individuals  and  organizations. 

The  Meeting  Room  has  been  used  extensively  by  civic  groups  and  committees, 
as  well  as  by  library -sponsored  activities.  In  this  room  the  Weymouth  Art  As¬ 
sociation  has  hung  outstanding  shows  of  paintings  by  local  artists.  The  Art  de¬ 
partment  of  the  Weymouth  Schools  has  furnished  several  interesting  exhibits, 
from  enameling  crafts  by  the  Adult  Evening  School  Classes  to  colorful  drawings 
by  young  children.  Last  August  the  playgrounds  again  held  a  display  of  summer 
craft  work  in  the  Meeting  Room.  Through  out  the  year  the  branch  libraries  have 
also  featured  displays  by  talented  townspeople. 

The  library  staff  has  experienced  several  personnel  changes.  Charles  Me 
Colough,  head  custodian,  retired  after  a  number  of  years  service,  both  at 
the  North  Branch  and  the  new  Main  Library.  Mrs.  Ruth  Roulston,  whose  ex¬ 
cellent  library  displays  at  the  North  Branch  Library  were  appreciated,  also 
retired.  As  Town  Librarian,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  both 
the  staff  and  the  Trustees  for  another  year  of  excellent  teamwork  in  trying  to 
provide  library  service  to  all  the  citizens  of  Weymouth.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS

Gentlem  en : 

We  herewith  submit  our  Annual  Report  for  1969  to  complete  the  decade 
with  a  year  which  we  felt  was  very  successful  in  accomplishing  the  objectives 
of  the  total  recreation  program.  The  magnitude  of  the  year’s  success  was 
exceeded  only  by  the  speed  with  which  it  passed. 

Our  regular  summer  playground  program  was  conducted  at  twenty -three 
supervised  playgrounds  which  opened  on  June  30  and  closed  on  August  22. 

Due  to  construction  at  the  Seach  School  Playground  our  activities  scheduled 
for  that  site  were  conducted  on  a  portion  of  Howe  &  French  property  which 
was  leased  by  the  Commission. 

The  playground  staff  included  two  supervisors;  specialists  in  crafts,  ten¬ 
nis  and  archery;  specialists  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  blind  children;  two 
drivers  to  operate  carry -all  vehicles  and  forty  instructors. 

The  annual  competitive  examination  for  playground  instructors  was  given 
to  one  hundred  applicants  to  fill  eighteen  vacancies.  The  examination  was 
administered  at  Central  Junior  High  School  on  Saturday,  April  5,  1969. 

A  three  day  training  institute  was  conducted  for  all  instructors  and  in- 
service  training  was  obligatory  on  the  few  rainy  days  during  the  season. 

For  the  fifteenth  consecutive  year  the  Town  was  reimbursed  50%  of  the 
incurred  expenses  for  the  programs  offered  to  the  mentally  retarded  and 
blind  children.  Some  forty  handicapped  children  participated  in  the  daily 
program  which  was  supplemented  by  swimming  lessons,  bowling,  nature 
walks  and  various  special  events. 

Supervised  facilities  at  Wessagussett  Beach  and  Lake  Street  Beach  were 
made  available  to  the  residents  of  Weymouth  during  the  summer  of  1969, 
from  June  20  through  September  1  from  9  A.M.  to  6  P.  M.  each  day. 

Swimming  and  Life  Saving  classes  were  conducted  for  2,  826  students 
by  15  competent  American  Red  Cross  Water  Safety  Instructors  for  children 
six  years  of  age  and  over.  207  classes  were  taught  throughout  the  entire  sum¬ 
mer  in  two  sessions,  five  days  a  week,  Monday  through  Friday. 

All  instructors  and  life  guards  received  and  maintained  specific  training 
skills  to  supplement  their  years  of  experience  on  the  waterfront.  Eleven 
life  guards  underwent  the  Water  Safety  Instructor’s  Course  at  Camp  Kiwanee, 
American  Red  Cross  Aquatic  School  in  Hanson,  Massachusetts  from  June  8 
to  the  18. 

The  entire  staff  participated  in  a  three  day  re -training  course  in  the  latest 
teaching  techniques.  The  staff  were  also  trained  in  the  use  of  new  resuscitators 
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prior  to  the  season’s  opening. 

This  year’s  Water  Carnival  was  most  successful  and  indeed  culminated 
what  has  been  possibly  our  greatest  season. 

The  expansion  of  Wessagussett  Beach,  to  nearly  three  times  its  original 
size,  attracted  many  more  residents  than  ever  before  and  would  have  tripled 
our  all  time  attendance  figure  had  not  the  dreaded  oil  spills  penetrated  our 
shore  line  just  prior  to  our  opening  date.  The  No.  2  oil  which  came  on  the 
water  and  penetrated  the  sand  left,  for  a  time,  a  sickening  odor  which  turned 
many  people  from  the  beach. 

We  wish  to  commend,  once  again,  the  Park  Division  of  Department 
of  Public  Works  for  their  outstanding  effort  in  maintaining  our  beaches;  and, 
also  all  of  the  Town  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  oil  spills. 

Field  permits  were  issued  fairly  to  control  the  heavy  use  of  the  baseball 
and  softball  diamonds  by  the  many  leagues  within  the  town.  The  installation 
of  lights  for  softball  at  Lovell  Playground  provided  a  new  facility  and  created 
greater  spectator  interest  for  the  softball  leagues  who  used  the  field. 

We  remain  ever  grateful  to  the  School  Department  for  the  continuation  of 
their  policy  granting  us  the  use  of  school  facilities  for  our  recreation  pro¬ 
grams. 

Our  Senior  Citizens  Recreation  Club,  with  over  a  thousand  members,  en¬ 
joyed  a  year  of  varied  recreational  activities. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  season,  our  Great  Esker  Park  marked  its 
second  year  of  successful  full-scale  operation.  Many  of  the  plans  formu¬ 
lated  during  the  previous  year  were  implemented,  and  additional  develop¬ 
mental  guidelines  were  prepared  for  future  operation  of  the  park  both  as  a 
summer  recreational  area  and  as  a  year-round  educational  classroom. 

We  are  pleased  to  continue  our  participation  in  the  program  through  which 
the  Legislature  has  mandated  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  con¬ 
struct  an  artificial  ice  skating  rink  and  year-round  swimming  pool  in  Wey¬ 
mouth.  We  wish  to  offer  our  congratulations  to  our  Representatives  Robert 
Ambler  and  William  Connell;  our  Weymouth  News  Editor,  Dan  McCole  and 
his  assistant  Miss  Dorothy  McCann;  our  Town  Counsel,  Francis  Kelly; 

Town  Engineer,  Frank  Lagrotteria  and  Arthur  Bilodeau,  Director  of  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  for  bringing  the  erection  of  this  facility  in  Weymouth  ever  closer 
to  being  a  reality. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  appointed  committees  and  Town 
Officials  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Park  and  Recreation  Program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

January  27,  1970 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Weymouth 

Gentlemen: 

Febrary  16,  1969  the  Whortleberry  Pond  Conservation  Area  was  dedicated. 
Although  this  area  is  made  up  of  three  separate  parcels  it  is  planned  that  addi¬ 
tional  undeveloped  lands  may  be  acquired  so  that  a  green  belt  or  buffer  strip 
can  protect  the  pond  from  dispoilation. 

April  saw  the  Commission  presenting  its  first  annual  ’’Weymouth  Conserva¬ 
tionist  of  the  Year”  award  to  Miss  Mary  Toomey  for  her  efforts  in  furthering 
conservation  education  to  the  students  in  Weymouth. 

The  Commission  actively  participated  with  the  Water  Polution  Control 
Study  Committee  in  its  quest  for  determining  the  best  method  of  preventing 
further  oil  spills  in  Town  waters. 

This  Commission  was  recognized  by  the  Conservation  Foundation,  Washing¬ 
ton  D.  C.  in  their  Conservation  Foundation  publication  as  one  of  the  outstanding 
Conservation  Commissions  in  Massachusetts. 

In  an  effort  to  protect  one  of  the  sources  of  water  for  Great  Ponds,  this  Com¬ 
mission  working  jointly  with  Holbrook  Conservation  Commission  has  been  able 
to  persuade  the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners  of  the  need  to  purchase  seventy 
odd  acres  of  marsh  land  in  Holbrook  at  no  cost  to  the  town  of  Weymouth. 

Numerous  on-site  investigations  of  land  thought  worthy  of  consideration  as 
conservation  land  as  well  as  inquiries  concerning  filling  operations  were  made. 

For  the  courtesy  and  cooperation  extended  during  the  past  year  by  the  town 
Boards  and  Officials,  to  Everett  J.  McIntosh  a  member  of  the  Commission 
who  recently  retired,  we  sincerely  express  our  appreciation.

To  the  Citizens  within  the  Project’s  Control: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Pro¬ 
ject’s  activities  for  the  year  November  1,  1968  to  October  31,  1969. 

The  Project  is  a  year  round  cooperative  effort  embracing  the  City  of  Quincy, 
and  Towns  of  Braintree,  Cohasset,  Duxbury,  Hingham,  Hull,  Marshfield,  Nor- 
well,  Scituate  and  Weymouth,  covering  a  tital  area  of  172.  21  square  miles 
serving  a  population  in  excess  of  223,000. 

The  Project  is  authorized  and  acts  uncer  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen¬ 
eral  Laws,  Chapter  252,  Section  59,  mosquito  control  provisions,  and  Chap¬ 
ter  112,  Acts  of  1931,  pertaining  to  ditch  maintenance  of  the  said  marshes. 

The  Project  continued  to  base  its  program  on  three  recommended  and  ap¬ 
proved  approaches  to  a  community  mosquito  control: 

A.  Mosquito  source  reduction 

B.  Mosquito  larval/pupal  reduction 

C.  Mosquito  adult  reduction 

giving  priority  in  this  order. 

A.  Source  Reduction  -  removing  as  much  unnecessary  standing  water  as 
possible,  a  requisite  of  mosquitoes  in  completing  their  breeding  cycle.  The 
properly  placed  and  maintained  ditches  on  the  coastal  salt  marshes,  the  cleaning 
of  blocked  brooks  and  streams  wherever  possible,  the  clearing  of  brush  and 
growth  along  swamps  and  stream  edges,  the  filling  in  of  small  wet  areas  and 
the  leveling  of  ditch  fill  so  as  not  to  leave  water  pockets,  these,  if  neglected 
would  cause  tidal  and  storm  water  to  become  brackish  and  stagnant  to  keep 

the  mosquito  population  at  its  highest  level. 

The  Project  this  year  added  a  second  salt  marsh  machine  an  International 
500  diesel,  wide  gauge  track  clearance,  wood  cleat  grouser  mounted,  crawler 
tractor  with  an  International  312  mounted  backhoe  and  22,000  lb.  Gearmatic 
hydraulic  winch.  It  is  an  excellent  machine  for  marsh  work,  heavier  duty, 
well  balanced  and  more  rapid  in  operating  than  any  of  our  previous  machines. 

In  source  reduction  operation  the  following  was  accomplished  in  the  Pro¬ 
ject  area  for  this  report  period: 

62,130  sq.  feet  brushed 

13,  940  cu.  feet  of  new  ditch  dug 
381,463  cu.  feet  of  ditch  reclaimed 
4,075  feet  of  ditch  cleaned 

B.  Mosquito  Larval  and  Pupal  Reduction  -  Next  to  the  reduction  of  the 
water  source  of  mosquito  breeding,  larval  and  pupal  control  is  the  most  pro¬ 
ductive  for  the  time  and  money  spent,  for  in  some  instances  one  ounce  of  in¬ 
secticide  can  treat  up  to  two  acres  of  mosquito  breeding  swamp. 
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In  mid-March,  after  checking  many  fresh  water  swamps  for  larval  counts 
of  the  early  or  spring  brood  mospuitoes,  mapping  is  drawn  out  to  indicate 
breeding  areas.  We  contract  both  helicopter  and  fixed  wing  aircraft,  whose 
pilots  must  work  from  these  maps.  They  aerial  spray  only  the  breeding 
sites  indicated  on  these  maps.  This  operation  keeps  down  what  normally 
would  be  a  large  hatch  of  pesty  mosquitoes  that  would  plague  us  in  the  months 
of  June  and  July. 

During  the  summer  season  we  must  check  many  and  often  breeding  sites 
of  other  mosquito  species:  the  salt  marshes,  catchbasins,  coastal  rockpools, 
tree  holes,  etc.  Some  of  these  must  be  sprayed  as  many  as  four  times  in  a 
summer  season,  depending  on  the  amount  of  rainfall. 

The  Project  has  added  a  second  catchbasin  spray  unit  (a  Jeep  Universal) 
for  the  treating  of  the  many  thousands  of  catchbasins  in  the  Project.  This 
unit  enables  us  to  keep  up  with  the  three  or  four  mosquito  hatches  they  might 
produce  a  season. 

The  gallons  of  insecticide,  the  amount  of  sites  and  approximate  number  of 
acres  treated  for  mosquito  larval  and  pupal  control  for  this  period: 

26,  706  catchbasins  sprayed  with  1648.  5  gallons  of  insecticide 

10,  558  gallons  and  acres  air  sprayed 
4,032  gallons  for  larval  control 

C.  Mosquito  Adult  Reduction  -  shall  always  be  necessary  to  some  extent 
or  form.  In  spite  of  all  the  pre -emergence  control  work  there  remain  many 
small  unnatural  water  recepticles  around  the  home  capable  of  mosquito  breeding. 
We  just  could  not  get  to  all.  There  are  many  construction  projects  under  way 
that  temporarily  cause  mosquito  breeding,  and  we  have  many  mosquito  areas 
within  but  not  under  this  Project’s  control  we  must  contend  with. 

We  kept  two  mist  blowers  operating  through  last  season.  This  applicator 
dispenses  a  fine  particle  insecticide  on  a  high  velocity  wind  stream  through 
the  air  which  acts  as  a  space  spray.  The  larger  droplets  are  deposited  upon 
foliage  which  acts  as  a  residue  treatment. 

We  have  done  some  insecticidal  fogging.  This  gives  a  longer  range  of  space 
treatment  but  little,  if  any,  residual  action. 

Next  year  the  Project  should  like  to  supplement  their  mist  blowing  opera¬ 
tion  with  more  insecticidal  fogging.  This  Project  plans  the  purchase  of  a 
new  method  fogger,  it  hopes  will  work  well  enough  to  cut  back  some  on  residue 
spray. 

The  amounts  of  insecticide  applied  for  adult  mosquito  control,  with  both 
mist  blowers  and  fogger s  for  this  period: 

10,229  gallons  mist  blown 

105  gallons  fogged  to  630  acres 

To  ease  the  concern  of  some  citizens  within  the  Project’s  control  in  our 
handling  of  chemical  insecticides,  we  use  none  of  the  persistent  or  cumulative 
insecticides:  DDT,  Dieldrin,  Aldren,  Endren,  Heptochlor,  etc. 
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The  insecticides  used  in  this  area  for  mosquito  control  have  been  accepted 
and  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  The  Project’s  personnel  are 
all  licensed  by  the  Massachusetts  Pesticide  Board.  We  are  constantly  informed 
from  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Extension  Service  on  the  latest  develop¬ 
ment  in  insecticide  formulation,  their  caution,  their  limits  in  toxicity  and  new 
application  methods.  We  are  in  attendance  at  all  sponsored  training  courses 
of  the  Communicable  Disease  Center,  U.S.D.H.  relating  to  mosquito  control 
that  are  held  in  this  area.  We  believe  this  is  all  necessary  to  give,  not  only 
a  good  mosquito  control,  but  a  safe  control  as  well. 

There  are  many  man  hours  spent  in  this  Project  where  no  item  of  productiv¬ 
ity  can  be  shown  yet  are  as  necessary  hours  to  the  operation  as  any  of  the 
others  recorded.  The  hours  spent  checking  mosquito  breeding  sites  and  map¬ 
ping  these,  inquiring  into  related  mosquito  complaints,  the  mixing  of  insecti¬ 
cides  and  loading  of  equipment  sprayers,  both  repair  and  preventive  main¬ 
tenance  of  all  trucks,  tractors,  trailers  and  sprayer  equipment  and  the  cleaning 
and  painting  of  garage  spaces.  These  tasks  along  with  the  regular  mosquito 
control  operations  tend  to  keep  a  mosquito  control  man  pretty  busy  fifty -two 
weeks  a  year  on  a  project  most  people  consider  ’’just  a  summer  job.  ” 

The  Project  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  help  received  from  officials  and 
departments  of  the  communities  it  serves  and  sincerely  hopes  that  benefits 
derived  by  these  departments  as  a  result  of  this  cooperation  are  as  great  as 
t  hose  derived  by  the  Project.

Gentlemen: 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  held  hearings  on  57  cases  during  the  calendar 
yer  1969  which  number  is  considerably  less  than  in  prior  years,  which  had 
averaged  85  -  90  hearings  per  year.  There  is  no  question,  but  that  this  de¬ 
crease  is  due  to  the  pendency  of  the  new  zoning  by-law  and  the  general  reluc¬ 
tance  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  go  forward  with  a  zoning  matter  until  these 
new  by-laws  are  finally  approved  and  operable. 

Most  of  the  cases  were  of  the  expected  variety,  having  to  do  with  encroach¬ 
ments  of  buildings  or  residential  subdivisions  into  smaller  lots  than  otherwise 
allowed  and  matters  of  like  import.  However,  although  the  number  of  cases 
did  decrease,  generally,  several  appeals  for  apartment  complexes  were  heard, 
which  demonstrates  no  lack  of  effort  on  the  part  of  those  interested  in  them. 

The  Board  anticipates  that  with  the  approval  of  the  new  by-laws,  the  Town 
in  general  will  benefit  with  modern,  up-to-date  uses  and  regulations.  We  look 
forward  to  working  with  it. 

Of  the  57  cases  heard,  29  were  granted,  13  were  denied,  13  were  withdrawn, 
and  1  case  is  presently  held  under  advisement. 

There  wer  660  notices  set  prior  to  hearings  and  631  sent  after  hearings  for 
a  total  of  1,291,  and  fees  in  the  amount  of  $1,545  were  collected. 

Once  again  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  fine  work  of  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  without  the  efforts  of  its  personnel,  this  Board  could  not  function 
effectively.

The  Planning  Board  herewith  submits  the  Annual  Report  of  its  activities 
and  endeavors  for  the  year  1969: 

Due  to  the  ever-increasing  population  of  the  Town  and  the  many  problems 
relating  to  the  Planning  Board  because  of  this,  the  business  of  the  Board  once 
again  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  8%  over  1968.  A  large  number 
of  subdivision  plans  were  presented  for  action  by  the  Board  during  the  year 
although  an  overall  decrease  was  noted  compared  to  ther  previous  year. 

The  statistical  summary  of  business  is  as  follows: 

1.  Total  number  of  Board  meetings  (including  special  meetings)  •  .  38 


2.  Public  Hearings  held .  12 

3.  Items  of  Business  presented  to  the  Board . 375 

4.  Subdivision  plans  approved .  4 

5.  Subdivision  bonds  released .  6 

6.  Plans  endorsed  ’’Approval  Under  Subdivision  Control  Law 

Not  Required” .  97 

7.  Field  Inspections  made .  40 


In  addition  to  the  above  noted  items,  many  hours  were  spent  examining 
sketch  plans,  discussing  individual  problems  with  petitioners,  meeting  with 
other  Town  bodies,  studying  additions  and  amendments  in  the  various 
statutes  governing  planning  in  the  Commonwealth;  and  studying  zoning,  trans¬ 
portation,  and  other  responsible  areas  of  Planning  Board  endeavor. 

Unfortunately,  the  time  required  to  handle  regular  Board  business  restricts 
the  more  important  duties  and  functions  of  the  Board's  planning  responsibility 
as  set  forth  in  the  State  statute's,  i.  e.  implementation  of  a  properly  balanced 
growth  plan  through  systematic  zoning  and  transportation  recommendations, 
investigation  and  application  for  State  and  Federal  funds  available  to  the  Town 
for  properly -planned  studies  and  projects.  The  Board  sorely  recognizes  the 
need  of  a  full-time  planner  to  give  guidance  and  accomplish  tasks  beyond  the 
scope  of  our  part-time  service  in  this  city -sized  and  growing  Town.  The  study 
of  this  need  will  be  one  of  the  priority  items  in  the  Boards  endeavors  this  year. 

With  the  aid  and  assistance  of  outside  planning  consultants,  and  an  inten¬ 
sive  study  by  our  local  by-laws  committee,  a  complete  revision  of  the  zoning 
by-laws  was  adopted  by  a  special  Town  meeting  held  in  June  1969. 

The  policy  adopted  by  the  Board  in  1968  wherein  regular  office  hours  were 
instituted  through  the  employment  of  a  secretary,  worked  out  extremely  well. 
Again  this  year  the  office  will  be  available  at  the  Town  Hall  for  interviews  or 
other  business  each  Thursday  from  9  am  to  12  noon.
